To the Gentlemen of the City Council: — 

I appreciate the great honor conferred upon me by a 
majority of the citizen voters of Lowell and their ex- 
pression of confidence by electing me to serve another 
year as their Mayor and Chief Executive Officer. I shall 
strive earnestly, to prove worthy of their endorsement. 

Under our present Charter, the duties of your Mayor 
are largely of an executive and supervisory character, 
and are quite restrictive. Upon the legislative branch 
rests the responsibility of procedure in the coming year 
for the weal or woe of our beloved city; and you will 
pardon me, if I suggest at this time, the impressiveness 
and full import of the solemn obligations that we have 
taken today. You are to enact laws faithfully for our 
people and the advancement of their diversified interests, 
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I to execute the same, with God’s aid, to the best of 
my ability and qualities of heart and mind with which 
he has endowed me. 

Unity of action, with the above purposes always in view, 
can only result in benefit to our city. We never will be 
able during the year to please all. Let us determine to 
be true to our oaths and give constant, honest endeavor, 
and conscientious judgmnt, and we can feel that there 
will be one, at least, satisfied at the end of our term of 
office. 

After a year’s experience in municipal affairs, I would 
be untrue to my sense of justice did I not take this occasion 
to express as a private citizen and as Mayor, my appre- 
ciation of the very able, honest and scrupulous work of 
both branches of the City Council of 1901, in legislative 
action, and to executive departments of the City in car- 
rying out faithfully their duties. 

No municipal government of Lowell for many years 
has entered upon its career with a better and healthier 
financial condition, and a more substantial business stand- 
ing and basis, than the honorable Boards that I have the 
honor to address to-day. 

Very few citizens realize the difficulty of striving to 
act judicially or strictly legally, and interpreting under- 
standingly, the requirements of our present defective 
City Charter. 

In my annual address a year ago, I called the atten- 
tion of the City Government to what I thought an im- 
mediate necessity of a revision of our present City Charter. 
On January 8, 1901, an order was adopted by both branches 
of the City Council appointing a committee for the pur- 
pose of indicating some views to accomplish a change. 
Upon that committee on the part of the Government were 
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Mayor Charles A. R. Dimon, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen James F. Miskella and Alderman Gardner W. 
Pearson; Councilman John A. Henderson, Councilman 
Frank G. Lundberg, Councilman George Emsley and City 
Solicitor Francis W. Qua. On the part of the citizens, 
E. W. Thomas, Esq., Nathan D. Pratt, Esq., and Hon. 
Charles D. Palmer. 

' This Committee gave their thought and time gratuit- 
ously. They held fourteen meetings, long and protracted, 
and all questions at issue were given the most serious 
and earnest consideration. Their last meeting was held 
on March 26, 1901, and a draft was submitted to the 
City Council, of the result of their deliberations and sug- 
gestions, and it was then voted that the Committee be 
authorized to present their endeavor to the proper com- 
mittee in the legislature. It was presented, and referred 
by the last General Court, to the legislature of 1902, and 
pending their action, and in view of the careful non- 
partisan reflection given the subject matter by that 
Committee, I have not the inclination at the present time 
to make further comment, except to impress upon the 
minds of every member of the present City Government 
as well as every citizen, the urgency of seasonably peti- 
tioning the present State Legislature to consider very 
favorably, the draft now before them for a new and re- 
vised Charter for the City of Lowell. The demand for 
some revision is generally acknowledged by the Citizens 
of Lowell, irrespective of party. 

The advice from prominent citizens in relation to this 
matter is, that it might be well to ask our representa- 
tives from this district in the State Legislature, to con- 
sider the advisability of taking up partial measures of 
reform as recommended by that Committee’s report, and 
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in part strive to relieve our requirements for relief, year 
by year. This is certainly worthy of your grave consid- 
eration. 

I take great pleasure in stating* that in the past year, 
I have found generally, departments and their employes 
vigilant in the interests of the City, and willing to aid 
me in every reasonable effort or suggestion for promoting 
the efficiency of the executive control of the municipality, 
and I would urge the need of some legislation by which 
honest endeavor can be rewarded by placing their posi- 
tions above political uncertainties, and am thoroughly in 
favor of extending the term of office of efficient city offi- 
cials. 

The yearly struggle for re-election or re-appointment 
affects disastrously the efficacy of many of our worthy 
public servants and the City’s interests suffer. 

I might take more of your time than would be agree- 
able or profitable in suggestions and recommendations in 
the nature of needed reform, but as our line of action is 
laid down for us by Statute Law under our Charter, and 
we cannot change them, or legislate contrary to their 
provisions, it becomes us to interpret and act under this 
present, bewildering contradiction, to the best of our ability 
and judgment, and meet municipal exigencies as they oc- 
cur during the year, as business men and common sense 
citizens. 

I have the honor to herewith present a brief summary 
and a partial account of the work accomplished by the 
heads of departments of this city for the last year. 
Necessarilly, it must be incomplete, but will, I think, 
indicate to the citizens of Lowell a faithful attempt on the 
part of their public servants. 
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MAYORS ADDRESS. 

It seems very appropriate, before the publication of the 
yearly reports, which cannot be compiled and printed for 
several months, to present this at this time. The people 
and tax-payers are entitled to know in what manner their 
money has been spent in the past year.

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SINKING EUNDS. 

The term “Sinking- Funds” in connection with our 
finances has been to a great many of our citizens a matter 
of more or less mystery and I deem it appropriate at 
this time to explain in as simple manner as possible the 
meaning- and uses of this fund. 

The city of Lowell has found it necessary for years 
past to borrow a certain amount of money for needed 
permanent improvements that will be of benefit to com- 
ing- generations. For instance, the establishment of our 
great Water System; the building of extensive school 
houses to carry out an expansive idea of public education; 
the adornment of our city in which we take such a great 
pride by public buildings like our new City Hall and 
Memorial Building; the establishment of a grand trunk 
system of general sewerage for the purpose of surface 
and other drainage. 

As occasion required this money has been borrowed 
and bonds issued or notes given bearing a certain rate 
of interest. The principle adopted of paying for these 
loans has been, the people of Lowell are taxed a certain 
amount of money each year, in addition to taxes for 
current expenses, for the purpose of reducing this 
general debt. This money is turned over by the City 
Treasurer to the Sinking Fund Commissioners who in- 
vest it in bonds and securities bearing interest and each 
year part of this money is taken by these Commissioners 
and paid on account of the original bonds or notes, so 
that at the end of the time when the bonds or notes are 
due, it is so figured that this Sinking Fund will amount 
to enough to meet these obligations and gradually pay off 
our debt. I trust that I have made myself clear.

The interest on our loans and bonds is paid by a 
special tax included in the regular tax rate which is ex- 
clusive of the tax for reducing the main principal debt.

ASSETS OF THE CITY OF LOWELL 
or PROPERTY SCHEDUDE. 

Upon assuming office the first Monday in January, 1901, 
I discovered that there was not in the archives of City 
Hall any statement or account of stock of all of the 
public property owned by the city. As a business 
proposition, I thought it very essential that a knowledge 
of what the city owned should be in possession of the 
Executive, so that he could hold the heads of depart- 
ments responsible at some certain date for items of 
property belonging to the City, and I would recommend 
that in case there be any changes in the heads of depart- 
ments, the new parties assuming control shall receipt to 
their predecessors for the property turned over and that 
the outgoing official shall account in a proper way for 
the differences by use or loss or retainment. In my 
judgment, this regulation is very essential in the interest 
of good municpal government. 

The accompanying schedule appears at an assessable 
valuation or what the land and buildings or articles could 
be sold for, the complete details of. which are in my 
possession of every foot of land, public building or 
article of any name or nature belonging to the City. 
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The estimate has been made very conservatively and the 
property could not be replaced for the same amount of 
money.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The following’ extracts are taken from the report of 
Edward S. Hosmer, Esq., Chief of the Fire Department 
and Superintendent of Lighting Department. 

“The Fire Department consists of one Chief, one As- 
sistant Chief, three other Assistant Engineers, one 
Electrician, one Lineman, seventy-four permanent and 
ninety-five Call Men, divided into sixteen companies. 

The expenses for 1901 up to December 1st, for salaries 
was $94,050.39, Sundries, $19,656.66. 

The Department up to date has responded to 164 bell, 
111 still, and 90 telephone alarms. Twelve of these were 
outside the City limits. The tolal amount of loss that 
has been settled was $228,792.27. The largest loss was 
the Fifield Tool Company’s Machine Shop, which 
amounted to $191,767.23. There were eleven other fires 
on which the loss was $1,000., and over, amounting to 
$33,070.80, making the total loss of these twelve fires 
$224,838.03.” 


LIGHTING DEPARTMENT. 

The Lighting of Streets is all done by contract. The 
Lowell Electric Light Corporation is paid 33 cents a 
light per night every night in the year. This contract 
expires in August 1903. The Welsbash Company has the 
contract for the gas and gasoline lights. The gas lights 
cost $23.00, per year every night but four in each month, 
and this contract expires in September 1905. The gas- 
oline lights cost 9 % cents a light per night twenty-five 
nights in each month. This contract expires in May, 
1906. There are at present 501 electric lights, 1090 gas 
and 400 gasoline lights. There have been added the past

year seven electric, thirty-four gas and seven gasoline 
lights. There have been one hundred sixty lights 
changed from gasoline to gas.

The efficiency and discipline of our Fire Department is 
of the highest standard. 

Contracts for lighting the streets of the city and care 
of the same have been made after competitive bids were 
called for and I consider the prices paid and services se- 
cured reasonable, but would suggest in regard to electric 
lights that a further appropriation be made for the pur- 
pose of purchasing suitable inventions so as to allow the 
Chief Engineer to be able during the year to test quite 
frequently the amount of candle power actually furnished 
for this character of lights, to be assured that the city 
is receiving its full rights under our contracts. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

The Police Department is under the management of 
three Commissioners, appointed by Statute law. They 
have also the control of the issuing of liquor licenses 
under the law and regulating the same. 
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The police force consists of one hundred twenty-seven 
officers and men and ten employes. 

The present members of the Board of Police are Frank 
B. Dow, Esq., Chairman, Peter J. Brady, Esq., and 
Harry R. Rice, Esq., Joseph Smith, Esq., Clerk of the 
Board. 

The total revenue received from licenses to sell in- 
toxicating* liquors was $173,444,00. Twenty-five per cent 
of this amount was paid to the State of Massachusetts.

There has been during the past year two death in the 
Department, including the very efficient and lamented 
Superintendent of Police, George R. Davis. 

There is no Department in this City that requires from 
its heads more arduous, complicated, and oftentimes un- 
pleasant duties than that imposed by law upon the mem- 
bers of the Board of Police, and none are subject to 
greater criticism, which from my knowledge is very often 
unjust and unnecessary. 

Discretion, judgment and confidence must be given to 
public officers and they must be trusted to execute to 
the best of their ability after appointment; if proven un- 
true to their trusts a remedy is at hand, but explanations 
very frequently requested as to why certain lines of 
policy are adopted are oftentimes unnecessary and unwise 
and defeat the ends of justice and public ethics. 
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The liquor question and the proper enforcement of 
laws governing the traffic, is an extremely difficult 
problem to solve, and earnest, honest endeavor to execute 
these laws and deal strictly and liberally with these 
questions affecting the morality of our city should receive 
encouragement from our citizens in place of blame and 
censure which has been too frequently given by unthink- 
ing men and dissapointed applicants. 

I have received a communication from the Board of 
Police, endorsed by the Judges of our Police Court and 
prominent Physicians of the North Middlesex Medical Soci- 
ety calling attention to the very imperative need of enlarging 
and remodelling the building now used as a police court 
and police station. Their requests and suggestions are 
reasonable and very valuable, and I would recommend 
that at an early date your honorable Board appoint a 
special committee to confer with them as to this com- 
munication, with a view of securing an early appropria- 
tien to carry out what I consider imperative necessities, 
and I should be pleased at a future date to present their 
letter to you. 


MILK AND VINEGAR DEPARTMENT. 

This department has been admirably conducted through 
the auspices of Thomas O. Allen, Inspector, and he re- 
ports that the number of samples of milk analyzed from 
wagons was 2,495; from stores 437, total 2,932. Number 
of warnings sent, 159. Prosecutions, 7. 

Number of samples of Vinegar analyzed, 86. 

In regard to an Act passed by the Legislature in 1899, 
Chapter 340, “An Act relative to renovated butter, so- 
called,” he states that in the months of April and May 
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of the past year, “I sent out and bought fifty-four sam- 
ples of butter as sold in the stores. On anatysis, twenty- 
four, or forty-four per cent proved to be renovated butter,” 
and this was confirmed by analytic tests by expert chemists. 
He decided to bring one case into court, and in the latter 
part of October the defendants were found guilty and ap- 
pealed to a higher court, and the case is now' pending. 

The object of this law is to give the people knowledge 
of what they are buying, and the “renovated butter” 
should be so marked. The fact that forty-four per cent 
of the butter bought by the Inspector proved to be ren- 
ovated butter, shows the extent of business being done 
in the article. 

The expenses of this department have been $2,336.00, 
with $50.00 returned to the General Treasury Fund un- 
expended. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

The report of Mr. H. H. Knapp, Agent, has been re- 
ceived and shows many very valuable suggestions which 
I will hereafter refer to such a Committee as you may 
deem best to appoint, and which I would suggest may be 
appointed at once for the purpose of investigating two 
matters which to me appear very important in relation to 
the health of our city. 

One is the erection of a plant to burn thoroughly all of 
our garbage. Our swill is now sold to farmers and is 
returned and sold to our citizens through an animal 
process by the name of “Milk.” 

Another is the immediate need of an appropriation for 
the purpose of erecting a contagious disease hospital. 

These are important matters and I have no doubt in 
your judgment will be acted upon at once. 
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Mr. Knapp reports that up to December 28th, 1901. 
there have been 788 cases of Diphtheria, resulting' in 96 
deaths; the largest number since 1877, another evidence 
of the necessity for the erection and maintenance of a 
Contagious Disease Hospital. Eight cases of Small-Pox 
have been reported. 

The expenses of this department, estimated to January 
1, 1902 were $47,064.50. The appropriation was $45,197.05, 
leaving a deficit of $1,867.55, and when we consider the 
large number of diphtheria cases, larger than in any 
year since 1877, and the additional expense, I think that 
this department is to be congratulated upon the admirable 
conduct of its business. 

The income from various sources paid to the City 
Treasurer and transferred to the General Treasury Fund 
during the year 1901, was $4,514.64 and of this amount 
$2,722.20 was received from the sale of swill that un- 
doubtedly, in my judgment, has had the effect of in- 
creasing the mortality among our children of this city. 

PUBLIC BURIAL GROUNDS. 

The report of Mr. William W. Clark, Superintendent, 
shows that the appropriation for 1901, was $8,432.33. 
The amount received for Cemeteries and paid to the City 
Treasurer was $4,316.35. Amount collected by City 
Treasurer for sale of lots, etc., was $3,973.74; total re- 
ceipts $16,722.47. 

The total expenditures for digging graves, care and 
grading, perpetual care of lots, pay rolls, loam, turf, etc., 
was $13,427.07, leaving a balance in favor of the working 
schedule of the Cemeteries of $3,295.40. 

The total amount of Perpetual Care Fund in hands of 
City Treasurer is $20,871.88. Included in this amount is 
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the sum collected and turned over to the Treasurer in 
1901, which amounts to $4,121.88. 

The interest on the above amount in the hands of the 
City Treasurer is turned over annually to the Trustees 
of Public Burial Grounds for the perpetual care of lots. 

WATER BOARD. 

The Lowell Water Board, through Mr. J. W. Crawford, 
its Secretary, reports that the Department has been kept 
up to its usual state of excellence. The most important 
work towards increasing the efficiency of the plant has 
been the continuation of the work upon the new well 
plant at the boulevard, which will soon be available for 
use, and the installing of 12,000 meters towards restrict- 
ing the unnecessary waste of water. On May 1st, the 
“Cook” plant was shut down and no water has since been 
obtained from these wells; this was in accordance with 
the advice of the State Board of Health to cease using 
water from that source in the interest of the public 
health.

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 

The Superintendent of schools, Mr. A. K. Whitcomb, 
reports under date of December 27th, that the great need 
in the immediate future is for new school houses and I 
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trust that the Appropriation Committee of this year will 
give due consideration to the request of the school depart- 
ment in this line, as by observation and investigation 
I am satisfied that the present school buildings are over- 
crowded and some relief is necessary at once. The 
school department now occupies fifty-three school build- 
ings. The attendance for day schools in 1901 was 12,692 
pupils and nearly four thousand more found an oppor- 
tunity to acquire or extend their education in the evening 
schools. It now has on its pay rolls, 523 persons, in- 
cluding 287 elected and 47 temporary or substitute 
teachers of day schools, 134 teachers of the high and 
elementary evening schools, 23 teachers of the evening 
art school, two janitors of day schools, 22 janitors of 
evening schools, one superintendent, four truant officers, 
one clerk at the high school and two office and supply 
room assistants. 

The salaries paid to these employes in 1901 amounted 
to $236,000, and the other expenses of the department for 
fuel, gas, water, text books, writing and drawing books, 
equipment, etc., amounted to $62,000, more, or $298,000, 
in all. 

The condition of the school houses is generally good. 
A very bad case of overcrowding at Eakeview Avenue 
School has been relieved during the past year for the 
time by the erection of a building of two rooms. 

The only permanent school building completed during 
the year is the large house on Paige Street known as the 
High School Annex. It affords quarters for the manual 
training and commercial departments of the High School, 
both of which now have good equipments. It gives to the 
High S chool Regiment one of the finest drill halls to be 
found in New England. 
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Mr. Whitcomb says, “In the management of the schools 
no radical change has been made in the past year, and 
none is intended in the next. If we may judge from the 
almost entire absence of complaint from parents they are 
giving general satisfaction. Certainly all can testify to 
the ability and faithfulness of the great majority of our 
teachers, and as good teachers make good schools every- 
where, we may well congratulate ourselves on the high 
privilege and great opportunity which they offer to all 
the children of the City.” 


FISH WARDEN. 

Fish Warden, Mr. Charles W. Swann, reports that the 
Fish way at Pawtucket Falls is in first class shape and 
notices have been posted in regard to the law. Two 
arrests have been made during the year for killing fish 
within the law limit and several complaints have been 
made and the law very strictly enforced. 


CITY FARM. 

Under date of December 27th, 1901, Robert V. 

Saunders, the late Superintendent reported that during 
the year 1,286 people have been cared for at the Institu- 
tions. The daily average for the year has been 429, an 
increase of the average of 19 over last year. $10,730 
worth of wood, coal and provisions have been delivered 
to the poor on orders from the Out Door Relief Depart- 
ment at City Hall. 

The fact that the appropriation has been overdrawn is 
due to the fact that with an increase in the daily average, 
and the cost of such staple articles as butter, beans, pork, 
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potatoes, lard and grain of all kinds greatly advanced, and 
the amount of repairing that had reached such a crisis as 
to command immediate attention, an additional appropria- 
tion of $40,000., or $6,000., less than the previous year 
was asked for. 

He reports a large number of necessary repairs that 
should be made during the coming year, and other sug- 
gestions that I shall be pleased to turn over to the ap- 
propriation committee when appointed. 

This department is strictly under the control of the 
Overseers of the Poor, elected by the people. 


CITY CIVIL ENGINEER. 

Mr. George Bowers communicates to the Mayor 
December 27th, that the work of the Engineering Depart- 
ment has been about the same as usual. Street and 
sewer work has been continued quite late, some sewers 
being in process of construction. New houses are now 
being numbered and will be ready for the directory men 
soon after the first of January. Two of the clerical force 
have been engaged in the Registry of Deeds copying the 
transfers of property for the use of the Assessors for 
the ensuing year. This is a little later than usual, but 
he states that they will have their work all.on the plans 
for the Assessors on the first of May. The new card 
index for the Assessors, giving the name of every owner 
of property on record on the first day of May, will be 
finished in about one year, and when complete, Lowell 
will have a set of Assessors’ plans and index of property 
owners equal to or better than those of any city in the 
country. 
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The rule of the City Council obliging abutters to grade 
streets before being accepted by the city is increasing 
the amount of work required of this department, but the 
records of grades of these streets have been of great 
benefit to owners about to erect buildings, and the cost 
of their construction, formerly a considerable item of ex- 
pense to the city, is now borne by the abutters. 


INSPECTOR OF WIRES. 

This department under the management of Mr. James 
F. McElholm has been well conducted and the recent 
order which has for its object eventually, the taking from 
our streets the unsightly poles and dangerous wires and 
placing them underground in suitable conduits, in my 
judgment, is one of the most important and desirable 
accomplishments of the board of 1901. 

Everything pertaining to the care or safety by use of 
electric wires is in charge of the Inspector of Wires and 
the position has required constant, careful supervision, 
and as far as I can judge, has received the same. 

Underground conduits have been laid in twenty-seven 
streets. One hundred and seventy-one premises have 
been inspected for electric wiring and found satisfactory. 
This inspection still continues. 

Heretofore the placing of wires underground has been 
done voluntarily by the Police and Fire Departments, and 
the city has received from the Lowell Electric Light 
Corporation the most courteous treatment and action 
whenever a request has been made in the same line, and 
they have entered into an agreement with the city where- 
by on or before December 31, 1903, all of their poles and 
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wires will be removed from the public streets and wires 
placed in conduits underground at their own expense. 

I had the honor to appear before the Committee on 
Mercantile Affairs at the State House in favor of a bill 
presented by the City of Cambridge which required all 
wires to be put underground within a certain radius of 
the center of the city. This bill was given leave to 
withdraw by said Committee, and I would very urgently 
suggest that a Committee be appointed as soon as pos- 
sible to consider this important matter and attempt to 
bring about some action by our State Legislature the 
coming year. 


INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS AND PROVISIONS. 

Dr. Walter A. Sherman, Inspector of Animals and 
Provisions, has attended to his duties in a thorough man- 
ner, and reports that he has personally examined nine 
hundred and fifty three animals for contagious diseases 
and taken proper action. He has examined two hundred 
and thirteen horses at auctions and sales stables for any 
indication of disease. Has had public watering troughs 
thoroughly cleansed several times as an extra precaution 
against animal diseases, and is thoroughly convinced that 
contagious diseases are stamped out and the city is free 
from the dread scourge. At one time animal diseases 
had quite a start, owing to outside horse dealers bring- 
ing horses into the city to be sold. He has inspected 
different slaughter houses when material was to be sold 
to the city and he does not think there can ever be sat- 
isfactory examinations made of meat products until there 
are fewer slaughter houses and those under state control. 
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He has personally inspected the condition of 279 cows, 
218 hogs, one bull and thirty-three calves. Some he has 
placed in quarantine; others were condemned and de- 
stroyed. 

He has inspected and examined as regards size, air, 
light, cleanliness, water, and all hygienic conditions of 
thirty-one stables in the city and forwarded the data to 
the State Cattle Commission at Boston. 

SUPERINTENDENT OF CITY SCALES ’ AND 
MEASURER OF WOOD AND BARK. 

Mr. George F. Noonan, Superindendent of City Scales 
and Measurer of Wood and Bark, reports an expenditure 
of $812.23 and receipts of $160.93. He has measured 1740 
loads of wood, 49 loads of manure, 320 loads of hay, and 
220 other miscellaneous loads and given certificates to 
the citizens of the correctness of the weight of what 
they have bought. 

ASSESSOR’S DEPARTMENT. 

The report from this source forwarded by Mr. Stephen 
J. Kirby, Clerk of the Board is of a very interesting 
nature and quite voluminous and so well prepared that I 
shall refer it directly to the Committee on Appropriations. 

For the information of the citizens, we find that the 
total number of polls taxed at Two Dollars (2.00) each, 
from this report, dated December 31st, 1901, is 25,059.

STATE AID DEPARTMENT. 

This is a department established by Statute Law and 
governed by legislative action for the purpose of giving 
relief of Military Aid, Soldiers’ Relief and State Aid to 
deserving ex-soldiers, and this report will also be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Appropriations. The aid dis- 
bursed for soldiers relief is on the increase and probably 
will be for years to come, as many of the soldiers of the 
Civil War and their widows are becoming unable from 
age and infirmity to work and earn their living or any 
part as heretofore. Mr. H. M. Potter is in charge of 
the department. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 

In my judgment, one of the most important offices, 
established by ordinances, has been that of the Clerk of 
Committees. For the first time in the history of the 
city, there is a complete typewritten record of every 
Committee’s actions, and the advantage of this action is 
appreciated by every member of the City Council. Not 
only is the office of value because of the records which 
it has, but it has proven a great assistance to Commit- 
tees, as well as to individual members of the City 
Council in the drawing up of reports, orders, resolutions 
and various other papers for presentation to the City 
Government. 

Mr. Frank M. Dowling, the very efficient Clerk of 
Committees, reports that from his appropriations the sum 
of fifty dollars, ($50) will be returned as unexpended bal- 
ance to the City Treasurer.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The report of Lieutenant Joseph S. Gillow, Superin- 
tendent is very concise and shows apparently a judicious 
expenditure of the public money under his administration. 
The work of this office includes a great many details of 
repairs and new conditions, and is one of the most im- 
portant departments in the city. 

The question has often been asked, “Does Huntington 
Hall pay for its maintenance?” The expense for the past 
year upon that hall has been $4,025. and the income has 
been $3,723., and the hall has been occupied fifty-five 
nights by various organizations to whom free use has 
been granted by the City Council. 

The High School Annex has been completed during the 
year for school purposes. 

The work of repairing the City Stables has also been 
completed, and with an appropriation of $10,000.00 for 
this purpose, a balance remains unexpended. A new 
annex school house on Lakeview Avenue has been erected 
at a cost of $1,500., and the Rifle Range at Dracut put in 
a safe condition. 

It appears that this department has kept reasonably 
within the appropriation as a whole. 

I can not refrain at this time from expressing the 
opinion that the interior management of all school houses 
as far as heating and the general care of the same is 
concerned, should be in charge of the School Committee 
of the City of Lowell. 


STREETS AND SEWERS. 

My connection with' the head of this department during 
the past year, Mr. P. F. Brady, has been a very pleasant 
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one, and I have always found him ready and willing- to 
carry out any suggestions that I might make that I con- 
sidered for the interest of the city, and I cannot refrain 
from expressing my gratitude to him for his very effi- 
cient service as Superintendent of Streets during the 
past year. 


During the past eleven months 52,453 feet of grading has 


been done at a cost of $11,659 07 

35,811 feet of cinder walks built at a cost of 1,944 28 

10,682 feet of gutters paved at a cost of 933 73 

540 feet cf granite crossings relaid at a cost of 645 17 

7,428 feet of edgestones reset at a cost of 436 15 

5,500 square yards of granite paving relaid, cost 1,510 23 

11,019.5 ft. new edgestones laid at a cost of 7,743 68 


Over 35,000 square yards of macadamizing has been 
done. 

The delay in the completion of Rogers and Nesmith 
Streets has been the difficulty in getting trap rock; an- 
other delay has been caused by the Street Railway in 
changing the location of their tracks. 


BRIDGES. 

Pawtucket Bridge has been repaired, replanked, and 
painted at a cost of $5,471.45; the Lawrence Street Bridge 
has been practically rebuilt at a cost of ‘ $2,611.37, and 
thorough repairs have been made on Central Bridge, 
Cabot Street, Dutton Street and Cambridge Street Bridges, 
and minor repairs on the various ' bridges in charge of 
the department. 
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SEWERS. 

In the matter of sewers, the Woodward Avenue, West- 
ern Avenue, Ludlam Street, Agawam Street, Cornell 
Street, Albert Street, Crescent Street, Plain and Parker 
Streets, Highland Avenue, Cedar Street, Doane, Rogers 
Street, Weed Street Sewers have been completed this year 
and the Meadowcroft and Central and Chapel Streets are 
not completed. 

While upon this subject I would again call the attention 
of your honorable boards to the imperative need of some 
relief to the residents of the Oaklands, so that there can 
be means provided for taking care of their sewerage. 
There are eighty houses, nearly four hundred people and 
one school house without any means of disposing of their 
sewerage, except by dead-wells or on the surface of 
running brooks. 

During the last year much sickness and suffering has 
been caused by this neglect on the part of the city for 
proper sanitary precautions. A petition dated February 
19, 1901, and signed by a large number of prominent 
citizens and tax-payers, including Hon. Charles S. Lilley 
Dudley L. Page, Albert F. French, George R. Dana, 
Charles S. Shepard, and many others was received by 
the City Council and referred to the Commttee on Sewers, 
but thus far the prayers of the petitioners have not been 
answered. 

I do not think that there is another section of our city 
as thickly populated as this, that is entitled to more im- 
mediate and earnest consideration by your board than the 
residents of the Oaklands, 
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WATERING STREETS. 

In watering streets this year has been remarkably free 
from the complaints which have characterized previous 
years; the electric car sprinkler was introduced, a trial 
of which was made for eight weeks and was highly suc- 
cessful in every respect, and I would recommend its con- 
tinuance. 

Mr. Brady estimates, that after having exercised the 
greatest care in the regulation of expenditures, that his 
departments will keep within their appropriations and he 
places the returns to the General Treasury Fund at 
about twenty thousand dollars, (§20,000.00.) 

I would again advise the City Council to appropriate a 
certain sum of money each year as we can afford for the 
purpose of laying a smooth paving in our streets of the 
kind and description that is in use and has been so thor- 
oughly recommended to me by some thirteen cities in the 
United States. 


LAW DEPARTMENT. 

This department reports that between September 1st, 
1900, and March 1st, 1901, IS cases against the city that 
were pending in Court have been disposed of in favor of 
the city and eight new ones have been commenced. The 
number of cases now pending against the city old and 
new are thirty. 

One of the most important considerations for this de- 
partment to meet was in regard to the case of the Tre- 
mont & Suffolk Mills vs. City of Lowell, for an abatement 
of the tax as assessed against 'said corporation for the 
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year 1897. It was argued very ably by Mr. Qua in the 
Supreme Judicial Court. By the decision of this Court 
the case was referred back to the Commissioners for a 
second report which has been received and the contentions 
of the city have been sustained in every particular. There 
are some cases now pending before the United States 
Supreme Court which involve a total amount in the con- 
troversy of $40,000. 

When it is considered that written opinions to a great 
number are given to the several heads of departments 
during the year, and that the Law Office of the city is 
frequented for oral advice and consultation by the city 
officers respecting their duties, the arduous duties of a 
City Solicitor should be appreciated. 


CITY MESSENGER’S DEPARTMENT. 

It is not generally understood that the duties of the 
City Messenger are quite numerous and complicated. He 
has sole care and charge of City Hall and Memorial 
Building, and is responsible for their proper heatiug and 
condition. 

I think that he has endeavored to keep the expenses 
down to the lowest possible figure consistent with the 
proper management of the department. As an illustra- 
tion, the “carriage hire” for public use by this office 
this year will not amount to twelve dollars, ($12). 

Mr. Pattee, the present competent City Messenger, has 
kept within his appropriations, and I cannot find any oc- 
casion for criticisms, except of a favorable nature. 

As a result of his careful attention in expending a cer- 
tain amount for the purpose of covering the steam pipes 
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in Memorial Hall for retaining* heat, the fact appears 
that while last year it cost $3,200 to heat City Hall and 
Memorial Building*, this year it will not cost more than 
$2,585, a saving of $615 over last year. 

I will also refer this report to the Committee on Ap- 
propriations for their consideration. 


PAUPER DEPARTMENT. OUT DOOR RELIEF. 

This is one of the most important departments in our 
City Government and requires the utmost vigilance and 
careful supervision as to the best and most judicious way 
of expending the city’s money for charitable purposes. 

Mr. Martin J. Courtney, the efficient secretary presents 
a very interesting and complete report which will be pre- 
sented for your attention later. 

The results of the w r ork of this department for the 
year show that there has been a very great amount of 
labor and care, and I am of the opinion that the head of 
this department has exercised honest, good judgment and 
discretion in carrying out his duties. 


CITY LIBRARY. 

The City Library, through its Chief Librarian Mr. 
Frederick A. Chase, has been a source of instruction and 
entertainment to the people and as an adjunct to the 
growing educational institutions is doing an important 
work. 

The question of a special room for young people has 
been considered by the Trustees and plans for its estab- 
lishment have already been prepared that would make an 
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attractive resort for young people. Upwards of 5,000 
books will be placed where even the youngest can come 
in direct contact with them. 

The young people of our city under fifteen years of 
age constitute nearly one third of our whole population. 
Owing to the twelve year age limit about two thirds of 
this number have no share in the privileges of the Library. 

It is universally recognized in educational work that in- 
struction should begin as early as possible. The Trustees 
have no doubt that a great development in the usefulness 
of the library would result from the use of this proposed 
room. 

During the past year, taking into consideration the fact 
that a very large proportion of parties patronizing the 
Library are women, I thought it wise, when a vacancy 
occurred to appoint a lady as a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Public Library, and have been very fort- 
unate in securing the services of such an estimable lady 
and one of such high literary attainments as Mrs. Charles 
D. Palmer for the term of five years. Another vacancy 
created by resignation was filled by the appointment of 
Mr. Dennis A. Sullivan, a gentleman specially fitted for 
the position by reason of his literary experience and good 
sound judgment. 


PARKS AND COMMONS. 

The report of Avery Marshall, Esq., Superintendent, pre- 
sents valuable suggestions in regard to the proper care 
and beautifying of our parks, and will be referred to the 
proper committee of this year. 
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CONCLUSION. 

There are other considerations to which I mig-ht call 
your attention and other improvements, that I deem ad- 
visable to bring* our city up to its proper standard as a 
first class city in the march of recent improvements, but 
as they must become apparent to your honorable boards 
during the year, I am content to leave the interests of 
the city in your hands, believing that the confidence that 
the people of Lowell have placed in us by their election 
to these high offices of trust and honor, will never be 
misplaced. 

I shall ask your co-operation and advice throughout 
the year, so that we may be able to present at its end an 
administration worthy of emulation for years to come. 

In conclusion, I would respectfully call your attention 
to the fact that the Inaugural Address of the Mayor is 
somewhat in the nature of a retrospective review of work 
accomplished during the last year and for public informa- 
tion, interspersed with suggestions. Again, upon your 
members of the legislative branch, rests the responsibility 
to a greater degree of our city’s welfare of 1902. 

Let us unite in the legislative and executive branches 
in harmonious action for the best interests of the people. 
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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL 


1. In the month of January, and not later than the second 
regular meeting after organization of each branch of the City 
Council, joint standing committees shall be appointed as follows: 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Fire Department. 

A Committee on Lands and Buildings. 

A Committee on Military Affairs. 

A Committee on Ordinances and Legislation. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A Committee on Streets. 

A Committee on Commons. 

A Committee on Industries. 

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three 
members of the Common Council, except the Committee on 
Streets, which shall consist of two Aldermen and five members of 
the Common Council. 

2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may determine, 
select its own members for any joint committee. 

3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Finance, 
the member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be chair- 
man; on the Committee on Finance, the member first named in 
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the Common Council shall be chairman; and in all joint special 
committees, the member first named in the board where the busi- 
ness originates shall be chairman, and shall call the committee 
together. 

4 - Reports of committees shall be made to the board first 
meeting after such reports are prepared and signed. 

5. No committee shall act by separate consultation, and no 
report shall be received unless agreed to in committee actually 
assembled. 

6. It shall be the duty of every joint committee (the Com- 
mittee on Streets excepted) to whom any subject may be specially 
referred, to report thereon within five weeks, or ask for further 
time. 

7. The by-laws of the city shall be termed ordinances; the 
enacting clause of which shall be — Be it ordained by the City 
Council of the City of Lowell, as follows: In all votes by which 
either or both branches of the City Council express anything by 
command, the form of expression shall be, Ordered, and when- 
ever either or both branches express opinions, principles, facts or 
purposes, the form shall be, Resolved. 

8. An ordinance may originate in either board, and shall 
be considered in three several stages. It shall first be read for 
information, and the question shall than be on ordering it to the 
Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances and Legislation, and 
then sent to the other branch for concurrence. When reported 
back, the recommendations of the committee shall first be acted 
on. If it shall then be ordered to a second reading, it shall next 
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be examined by a standing committee of that board, who shall 
see that it is drawn in proper form. When returned by such com- 
mittee, the question shall be on ordering it to be enrolled. If so 
ordered, it shall then be sent to the other board, where the same 
order of proceedings shall be observed. When it has been 
ordered by both branches to be enrolled, it shall be enrolled by 
the Clerk of the Common Council, and shall be by him submitted 
to the proper committee of that board to ascertain if it has been 
correctly enrolled. If so reported, the question shall be on 
passing it to be ordained. If it shall so pass, it shall be signed 
by the President of the Common Council, and be sent to the 
Board of Aldermen, where it shall take a like course. If passed 
to be ordained in that board, it shall be signed by the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen and sent to the Mayor for his approval. 


9. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may 
not pass through all its stages in the same day. Each board 
shall transmit to the other all papers on which any ordinance, 
joint resolution, or order shall be founded; and all papers on 
their passage between the two boards, shall be under the signa- 
ture of their respective clerks, except ordinances and joint 
resolutions in their last stage, which shall be signed by the pre- 
siding officers. If papers come before either board which have 
been duly acted upon in the other board, the presiding officer 
shall so state without reading the endorsements of the clerk, 
unless the latter are called for. 

10. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair and 
legible hand, or typewritten, provided a permanent record ribbon 
is used, without interlineations or erasures, and no enrolled 
ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 
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11. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in 
which it is introduced, and the question shall be upon ordering it 
to a second reading. If so ordered, the question shall then be 
upon its passage. If passed, it shall be sent to the other board, 
where the order of proceeding shall be the same. When passed 
by both boards, the resolution shall be presented to the Mayor 
for his approval, and when the same shall be in force, shall be 
enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and when found 
correctly enrolled as provided in the case of an ordinance, it shall 
be signed by the President of the Common Council and the 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and be presented to the 
Mayor for his signature if he approved the original. 

12. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and when 
adopted, shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, except when 
they relate to a question of a convention of the two branches, or 
the election of any officer. 

13. When either board does not concur with the other in 
any ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of such 
non-concurrence shall be given by a written message. 

14. In any case of non-concurrence, each board may 
appoint a Committee of Conference. Such committee shall con- 
sist, in each case, of three members who support the vote of their 
own board. These two committees may meet jointly or sepa- 
rately, and a majority of each shall decide its action. 

15. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
Council shall be written in a fair hand, or typewritten, provided a 
permanent record ribbon is used, without endorsement, except in 
case of the introduction of an order or resolution. In such a case, 
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the member introducing an order or resolution shall subscribe his 
name at the bottom of the back of the same. All other endorse- 
ments upon the back of papers shall be made by the clerk; and 
the clerks of the boards respectively, shall, on seasonable notice, 
make copies of any papers to be reported by committees, at the 
request of the respective chairmen thereof. 

1 6. No business shall be transacted by the City Council in 
convention, except such as shall have been previously agreed on, 
unless by unanimous consent. 

17. In balloting in joint convention, blanks shall be 
reported but not counted as votes. 

18. When both boards are in session at the same time, 
neither shall adjourn without giving notice to the other of its 
intention. 

19. All petitions, reports, or other papers of whatever 
description, relating to business requiring the concurrent action 
of both boards of the City Council, shall be submitted by com- 
mittees to the clerk of each board at least twenty-four hours 
before the time of meeting of either board, and the clerk of each 
board shall prepare a brief synopsis of all matters to be acted 
upon, and place the same on the desk of each member of the City 
Council prior to the hour of opening the meeting. No reports or 
orders not previously furnished as herein described, shall be con- 
sidered in either branch unless two-tliirds of the members present 
consent thereto. 

20. These rides may be suspended for a specific purpose, or 
amended, whenever twenty-four members of a joint convention 
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of the two branches shall so direct, or whenever a joint order to 
that effect shall be passed by the votes of six members of the 
Board of Aldermen and eighteen members of the Common 
Council. 

21. No resolution for the extension and laying out of any 
street or public highway shall be passed to a second reading by 
either branch of the City Council until the city civil engineer shall 
certify to the council that said street or highway is fully com- 
pleted, and graded to the grades named in the resolution, without 
expense to the city. 

22. A yea and nay vote of the members of the City Council 
shall be required to pass any order or vote involving the expendi- 
ture or the appropriation of the public moneys, or involving any 
debt or liability, and such vote shall be entered upon the records 
of each branch of the City Council. 

23. Less than a quorum of each branch of the City Council 
may adjourn to a fixed day earlier than the regular meeting, and 
shall have power to compel the attendance of all absent members 
in such manner as the City Council may by ordinance provide. 

24. In the absence of rules governing both boards of the 
City Council, Cushing’s Manual shall decide the point. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


1 . At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take the 
chair, and on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to business. 

2 . The order of business shall be as follows : 

First. — At all regular meetings the journal of the last regular 
meeting and all intervening meetings of the board shall be 
approved without reading, unless the reading be called for by 
some member of the board. 

Second. — Petitions and similar papers. 

Third. — Appointments, elections, etc. 

Fourth. — New business, which, unless otherwise ordered, 
will take its place at the foot of Orders of the Day. 

Fifth. — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished business 
of the last previous meeting, papers from the Common Council 
and such matters as have been introduced as new business. By 
a vote of six members, any matters in the Orders of the Day may 
at any time be taken up for immediate consideration. 

3. The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, 
subject to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise to 
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put a question. He shall allow debate on a question until the 
vote has been declared, but not on the verification of a vote; and 
on a demand of two members shall take every vote by veas and 
nays. 


4. When a question is under debate, the presiding officer 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a special 
assignment, to lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to 
commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely. These several 
motions shall have precedence in the foregoing order, and debate 
upon any of them shall be confined to the actual motion, and 
shall not go into the merits of the main question, except on 
amendment. 


5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to 
lay on the table, any member voting with the majority may move 
a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the same meeting. Any 

member voting with the minority may move a reconsideration, 

\ 

to be acted upon at the next meeting, which latter motion shall 
have priority, if made before the motion first mentioned shall 
have been decided. Provided, however, that no motion of recon- 
sideration made by a member voting with the minority shall be 
received on any subsidiary or incidental question. No motion 
shall be twice reconsidered. 


6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, but by 
a call to order, or for the correction of a mistake; nor shall there 
be any conversation among the members while a paper is being 
read, or a question stated from the chair. 
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7. When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall 
rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding officer, 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personality. 


8. In the month of January the following committees shall 
be appointed : 

A Committee on Bills in Second Reading. 

A Committee on Electric Wires. 

A Committee on Enrollment. 

A Committee on Licenses. 

A Committee on Lighting Streets. 

A Committee on Sewers. 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 

A Committee on State Aid. 

The committees on Licenses, on Sewers, and on Electric 
Wires shall consist of three members each ; the other committees 
shall be composed of two each. 


9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote on 
all questions, and not to leave without permission, if his presence 
is necessary to make a quorum. 


10. The clerk shall prepare, for the use of the board, a copy 
of the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a list of mat- 
ters laid on the table or postponed to a day certain. 

11. When a reference is proposed to more than one com- 
mittee the question shall first be upon a standing committee of 
the board, then a special committee, then a joint standing com- 
mittee, and last a joint special committee. 
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12. These rules may be amended or suspended whenever 
two-thirds of the members present may so vote; but a motion 
to amend shall not be made and finally acted upon at the same 
meeting. 

13. All nominations shall lie on the table three days at 
least before action thereon by the board. 

14. All papers, of whatever description, which may require 
action by this board, shall be presented to the City Clerk not 
later than the hour of noon on the day of each regular meeting. 
Petitions, reports and other papers, presented after that hour on 
such day, will not be considered until the next meeting. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL 


1. Upon the arrival of the hour fixed upon for the meeting, 
the President shall call for order, and within ten minutes (or 
sooner, if a quorum be present,) cause the clerk to call the roll 
and report to him the number present, and the number absent, 
which information he shall, in turn, announce to the body. In 
the absence of the President, the eldest senior member shall call 
to order and preside until a President pro tempore be chosen. 

2. The President shall preserve order and decorum. He 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
rising for that purpose. He shall decide questions of order, 
subject to appeal, but shall entertain no discussion on the merits 
of his ruling. 

3. While addressing the body the President shall stand, 
but he may read or put questions while sitting. 

4. The President shall declare all votes, and, if a vote be 
doubted, he shall, without permitting further debate, require the 
members voting in the affirmative to rise and remain standing 
until they are counted by the clerk; then he shall require the 
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members voting in the negative to rise and remain standing until 
they are counted by the clerk, and he shall thereupon, on infor- 
mation from said clerk, declare the result. 

5. The President may call any member to the chair, but 
such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment, and 
when out of the chair he may express his opinion on any subject 
under debate, but he must not resume the chair while the same 
question is pending. 

6. All questions shall be propounded by the President in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion be previous in its nature. 

7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be dis- 
posed of by a vote of the body, unless the mover (no objection 
being offered) withdraw it before a decision or amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, unless 
the body is engaged in voting. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form : “Shall the 
main question be now put?” It shall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of members present, and until it is 
decided, shall preclude all amendment and debate of the main 
question. 


10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question upon 
demand of one-third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members rise at the same time, 
the President shall name the member who shall speak first. 
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12. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Presi- 
dent or any member requires it. 

13. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous 
question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend, or 
to postpone indefinitely; which several motions shall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they are arranged; and no motion 
to postpone or commit shall be allowed twice in the same day, in 
the same stage of the ordinance or proposition, nor shall a vote 
on any subsidiary or incidental motion be reconsidered, except 
a motion to that effect be made and be acted upon at .the same 
meeting at which the vote was decided. 

14. When any member is about to speak in debate, or 
deliver any matter to the body, he shall rise and respectfully 
address the presiding officer, confine himself to the question, and 
avoid personality. 

15. During debate no member shall be mentioned by 
name, but he may be described by such other designation as may 
be intelligible and respectful. 

16. No member, while speaking, shall be interrupted by 
another, but by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If any 
member, in speaking or otherwise, transgresses the rules of the 
body, the President shall, or any member may, call him to order; 
in which case the member so called to order shall immediately be 
seated until the question of order is decided. If the decision be 
in favor of the member called to order, he shall be at liberty to 
proceed ; if otherwise, he shall not proceed without the leave of 
the bodv. 
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17. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question without obtaining leave of the body. 


18. Whilst the President is speaking, no member shall pass 
between him and the body, and while a member is speaking no 
person shall pass between him and the President; nor shall any 
person rise in front of a speaking member except to raise a point 
of order. 


19. When a question has been decided, any member voting 
with the majority may move a reconsideration, to be acted upon 
at the same meeting. Any member voting with the minority 
may move a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the next meet- 
ing; which latter motion shall have priority, if made before the 
motion first mentioned shall have been decided. No vote or 
question shall be twice reconsidered. 

20. Every member present when a question is put shall, 
unless, for special reasons, excused by a majority of the mem- 
bers, give his vote. But in the election of any city officer, he 
may decline to vote, as provided in Section 7, Chapter 26 of the 
Revised Laws. And no member shall leave without permission, 
if his presence is necessary to make a quorum. 

21. No motion or proposition, on a subject different from 
that under consideration, shall be admitted under color of an 
amendment. 

22. All reports may be committed or recommitted at the 
pleasure of the body. 
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23. The division of a question may be called for when the 
sense will admit of it. 

24. A majority vote shall be necessary to sustain objection 
to the reading of a paper. 

25. No standing order shall be suspended, except by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present; nor shall any rule or order 
governing the body be repealed or amended without one day’s 
notice, nor unless fourteen members concur therein. 

26. The order of business shall be as follows: 

1 — Roll call. 

2 — Reading of records. 

3 — Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

4 — Communications and reports from city officials. 

5 — Presentation of petitions, remonstrances and memorials. 

6 — Reports of committees. 

7 — Unfinished business of preceeding meetings. 

8 — Motions, orders or resolutions. 

The above order of business shall not be departed from, 
except by a vote of a majority of the members present, but the 
body may appoint a committee of two to approve the records of 
the clerk during the year, and if such a committee is appointed, 
the reading of the records shall be omitted, unless called for by 
one-third of the members present. 

27. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered 
and determined by lot, and no member shall change his scat but 
by permission of the President. 
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28. All committees, except such as the body determines to 
select by ballot, or such as may be required by statute to be 
voted for, shall be appointed by the President, and the political 
minority shall be represented by at least one member. 

29. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than 
two committees at the same time, or be chairman of more 
than one. 

30. All memorials and other papers addressed to the body 
shall be presented by the President, or by a member in his place, 
who shall explain the subject thereof; and they shall be taken 
up in the order in which they were presented, unless the body 
shall otherwise direct. 

31. Standing committees shall be appointed on the follow- 
ing subjects: 

On Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances. 

On Enrollment. 

On Elections and Returns. 

32. No committee shall sit during a session of the body, 
without special leave, except the Committee on the Second Read- 
ing of Bills and Ordinances and the Committee on Enrollment. 

33. These rules shall be observed in the Committee of the 
Whole, so far as they are applicable, except Rule 17. 

34. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the per- 
son first named shall be chairman. In the election of committees, 
except on finance, when a chairman is not specially chosen, the 
person having the highest number of votes shall act as chair- 
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man; and in case of an equality in votes between two or more 
members of a committee, the members thereof shall choose a 
chairman. 


35. All committees shall consist of three members, unless 
otherwise specially provided for ; and no report shall be received 
from any committee unless agreed to in committee actually 
assembled; and reports shall be in writing, unless otherwise 
ordered. 

36. It shall be the duty of every committee to whom any 
subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within five 
weeks, unless further time be previously asked for and granted. 

37. Members of the body may attend any meetings of any 
of its committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

38. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two several 
readings before they shall be finally passed. See Joint Rules 
7 and 8. 


39. All ordinances after being read a second time shall be 
referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills and 
Ordinances, and after being reported upon by said committee, 
shall be again read, after which the question shall be on passing 
the same to be enrolled. 

40. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or 
authorizing the expenditure of money, shall have more than one 
reading the same day. 

41. Any member offering a resolution or order shall write 
his name on the bottom of the back of such paper. 
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42. All city officers shall be voted for in accordance with 
Section 7, Chapter 26, of the Revised Laws. 

43. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and 
proceedings of the body, entering thereon all accepted resolu- 
tions; shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers sub- 
mitted to the board, only by their titles or by a brief description 
of their purport. 

44. The clerk shall keep the record of committees that may 
require that service; and on the appointment of every standing 
committee, a book for records shall be provided by its chairman, 
or by said clerk. The clerk shall have the custody of all minutes 
by him kept; and the records of the several committees shall be 
open to the inspection of members of the City Council. 

45. With the exception of an order for a joint convention, 
any joint order or resolution originating in the Common Council 
shall be copied, and shall, previous to the hour for calling the 
meeting to order, be posted by the clerk, in some prominent 
place in the Common Council chamber or coat room, where it 
may be open to the inspection of members. 

46. All orders, resolutions, reports, petitions or other 
papers (except communications) requiring concurrent action, or 
action by this body only, shall be filed by members in the office 
of the City Clerk at least twenty-four hours before the time set 
for the meeting of the body; also all reports or papers from 
committees. 

47. No paper entered in violation of the preceding rule 
shall be considered except by unanimous consent. 
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48. The clerk shall, previous to each regular or special 
meeting, prepare, in the sequence of the order of business, a 
brief synopsis of all matters to be acted upon, and place, or cause 
to be placed, on the desk of each member, a copy of the same, 
prior to the hour designated for calling such meeting to order. 

49. “ Cushing’s Manual ” shall be authority on all questions 
of debate or parliamentary usage, when the same does not con- 
flict with the rules and orders of this body. 

50. A copy of “ Cushing’s Manual ’’shall, at all times, during 
the sessions of this body, be on the desk of the President. 

SPECIAL RULE. 

All joint orders requiring concurrent action, calling for the 
contraction of loans, except loans in anticipation of taxes, shall 
first be read for information and shall then lie upon the table 
until the next meeting, when action upon the passage of the same 
may be taken. This rule shall not be suspended or repealed 
unless by two-thirds vote of the members present.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS, ACTS (IF 1896. 


Chap. 415. 

An Act to amend the charter of the City of Lowell. 

Be it enacted, eb\, as follows: 

Section 1. All executive powers which are now by law 
vested in the City Council of the City of Lowell, or either branch 
thereof, shall hereafter be vested in and exercised by the Mayor 
of said city, except as hereinafter otherwise provided. 

Sect. 2. The Mayor may suspend or remove any executive 
or administrative officer, except as hereinafter provided, for such 
cause as he shall deem sufficent, and shall set forth in the order 
of suspension or removal his reasons therefor, provided that no 
removal shall be made upon partisan grounds. The order of 
suspension or removal shall not take effect until it is approved by 
the City Council voting by yeas and nays. The City Council 
may, by a two-thirds vote in each branch, voting by yeas and 
nays, remove any of said officers without the consent of the 
Mayor; provided, however, that nothing contained in this section 
shall apply to any of the following departments, namely: the 
School Committee, the Police Commission, the Water Board, the 
Overseers of the Poor, or the Trustees of the Public Library. 

Sect. 3. There shall be a department of supplies, and all 
materials and supplies for the city shall be purchased by the chief 
or head of such department, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 
So far as is practicable, purchases shall be after public advertise- 
ment and under contract approved by the Mayor. All bills for 
materials and supplies shall show the date of purchase, date of 
delivery, the unit of price, the quality and quantity of articles 
purchased and received, the number and date of the order for 
purchase, and, if the purchase is under contract, the number and 
date of the contract, and shall be entered in full in an invoice 
book, which shall always be open to public inspection. The chief 
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of this department shall be elected by the qualified voters of the 
city voting at the annual municipal election, and shall hold his 
office for the next municipal year thereafter, subject to the pro- 
visions of section two of this act. 

Sect. 4. The Mayor shall cause to be kept a record of all 
his official acts, and to aid him in his official duties may appoint 
one or more clerks. 

Sect. 5. The heads of the several departments and offices 
shall have the power to appoint and employ and to discharge all 
subordinate officers and employees in their respective depart- 
ments; and they shall keep a record, subject to inspection, of all 
so appointed and employed and of all discharged, and in all cases 
of discharge the grounds therefor; provided, however, that no 
removals shall be made upon partisan grounds. 

Sect. 6. The heads of the several departments and offices 
shall have the general charge and management of all matters per- 
taining to their respective departments, and shall make and exe- 
cute all contracts necessary therefor, except for the purchase of 
materials and supplies ; but every contract made as aforesaid in 
which the amount involved exceeds three hundred dollars shall 
be approved by the Mayor before going into effect; provided, 
that nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent the City 
Council, by ordinance, from transferring any of the duties 
imposed upon an appointed head of a department by this act or 
by ordinance, excepting the purchase of materials and supplies, to 
another head of a department or board or commission. 

Sect. 7. Neither the City Council or either branch thereof, 
nor any committee or member thereof, shall directly or indirectly 
take part in the employment of labor, the purchase of material, 
the construction, alteration or repair of any public works or other 
property, or in the care, custody or management of the same, or 
in general in the expenditure of public money, or in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city, except as 
may be necessary for defraying the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the City Council, or of either branch thereof; nor 
shall they or either of them take part in the making of contracts. 

Sect. 8. No sum appropriated for a specific purpose shall 
be expended for any other purpose; and no expenditure shall 
be made and no liabilitv shall be incurred bv or on behalf of the 
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city until the City Council has duly voted an appropriation suffi- 
cient to meet such expenditure or liability, together with all prior 
unpaid liabilities which are payable therefrom, except that after 
the expiration of the financial year and before the making of the 
regular annual appropriations, liabilities payable out of the reg- 
ular appropriation may be incurred to an amount not exceeding 
one-sixth of the total of the appropriation made for similar pur- 
poses in the preceding year; provided, however, that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to restrict or limit the School 
Committee in any expenditure which it is now or may be here- 
after authorized to make under any general law of the Common- 
wealth, or to restrict or limit payments on account of the perma- 
nent or temporary debt, or such as are required by law to be 
made to the Commonwealth. 


Sect. 9. All revenues and all moneys accruing to the City 
of Lowell from any source whatever, except trust funds and the 
revenues of the Water Department, shall, when collected or paid 
into the treasury, be carried to one general account, to be known 
as the General Treasury Fund; and all appropriations by or on 
behalf of said city, except from trust funds and on account of the 
Water Department, shall be from such fund and as provided in 
section ten of this act. 


Sect. 10. All bills or other claims, before they are finally 
certified by the Auditor or paid, shall pass the inspection of a 
committee of the City Council on accounts. Said committee 
shall consist of one member of the Board of Aldermen and two 
members of the Common Council, to be elected annually by 
ballot by the body they respectively represent. Said committee 
may report any such bill or claim to the City Council, with their 
reasons therefor, and no bill or claim so reported shall be passed 
by the Auditor or be paid without the consent of the Council. 
Said committee may require the opinion of the City Solicitor as 
to the legality of a bill or other claim. 


Sect. 11. A yea and nay vote of the members of the City 
Council shall be required to pass any order or vote involving 
the expenditure or appropriation of the public moneys, or involv- 
ing any debt or liability, and said vote shall be entered upon the 
records of each branch of the Citv Council. 
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Sect. 12. Less than a quorum of either branch of the City 
Council, or of the School Committee, or of the Board of Over- 
seers of the Poor, may adjourn to a fixed day earlier than the 
next regular meeting, and shall have power to compel the attend- 
ance of absent members in such manner as the City Council may 
by ordinance provide. 

Sect. 13. All acts or parts of acts and all ordinances of the 
City of Lowell inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed and 
annulled; provided, that no act or ordinance heretofore repealed 
shall thereby be revived; and, provided, also, that nothing in 
this act shall be taken to prohibit the City Council from abolish- 
ing any department, board, office or commission created by 
ordinance. 

Sect. 14. The question of the acceptance of this act shall 
be submitted to the qualified voters of the City of Lowell at the 
annual State election in the present year, and the affirmative 
votes of a majority of the voters present and voting thereon shall 
be required for such acceptance, f f so accepted, so much thereof 
as provides for the election of a Chief of the Department of Sup- 
plies shall take effect at the next annual municipal election, and 
the act shall take full effect on the first Monday of January in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-seven. [Approved May 16, 
1896. 


ACTS OF 1897. 


[Chap. 95 .] 

An Act relative to the duties and powers of certain 

OFFICERS OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The City Council of the City of Lowell, and each 
branch thereof, shall have and exercise all the power and author- 
ity relative to the election or appointment of city officers, or the 
confirmation of appointments to office, which were vested in them 
prior to the enactment of section one of chapter four hundred 
and fifteen of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
six. 
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Sect. 2. The Chief of the Fire Department of said city shall 
be elected by concurrent vote of both branches of the City 
Council. 

Sect. 3. The City Council shall by ordinance determine 
what officers shall be the heads of the various departments of the 
City Government. The head of the department of supplies may 
sell or dispose of the personal property of the city, upon the 
recommendation of the Mayor and of the head of the department 
to which such property belongs, except the products of the City 
Farm, which the Superintendent of said farm shall have the right 
to dispose of. 

Sect. 4. All ordinances of said city inconsistent herewith are 
hereby annulled, and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved February 20, 1897. 


ACTS OF 1898. 


[Chap. 173.] 

An Act relative to appointments in the fire depart- 
ment OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The Chief Engineer of the Fire Department of 
the City of Lowell may, on the recommendation of the Board of 
Engineers, appoint as members of the permanent force, or as call- 
men, without civil service-examination, any person who has 
served as call or substitute call-man in said service for three or 
more successive years prior to the passage of this act. 

Sect. 2. Said Chief Engineer shall have the power to dis- 
charge all subordinate officers and employees in the Fire Depart- 
ment of said city, except the members of said board, and with 
the approval of said board, to appoint and employ all such officers 
and employees. 
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Sect. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved March 15, 1898. 


Sec. 7, Chap. 26, Revised Laws. 


No election of a city officer by a municipal body or board 
shall be valid unless made by a viva voce vote, each member 
who is present answering to his name when it is called by the 
clerk or other proper officer, stating the name of the person for 
whom he votes, or that he declines to vote. The clerk or other 
proper officer shall record every such vote. 


ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELE. 

Passed Since 1894. 

An Ordinance authorizing the city treasurer to issue 

REGISTERED CERTIFICATES, NOTES OR BONDS IN EXCHANGE 

FOR CERTIFICATES, NOTES OR BONDS PAYABLE TO BEARER. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

*The City Treasurer may, in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 5 of Chapter 77 of the Public Statutes, at the request 
of the owner or holder of any bond, promissory note or certificate 
of indebtedness of the City of Lowell, at any time while more 
than one year remains before the principal of such bond, note or 
certificate is payable, issue in exchange therefor a bond, note or 
certificate of same effect, payable to the .owner or holder by name. 

The City Treasurer may also, under like condition, issue reg- 
istered certificates, in substitution for any mutilated, defaced or 
indorsed bonds, notes or certificates; and where a bond, note or 
certificate of any issue has been lost or destroyed, the City 
Treasurer, under the direction of the joint standing committee on 
finance, may issue in place thereof a new bond, note or certificate 
of the same effect. 

The City Auditor, as well as the City Treasurer, shall keep 
a register of the dates, numbers and amounts of all bonds, notes 
and certificates issued by the City Treasurer, showing to whom 
they were issued, when they are payable, and if issued in 
exchange, for what they were substituted. [Approved May 12, 
1896. 


An Ordinance amending section thirteen of chapter one 

OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES SO AS TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
SALARIES AND COMPENSATION OF CITY OFFICERS WHEN 
ONCE ESTABLISHED SHALL CONTINUE UNTIL RE-ESTABLISHED 
OR CHANGED. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 13 of Chapter 1 of the Revised Ordinances is hereby 
amended by striking out between the word “year” in the third

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line of said section and the word “provided” in the sixth line 
thereof, the following words: “for the year commencing on the 
first Monday of January next ensuing; and no change of salary 
shall be made to take effect during the time for which said salary 
was established,” and inserting in place thereof the following: 
“provided that when such salaries and compensation shall have 
been once established, they shall continue until re-established 
or changed in pursuance of the provisions of this section; and,” 
so that said section as amended shall read as follows : 

Section 13. The salaries and compensation of city officers 
shall be established in the month of December and after the 
annual municipal election shall have been held, in each year; 
provided, that when such salaries and compensation shall have 
been once established, they shall continue until re-established 
or changed in pursuance of the provisions of this section; and 
provided that in case any new office shall be created, the salary 
of said newly created office may be fixed at any time; and the 
salaries or compensation fixed for the payment of said officers 
shall be in full for all services performed by them by virtue of 
their offices; and all sums of money received by them from any 
and every source, in discharge of said services, during any quar- 
ter of the fiscal year, shall at the expiration of said quarter be 
by them paid over or accounted for to the City Treasurer. 
[Approved May 12, 1896. 


An Ordinance regulating the weighing and measuring 
OF CERTAIN articles purchased by the city. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

All -supplies of hay, grain, straw, coal, and any other material 
purchased for the use of the city or any department thereof 
exceeding one hundred pounds in weight and usually weighed, 
shall be weighed on the city scales, and all wood purchased for 
said city shall be measured by the City Measurer of Wood, and 
no bills shall be paid by the City Treasurer or approved by any 
committee for such article so furnished the city, unless the cer- 
tificate of said weigher or measurer shall accompany or be 
attached to said bill. [Approved May 12, 1896. 
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An Ordinance to prevent the placing of ashes, glass, 

CROCKERY, ETC., IN OR ON THE PUBLIC STREETS OR WAYS. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section i. Any person who shall put or place, or cause to 
be put or placed, in or upon any street, lane or alley, or other 
public place in this city, any ashes, glass, crockery, scrap iron, 
nails, tacks or any other article which would be liable to injure 
the feet of children or animals, or the tires of bicycles or other 
vehicles which have wheels with rubber or pneumatic tires, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Sect. 2. Any person violating the provisions of the preced- 
ing section or who is guilty of the misdemeanor therein described, 
shall be liable to a fine not less than two dollars or more than 
twenty dollars for each offence. [Approved Oct. 9, 1896. 


An Ordinance amending sections one and nine of chapter 

TWENTY OF THE ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. That section 1, of Chapter 20 of the Ordinances 
of the City of Lowell be and the same is hereby amended by 
inserting after the word “engineer” in the second line of said 
section, the words “a first assistant engineer and three other,” 
and by striking out the word “four” in the second line of said 
section, and by inserting after the word “removed” in the six- 
teenth line of said section, the words “the first assistant engineer 
shall be appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen in the month 
of March or April, or whenever a vacancy occurs, and he shall 
enter upon the discharge of the duties of his office on the first 
day of May of the year in which appointed, if appointed for a 
full term prior to May of any year, and he shall hold said office 
for a term of three years from said first day of May, and until 
his successor is appointed, or he is removed; and if appointed 
after the first day of May in any year, he shall enter upon the 
duties of said office forthwith and shall continue therein until the 
expiration of the full term as existing at the time of said appoint- 
ment, or until removed,” and by inserting between the words 
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“ said ” and “ assistant ” in the seventeenth line of said section, the 
word “other”, and by inserting after the word “engineer” in the 
twenty-eighth line of said section, and before the word “shall” 
in the twenty-ninth line of said section, the words “and first 
assistant engineer,” so that said section shall read as follows: 

Section i The Fire Department shall consist of a Chief 
Engineer, a First Assistant Engineer, who shall perform such 
duties as may be required of him by the Chief Engineer, and 
three other assistant engineers and as many enginemen, hose- 
men, hook and ladder men, and other persons, to be divided 
into companies, as the number of engines and other fire apparatus 
of the city shall from time to time require; the Chief Engineer 
shall be appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen in the month of 
March or April, and whenever a vacancy occurs, and he shall 
enter upon the discharge of the duties of said office on the first 
day of May of the year in which appointed, if appointed for a 
full term prior to May of any year, and he shall hold said office 
for a term of three years from said first day of May or until 
he is removed; and if appointed after the first day of May of 
any year, he shall enter upon the discharge of the duties of said 
office forthwith, and shall continue therein until the expiration 
of the full term as existing at the time of his said appointment, 
or until removed. The First Assistant Engineer shall be 
appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen in the month of March or 
April, and wdienever a vacancy occurs, and he shall enter upon 
the discharge of the duties of his office on the first day of May 
of the year in which appointed, if appointed for a full term prior 
to May of any year, and he shall hold said office for a term of 
three years from said first day of May and until his successor is 
appointed or he is removed; and if appointed after the first day 
of May in any year, he shall enter upon the duties of said office 
forthwith, and shall continue therein until the expiration of the 
full term as existing at the time of his said appointment, or until 
he is removed; and the appointment of said other assistant 
engineers shall be made by the Mayor and Aldermen in the 
month of March or April annually, and whenever a vacancy 
occurs; and they shall hold their respective offices for the term 
of one year from the first day of May succeeding their appoint- 
ment, or until others are chosen; all other members of the Fire 
Department shall be nominated by the Board of Engineers, and 
their names sent to the Mayor and Aldermen, and when by them 
appointed they shall be members of the Fire Department; pro- 
vided, that vacancies may be filled at any time, and that the 
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Mayor and Aldermen may at any time remove any and all of said 
officers or members; except that the Chief Engineer and First 
Assistant Engineer shall not be removed without a hearing and 
cause shown thereat. No person shall be appointed a member 
of the Fire Department who does not sustain a good moral char- 
acter and who is not a citizen of the City of Lowell. 

Sect. 2. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved Nov. 27, 1896. 


An Ordinance in relation to an ordinance on openings 

AND EXCAVATIONS IN STREETS AND IMPOSING A PENALTY. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. No person, firm or corporation shall dig up, 
make any excavation in, or in any manner change or interfere 
with the surface or grade of any street for the purpose of laying 
water, gas or sewer pipes or railway tracks, or for any other 
purpose, without first giving notice to the Superintendent of 
Streets, which notice shall state specifically the time when work 
will be commenced and the probable time within which it shall be 
completed. 

Sect. 2. When any opening or excavation shall be made in 
any street in pursuance of Section t, the Superintendent of 
Streets, by himself or by a servant or agent appointed by him 
for the purpose, shall see that the surface of such streets is left 
in good order and condition for public travel thereon. The 
expense for labor and material used in closing and covering such 
excavation shall in all cases be borne by the party causing the 
same to be made. 

Sect. 3. Said Superintendent shall, when about to build a 
new sewer or repair an old one, notify all the abutters on that 
part of the line of said sewer when he proposes to do work so 
that said abutters may enter said sewer. He shall notify all 
abutters, when about to construct a new T street, at least four 
weeks before beginning work, and when about to make a new 
surface of any street, at least two weeks before beginning work, 
shall notify the Superintendent of Lamps and Water Board 
and all persons authorized to place any obstruction in such 
street, and shall require and see that all said departments or 
persons having any work to be done in the street so designated, 
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shall do all such work before the surface of such street is again 
prepared for and opened to public travel, and after the comple- 
tion of the work then done in such street, shall not permit any 
department or person who shall have been so notified, for the 
space of two years, to again disturb the surface of such street or 
way within the area of such previous disturbance, except in case 
of obvious necessity, to be verified in writing to, and approved 
by the Mayor, and except in cases of tracks or leaks in pipes, 
sewers or wires. 

Sect. 4. Any person, firm or corporation who shall dig up, 
make any excavations, or in any way change or alter the grade 
or surface of any accepted street, without giving the notice men- 
tioned in Section 1 of this ordinance, shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Sect. 5. All ordinances and parts of ordinances, resolutions 
and orders of the City Council inconsistent herewith, are hereby 
repealed. [Approved November 27, 1896. 


An Ordinance creating the office of superintendent 

OF commons and providing for the election of such 

OFFICER. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. There shall be chosen by concurrent vote ok 
both branches of the City Council in the month of January, 1898, 
a Superintendent of Commons; and in the month of January 
in each year thereafter, the City Council by concurrent vote of 
both branches shall elect a Superintendent of Commons who 
shall hold his office for one year and until his successor is chosen, 
but said officer may be removed from office at any time by a 
two-thirds vote of both branches of the City Council voting by 
yeas and nays. Any vacancy which may occur in said office 
shall be filled in like manner by concurrent vote of the City 
Council for the remainder of the unexpired term. 

Sect. 2. Said Superintendent of Commons shall be the 
head of the Department of Commons, and shall have the care 
and control of all the commons and parks of the city and of all 
the property connected with said department, and shall have the 
general. care and management of all matters pertaining to said 
department; shall make and execute all contracts necessary there- 
or, except for the purchase of material and supplies, but every 
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contract made as aforesaid in which the amount involved exceeds 
three hundred dollars, shall be approved by the Mayor before 
going into effect. [Approved June 1 8 , 1897. 


An Ordinance amending section twelve of chapter five 

OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

That Section 12 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of 
Lowell be and the same is hereby amended by striking out the 
words “nor on either side of Westford Street from the westerly 
line of Grand Street to the easterly line of Royal Street for a 
distance of fifty feet back from either line of Westford Street.” 
[Approved July 21, 1897. 


An Ordinance amending section fifteen, chapter thirty- 

nine OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF THE YEAR EIGHTEEN 
HUNDRED AND NINETY-FOUR. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

That Section 15, Chapter 39, of the Revised Ordinances of 
1894 be and is hereby amended by striking out of the seventh 
line the word “forty-third,” and inserting in place thereof the 
word “forty-fifth.” [Approved July 21, 1897. 


An Ordinance regulating hawkers and peddlers. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. No person shall hawk or peddle, sell or expose 
for sale within said city any of the articles enumerated in Section 
1 of Chapter 68* of the Public Statutes, until he has-been duly 
licensed by and has recorded his name and residence with the 
Board of Police of the City of Lowell, and has been assigned 
a number by said board, to be worn in such manner as said 
board may prescribe. Provided, however, that the foregoing 
provisions shall not apply to any other person than the one 
named in the license. 

*Now Chap. 65, Sect. 15-16, Revised Laws. 
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Sect. 2. No person hawking, peddling or selling, or expos- 
ing for sale any of the articles enumerated in Section i of 
Chapter 68* of the Public Statutes, shall cry his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the city. 

Sect. 3. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any 
of the articles enumerated in Chapter 68* of the Public Statutes 
in any manner that will tend to injure the public health, or dis- 
turb the public peace or comfort, nor otherwise than in vehicles 
and receptacles which have printed on them in letters and 
figures at least two inches in height the name of the person selling 
and the number given him by the Board of Police. 

Sect. 4. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the pre- 
ceding sections of this ordinance shall be liable to a penalty of 
not more than twenty dollars for each offence. [Approved July 
29, 1897. 


An Ordinance to amend section eighteen of chapter six 

OF THE CITY ORDINANCES RELATING TO THE HITCHING OF 
HORSES TO LAMP POSTS. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: B 

Section 18 of Chapter 6 of the City Ordinances is hereby 
amended by striking out all after the word “anv” in the third 
line thereof and inserting instead thereof the words “lamp post 
maintained by the city,” so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows: 

Sect. 18. No owner, driver or other person having the 
care or ordering of a vehicle shall hitch or fasten the horse or 
horses attached thereto to any lamp post maintained by the city. 
[Approved January 1, 1898. 


An Ordinance authorizing the city treasurer to pre- 
scribe THE SYSTEM OF BOOK-KEEPING FOR CERTAIN 
DEPARTMENTS AND OFFICERS RECEIVING MONEY BELONGING 
TO THE CITY AND PROVIDING FOR MORE FREQUENT RETURNS 
OF SUCH MONEY TO THE CITY TREASURY. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. All departments and officers of the City Govern- 
ment, except the City Treasurer, whose official duty requires 

* Now Chap. 65, Sect. 15-16, Revised Laws. 
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the receipt of money belonging to the city, shall keep such books 
and records relating to the same as shall be prescribed by the 
City Treasurer. 

Sect. 2. The heads of each department and officers receiv- 
ing money for the city shall remit to the Treasurer as often as 
once in each month any balance that may- be in the possession 
of such department or officer belonging to the city, except in 
case when the time for such payment into the City Treasury is 
prescribed by statute. 

Sect. 3. The Joint Committee on Accounts shall annually, 
in connection with the annual examination of the accounts of the 
City Treasurer, examine, investigate and audit the books and 
accounts of all departments and officers receiving money for the 
city, and said committee shall make report of such examinations 
to the City Council. 

Sect. 4 . All heads of departments and officers whose official 
duty requires the rendering of bills to individuals, cities or 
towns for charges of any nature, shall hereafter deliver all such 
bills to the City Treasurer for collection through his office. 

Sect. 5. Section 9 of Chapter 1 of the Revised Ordinances 
and all ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. [Approved January 1, 1898. 


AxN Ordinance providing for estimates for appropria- 
tions AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1 . At the beginning of each municipal year and not 
later than the third Tuesday in January the Mayor shall make 
and transmit to the City Council an estimate of the expenditures 
required for the year. Such estimate shall be framed and item- 
ized so as to show separately: 

Par. 2. The amounts required by each department, office, 
board, commission or other subdivision of the executive branch 
of the government, and so far as may be practicable for the sub- 
divisions of the work of each department. 

Par. 3. The salary or compensation of each officer, deputy,, 
assistant, clerk, or employee of the city not classed as a laborer. 
The amounts required for labor shall, when practicable, be stated 
separately from those for material and supplies. 
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Par. 4. Such estimate shall be in such form as to show in 
parallel columns, opposite each item, the amount paid for the 
previous year, and the amount unexpended at the close of such 
year. 

Sect. 2. The Mayor shall make, or cause to be made, and 
shall transmit to the City Council with the estimate required by 
the preceding section : 

Par. 2. An itemized estimate of the revenues of the year 
from all sources except taxation of real and personal property 
and polls. 

Par. 3. A statement of the balance unpaid at the close of 
the previous year on account of temporary loans, and the amount 
due by financial years, as unpaid taxes on real and personal 
property and polls. 

Par. 4. An itemized statement of the debt, with interest 
becoming due during the year, and the margin available for loans 
within the debt limit for the year. 

Par. 5. An itemized statement of all orders, etc., of the 
City Council involving expenditures which have not been appro- 
priated for. In all cases the finances of the water service shall 
be shown separately. 

Sect. 3. All regular annual appropriations shall be for and 
only applicable to the liabilities incurred during the year in 
which they are made, any form of phraseology in the order, 
resolution or vote providing for the same, to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

Par. 2 . It shall be the duty of the Auditor to close all regu- 
lar annual appropriation accounts with the last secular day in 
December of the year for which the appropriations are made, and 
to credit the general treasury fund account or accounts with the 
water service, as the case may be, with the balance to the credit 
of such appropriations; and thereafter, no payments shall be 
made under such appropriations. He shall promptly report to 
the City Council the amount of each balance thus credited, and 
amount available in the general treasury fund, and the account 
with the water service, for the expenditures of the current year 
not otherwise appropriated. 

Par. 3. All claims, accounts and bills against the City 7 of 
Lowell under such appropriations remaining unpaid at such date, 
shall be numbered consecutively, and be entered by 7 the Auditor 
in such order, in a permanent book of record, to be known as a 
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register of claims, so as to show the name of the claimant, the 
amount claimed and allowed, the nature of the service and the 
action had thereon. The Auditor shall transmit to the City 
Council on or before the first regular meeting night in February, 
of either branch of the City Council, a schedule of such claims 
with a condensed statement of the nature of each claim, and the 
action had thereon. 

Sect. 4. The several estimates and statements called for by 
this ordinance shall on their receipt by either branch of the City 
Council be referred, without other action, to the Joint Committee 
on Appropriations. 

Par. 2. The Committee on Appropriations shall consist 
of the Chairman and two additional members of the Board of 
Aldermen, and the President and three additional members of the 
Common Council. 

Section 6 of Chapter 1 of the Ordinances of the City of 
Lowell is hereby repealed. 

Par. 3. Said committee shall have access to all or any of 
the records and official papers of the city, shall have power to 
require from any officer or employee of the city such additional 
statement or statements relating to the expenditures and reve- 
nues of the city as it may deem essential, and to summon any 
officer or employee of the city to be present at any designated 
meeting of said committee ; and to remain in attendance until 
discharged by the committee; and any officer or employee who 
shall fail or refuse to comply with such request, order or sum- 
mons, may be reported to the City Council or either branch 
thereof, for such action as it may have the power to take and 
see fit to exercise. 

Sect. 5. The Committee on Appropriations shall make a 
final report in print, not exceeding two hundred copies, to the 
City Council or either branch thereof, on of berore the fifteenth 
day of February of each year unless granted further time by the 
City Council. 

Sect. 6. All ordinances and parts of ordinances conflicting 
with this ordinance are hereby repealed. [Approved January 1, 
1898. 
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An Ordinance providing for the appointment of an 

INSPECTOR OF WIRES AND DEFINING THE DUTIES OF SUCH 

OFFICER, IN ACCORDANCE WITH CHAPTER FOUR HUNDRED 

AND FOUR, ACTS OF 1890.* 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section i. Within thirty days after the passage of this 
ordinance, there shall be appointed by the Mayor, subject to 
confirmation of the Board of Aldermen, an Inspector of Wires 
for the City of Lowell, who shall enter upon the duties of his 
office immediately, and shall hold said office, unless sooner 
removed, until the first day of February, 1901 ; and prior to the 
first day of February, 1901, and prior to the first day of February 
of every third year thereafter, there shall be appointed in like 
manner an Inspector of Wires who shall hold his office during a 
term of three years and until his successor is appointed, unless 
sooner removed in the manner prescribed by law. 

Sect. 2. Said Inspector of Wires shall perform the duties 
prescribed by Section 3, Chapter 404 of the Acts of 1890,* and 
such other duties as are or may be hereafter prescribed by the 
laws of the Commonwealth or the ordinances of the city. He 
shall annually in the month of January make a report to the City 
Council of the business of his office for the year ending on the 
thirty-first day of December next preceding. [Approved July 1 5 , 
1898. 


An Ordinance relating to the permanent repairs on 

STREETS AND THE PLACING OF UNDERGROUND SERVICES 

THEREIN; ALSO TO THE NECESSARY REPAIRS OF SAME. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1 . That before any street is paved with granite, con- 
crete or other paving, macadamized or otherwise put in per- 
manent repair by the city, the owners of land abutting on such 
street shall be notified at least four weeks previous to the time 
when such permanent improvements are to be commenced, that 
all underground services, whether for sewer, water, gas, electri- 
cal or other connections, shall be constructed and placed in said 
street previous to the date set for the making of the said per- 
manent improvements. 


* Now Chap. 122, Revised Laws. 
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Sect. 2. That all corporations or individuals having ser- 
vices laid in said street, or intending or desiring to construct 
the same, whether for gas, electric, telephone, telegraph, or for 
any service of whatsoever nature, or who shall desire to renew 
or repair services already constructed, shall be notified by the 
posting of a notice at the City Hall of the intention of the city 
to so repair such street, and by a notice which shall be published 
for six consecutive days in one morning and one evening news- 
paper printed in the City of Lowell, the last publication of said 
notice to be at least three weeks previous to the time stated for 
making said permanent improvements. 

Sect. 3. That when any street has been so paved, macad- 
amized, or otherwise put in permanent repair, it shall not be 
opened or torn up for the placing of any new underground con- 
struction of any nature whatsoever during five years next suc- 
ceeding the date in said published and posted notices stating the 
intention of the city to place said street in permanent repair ; pro- 
vided, however, that in case repairs to any service become 
necessary, the same may be made after a permit has been 
granted by the Board of Aldermen, and said repairs shall be made 
under the supervision of the Superintendent of Streets. In case 
of leakage of gas or water pipes, the same may be repaired at once 
by the Gas Company or Water Board, and the surface of the 
street placed in a condition satisfactory to the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

Sect. 4. Wherever on said street there may be unimproved 
land, and where no sewer, gas, water, or other necessary ser- 
vices have been constructed, the same shall be laid and con- 
structed, to a point at least two feet beyond the outside line of 
the sidewalk on said street, one each of the services mentioned 
for gas, water and sewer connections, for each fifty feet of front- 
age of the said land on the said street, or at such distances as 
may be agreed upon by the owner of said land and the Super- 
intendent of Streets. In case of neglect of the owner or of a 
corporation or individual to construct the same, said service for 
sewer, water and gas connections may be constructed by the 
city, and shall be paid for by the parties to whom rightfully 
belongs the construction of the same. 

Sect. 5. Any violation of the foregoing conditions in regard 
to the digging up of streets shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than twenty dollars ($20). 

Sect. 6. All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. [Approved August 5, 1898. 
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An Ordinance providing for the appointment of a 

SUPERINTENDENT AND ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF 

STATE AID. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section i. Within thirty days after the passage of this 
ordinance there shall be appointed by the Mayor, subject to 
confirmation of the Board of Aldermen, a Superintendent of 
State Aid and an Assistant Superintendent of State Aid for the 
City of Lowell, who shall enter upon the duties of their offices 
immediately and shall hold said offices, unless sooner removed, 
until the first day of February, 1899; and prior to the first day 
of Februrv, 1899, and prior to the first day of February of every 
year thereafter, there shall be appointed in like manner a Super- 
intendent of State Aid and an Assistant Superintendent of State 
Aid, who shall hold their offices during a term of one year and 
until their successors are appointed, unless sooner removed in the 
manner prescribed by law. 

Sect. 2. Said Superintendent of State Aid shall disburse 
state aid and city aid under the direction of the Mayor and Board 
of Aldermen as prescribed by ^Chapter 279 of the Acts of 1893, 
^Chapters 279 and 301 of the Acts of 1894, ^Chapter 279 of the 
Acts of 1896, ^Chapter 561 of the Acts of 1898, or any other laws 
of the Commonwealth, or that may be hereafter prescribed by 
the ordinances of the city. He shall annually, in the month of 
January, make a report to the City Council of the business of 
his office for the year ending on the thirty-first of December 
next preceding. 

Sect. 3. Said Assistant Superintendent of State Aid shall 
perform such duties as may be prescribed by the Superintendent 
of State Aid. [Approved September 27, 1898. 


An Ordinance amending section six of chapter nine of 

THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

That Chapter 9 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of 
Lowell be amended by striking out Section 6 and substituting 
therefor the following: 


Now Chap. 79, Revised Laws. 
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Sect. 6. The City Treasurer shall receive and have the care 
and custody of all sums of money paid the city by persons for 
the perpetual care of lots in any of the city cemeteries, and give 
the vouchers of the city therefor, and money so received shall 
constitute a special fund to be known as the “Cemetery Fund 
for the perpetual care of lots.” The Treasurer shall not receive 
a sum of money less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) for the 
perpetual care of lots in any of the city cemeteries or public 
burial grounds. The Treasurer shall notify the Superintendent 
of the cemetery of all such payments, together with the descrip- 
tion of the lots and graves on account of which such payments 
are made, and annually, at such time as the Trustees of Public 
Burial Grounds request, shall pay over to them four per centum 
as interest upon all sums so paid to and receipted by him. The 
Treasurer shall invest the moneys of this fund in securities in 
which by law the funds of savings banks may be invested, and 
pay the amount of interest realized thereon into the City Treas- 
ury. [Approved October 11, 1898. 


An Ordinance relating to the construction and repair 

OF BUILDINGS. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section x. Before the repair, erection, construction or 
material alteration of any building, the owner, architect or builder 
thereof shall hie with the Superintendent of Buildings a state- 
ment in writing, giving the intended location of such building, 
its dimensions, materials, manner of construction and estimated 
cost. If such a building is to be repaired, erected or materially 
altered within the hre limits of the city, such owner, architect or 
builder shall, in addition to the statement aforesaid, submit for 
examination full specifications and plans of the proposed repairs, 
buildings or alterations; the owner or contractor shall also sign 
an agreement that the proposed work shall be done in accordance 
with the description set forth in such plans, specifications and 
statement, and all such matters and things connected with such 
work shall be done in strict compliance with this chapter. If it 
appears from said statement, plans and specifications that the 
building to be erected, altered or repaired will conform to the 
provisions of this chapter, so far as applicable thereto, then the 
Superintendent of Buildings shall issue a permit. No person

shall repair, construct or materially alter any building without 
such permit. 

Sect. 2. The Superintendent of Buildings shall furnish 
suitable blanks upon which applications shall be made; and such 
applications shall be recorded by the Assessors in a book pro- 
vided for the purpose, each page of which shall be a duplicate 
of such application for the erection, construction or material 
alteration of any building in the City of Lowell after the passage 
of this ordinance. 

Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved December 29, 1898. (Amended 1901.) 


An Ordinance relating to assessment of taxes in the 

CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1894 is hereby 
amended by striking out all after Section 1 of said chapter, and 
substituting in place thereof the following: 

Sect. 2. The Board of Assessors shall annually, in the 
month of January, or as soon as practicable thereafter, organize, 
by choosing one of their number to act as Chairman; said Chair- 
man shall not receive extra compensation, and all members of 
the Board shall devote their whole time to the service of the city. 

Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the Assessors of Taxes to 
complete their assessment and place the list of taxes in the 
hands of the Collector of Taxes on or before the first day of 
September, annually; and they shall, on or before the first day of 
September, annually, indicate on said list the residence of the 
several taxpayers for that year and the year next preceding. 

Sect. 4. When any tax shall be abated in whole or in part 
by the Assessors of Taxes, they shall make a record thereof in 
a book to be kept by them for that purp6se, which record shall 
contain the names of all persons whose taxes may be so abated, 
and the reasons for such abatement; and they shall also annu- 
ally, in the month of January, make out and transmit to the 
City Council a full report of the work of their Board, said report 
to show the total valuation of the city, amount of real estate, 
amount of personal estate, total corporation valuation in detail. 
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total valuation in bank stock, street-watering assessment, num- 
ber of polls, name, amount and reason of any abatement of taxes, 
and such other items as may be of interest to the public. Said 
figures to be in a column parallel to a column containing the 
figures of the preceding year. 

Sect. 5. The Assessors shall annually', on the thirty-first 
day of December, report to the Auditor all abatements of taxes 
made by them during the year ending on said day, distinguishing 
the abatements made on the different years’ taxes, and whether 
abated before or after collection. 

Sect. 6. The Assessors shall have full power to hire as many 
temporary clerks, not to exceed six, as may be necessary to 
assist them in the performance of their duties, the compensation 
of said clerks not to exceed two dollars and fifty cents per day, 
and they shall only be employed during the months of May to 
September inclusive. Provided, however, that permanent clerks, 
not to exceed two, one to be known as Chief Clerk, may be 
employed the whole year at such compensation as the Board may 
determine. They shall also have the power to employ six tem- 
porary assistants during the months of May and June for the 
purpose of obtaining the lists of polls and incidental personal 
property, compensation not to exceed three dollars per day. 
Said Assistant Assessors shall be appointed by the Mayor, subject 
to confirmation by the Board of Aldermen and Common Council. 

Sect. 7. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved February 28, 1899. 


An Ordinance establishing an inspection of wires 

DEPARTMENT, AND GOVERNING THE SAME. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. An Inspection of Wires Department is hereby 
established, of which the Inspector of Wires shall be the head. 

Sect. 2. The Inspector of Wires shall have supervision of 
all electric and other wires erected upon, over, or under any 
street, way, or building, and of every wire within any building 
where such wire is designed to carry an electric current, and 
shall have authority over, and shall inspect such wires, their 
condition, attachments, insulation, supports and appliances; he 
shall require all persons and corporations owning or operating 
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wires to place and arrange all posts, arms, fixtures, insulating 
supports, attachments and appliances so as to secure safety to 
life and property, and shall see that the provisions of ^Chapter 
404 of the Acts of 1890 and all other laws, ordinances and regu- 
lations relating to electric and other wires are strictly enforced, 
and shall give prompt notice to any person or corporation 
owning or operating any such wire, when in his judgment the 
same is unsafe, or is not placed, kept and maintained in accord- 
ance with the requirements of said chapter or the provisions 
of any other law, ordinance or regulation. 

Sect. 3. Said Inspector shall, at least once in each year, 
inspect all posts supporting electric or other wires upon or over 
any street or building, and all supports of such wires when 
attached to buildings, and ascertain if said posts and supports 
are kept in proper condition and not weakened by decay or other 
causes; and in case any person or corporation owning, leasing, 
or operating wires shall neglect or refuse to maintain said sup- 
ports in proper condition for safety, the Inspector shall cause 
said fixtures and supports to be put in proper condition at the 
expense of the person or corporation owning or operating the 
same, after first giving the person or corporation due notice in 
writing of his intended action. 

Sect. 4. It shall be the duty of the Inspector to cause to 
be removed all dead wires of whatever nature, attached to build- 
ings, if, in his judgment, they are in a dangerous condition or 
liable to become dangerous to life or property, and he shall 
notify in writing the person or corporation owning, leasing, or 
operating such wires of his desire for the removal of any wire, 
and give them at least ten days in which to comply with the 
requirements, except in cases in which, in his judgment, there 
is immediate liability of injury to persons or property from the 
wire, and in all such cases the notice shall require their removal 
forthwith. In the event of the refusal of any person or corpora- 
tion to take proper action, the Inspector may cause the work to 
be done and the expense to be charged to the owners. 

Sect. 5. No person or corporation shall allow any pieces 
of wire to be left on the surface of any street or sidewalk, or 
to permit unused fixtures, coils or loose ends of wire to remain 
attached to any cross arm or post more than twenty-four hours 
without special permission. 

Sect. 6. Every person or corporation operating electric or 
other wires over or under any street, way or building in the 
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city, upon request of the Inspector shall furnish within fifteen 
days thereafter accurate lists of the posts or other supports of 
their wires, the location of conduits and manholes, with informa- 
tion as to location, where, and what service is rendered, whether 
telegraphic, telephonic, power, or electric lighting, and in the 
latter case, whether arc or incandescent current is used. 

Sect. 7. The said Inspector, upon request, shall also be 
furnished by any person or corporation operating or owning 
electric wires with such information as to kind, size, and tested 
strength of supporting or service wires, the maximum volts 
used, together with such other information as may be necessary 
to the faithful and effectual discharge of his duties. 

Sect. 8. All wires, appliances and apparatus in the interior 
of public buildings or on private premises which are intended 
for the transmission of electricity, either for isolated lighting or 
power, or to be connected with an outside circuit, shall be made, 
placed and arranged, and at all times kept safe to the satisfac- 
tion of the Inspector; and said Inspector may at all proper and 
reasonable times have access to such wires and apparatus. 

Sect. 9. In no case shall a current of electricity be con- 
nected to any system of wiring or apparatus intended to be used 
for power or lighting, without permission being first obtained 
and a written permit granted by the Inspector of Wires; the 
jurisdiction of the Inspector is intended to include all public and 
private electrical systems that are now and may hereafter be 
installed in the City of Lowell. 

This ordinance is not intended to govern or call for the 
inspection of electric bell systems, private or public telephones 
inside of public or private buildings, or the interior apparatus 
or boxes of the fire alarm or police system of the city. 

Sect. 10. No person or corporation shall change the posi- 
tion or make additions to any wiring system, or install any new 
work or electrical apparatus without first notifying the Inspector, 
and he given full opportunity to inspect the same before such 
work is completed ; and when any electric wires designed to carry 
an electric light or power current are to be concealed, the 
Inspector must be notified before work is commenced, and he 
shall give his permission and approval for all such work and 
connections immediately, unless in his judgment such apparatus 
or wiring endangers life or property or is not in accordance with 
the laws and ordinances, or in conformity with the established 
insurance rules. 
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Sect. it. The Inspector shall require that the established 
rules and regulations of the National Board of Fire Underwriters 
shall be complied with, both for outside and interior construction. 

Sect. 12. It shall be the duty of the Inspector of Wires 
to carry out any order of the Mayor and Board of Aldermen 
on any matters referred to him by them, coming under the laws 
or ordinances, and all questions of right and authority shall be 
determined by the Mayor and Board of Aldermen upon any 
appeal or refusal of any person or corporation to comply with 
the requirements of the Inspector and the laws and ordinances. 

Sect. 13. The Inspector of Wires shall keep a record of 
all inspections and permits in a book provided for the purpose 
and this book shall be open to inspection (at all reasonable 
times) by any interested parties. 

The Inspector shall make monthly reports of his doings to 
the Mayor and Board of Aldermen, and an annual report to 
the City Council. 

Sect. 14. Whoever violates or fails to comply with any of 
the provisions of this ordinance after being duly notified in writ- 
ing by the Inspector shall forfeit and pay for each offence not 
less than ten or more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 15. The Inspector of Wires shall be on duty eight 
hours per day, from nine A. M. till five P. M. each regular work- 
ing day, and at such other times as cases of emergency may 
require, and shall receive such compensation as may be deter- 
mined by the City Council. Said Inspector shall devote his 
whole time to the service of the city, and shall engage in no 
other business or calling. [Approved July 26, 1899. 


An Ordinance to provide for the election of a city 

PHYSICIAN AND DEFINING HIS DUTIES. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. There shall be chosen immediately after the 
approval of this ordinance and thereafter annually in the month 
of March or April, and whenever a vacancy occurs, by concur- 
rent vote of both branches of the City Council, a City Physician, 
who shall enter upon the duties of his office on the first day of 
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May in each year and until his successor is chosen, unless sooner 
removed therefrom in the manner provided by law. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the City Physician to attend 
upon all patients under the care of the city authorities at the 
City Farm or Police Station; to make a report annually in April 
to the City Council covering the service rendered by him during 
the previous year. In case of an alarm by any infectious or con- 
tagious disease to give to either branch of the City Council or 
any committee thereof all such professional advice and counsel 
as they may request of him, and generally to perform such other 
professional services as may reasonably be required of him by 
the Mayor or the City Council, or the Superintendent of the 
City Farm. 

Sect. 3. Chapter 12 of the Revised Ordinances is hereby 
repealed. [Approved June 27, 1900. 


An Ordinance prohibiting heavy teaming and trucking 

UPON THE SPEEDWAY PORTION OF PAWTUCKET BOULEVARD. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The driving or drawing of heavy wagons, carts, 
trucks or similar vehicles used for purposes of transportation of 
stone, lumber, coal, ice, express packages, groceries or other mer- 
chandise, requiring for the transportation of the same a vehicle 
exceeding in weight a family carriage, buggy, carry- all or similar 
vehicle used principally for pleasure driving or recreation, is 
hereby prohibited upon that portion of Pawducket Boulevard 
commonly called the Speedway; provided, however, that this 
prohibition shall not apply to any vehicle used for the purpose of 
transporting any article or material necessary for the improve- 
ment or repair of said speedway, or of any portion of said 
boulevard, or of the structures connected with the water plant in 
said boulevard. 

Sect. 2 . Any person who shall violate any provisions of Sec- 
tion 1 of this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars for each offence. [Approved July 31, 1900. t 
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An Ordinance providing for the printing of the union 

LABEL ON ALL PRINTING FOR THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. That all printed matter for the City of Lowell 
shall hereafter bear the imprint of the Union Label of the Allied 
Printing Trades Council of Lowell, Mass.' 

Sect. 2. That in calling for bids for city printing hereafter, 
the Chief of the Department of Supplies shall make stipulation 
in accordance with Section 1 of this ordinance. 

Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved December 15, 1900. 


An Ordinance establishing the office of clerk of 

COMMITTEES. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. There shall be a Clerk of Committees, to be 
chosen by concurrent vote of both branches of the City Council 
as soon as may be after the enactment of this ordinance, who 
shall enter upon the duties of his office immediately .after his 
election, and hold the same for a period of'three years from and 
after January 1, 1901, and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. Thereafter the City Council shall, in the month of 
January following the expiration of each three-year term, choose 
a Clerk of Committees, who shall hold office for three years. 
Such Clerk of Committees shall receive such compensation as the 
City Council shall determine. 

Sect. 2. He shall make a proper record in books kept for 
the purpose, of all proceedings and transactions, and keep a 
calendar of all meetings of the committees of which he is clerk. 
He shall perform such other duties and services, in making 
estimates and computations, drawing orders and reports, and 
rendering assistance, as such committees shall require. 

Sect. 3. On the request of the Chairman of any committee, 
the said Clerk of Committees shall authorize the City Messenger 
to notify all committee members of the time and place of 
meeting. 

Sect. 4. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Passed December 18, 1900. 
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An Ordinance relating to advertising bills and posters. 
Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section i. No person, firm or corporation shall distribute 
or cause to be distributed in or upon any street, way, common or 
place within the limits of the City of Lowell,, or post or cause to 
be posted on any billboard, fence, wall or structure, or shown in 
windows, any card, circular, bill lithograph, or advertisement, 
whatsoever, containing any cut photograph, painting or pictorial 
representation of any kind, for the purpose of advertising or 
calling attention to any show, circus, play or exhibition, whether 
given, or to be givep, within or without the City of Lowell, 
without having first submitted the same to the Supt. of Police 
and obtaining his approval thereof, and of such distributing or 
posting. And no such card aforesaid, bill or advertisement shall 
be distributed or posted, as aforesaid, without having attached 
thereto or printed or pasted thereon, a statement that it has been 
approved by the Supt. of Police of Lovell, and the date of such 
approval. 

Sect. 2. Whoever violates the provisions of this ordinance, 
shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved December 27, 1901. 


An Ordinance amending an Ordinance entitled, “An 
Ordinance relating to the construction of buildings.” 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Than an ordinance entitled, “Relating to the construction 
and repair of buildings,” be and the same is hereby amended by 
striking out the third section thereof and inserting in place 
thereof the following sections: 

Sect. 3. Any person who shall violate any provisions of 
Section 1 of this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars ($20.00) for each offence. 

Sect. 4. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved December 27, 1901. 
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An Ordinance relating to the approval of bills and 

CLAIMS PAYABLE FROM THE APPROPRIATION FOR INCI- 
DENTALS. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section i. Every bill and claim against the city which, 
if correct, would be chargeable to the Appropriation for Inci- 
dentals, shall, before being passed by the Committee on Accounts, 
be submitted to the Mayor, who shall examine the same and 
indorse thereon a statement that he does or does not object to 
the payment of the same or of any of the items thereof. He shall 
then return such bill or claim to the City Auditor or the Com- 
mittee on Accounts, and if he objects to the payment of said bill 
or claim, in whole or in part, he shall submit to said auditor or 
said committee with said bill when so returned, a specific state- 
ment in writing signed by him of his objections thereto and his 
reasons for such objection. [Approved December 27, 1901. 


An Ordinance relating to shade trees on the public 

STREETS OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

First. That no person or corporation shall be allowed to 
remove any shade trees on the streets of the City of Lowell 
without first filing a petition requesting authority for the 
removal of the same from the City Council of said city. 

Second. All petitions for the removal of shade trees on the 
streets of Lowell shall be referred to the Aldermanic members 
of the Committee on Streets of the City of Lowell. 

Third. That the Aldermanic members of the Committee 
on Streets shall constitute and be known as the Committee on 
Shade Trees. 

Fourth. That on the presentation of a petition for the 
removal of a shade tree as aforesaid and after its reference to 
the Committee on Shade Trees, they shall cause a notice to be 
posted on the tree by the Superintendent of Streets or by some 
person authorized by him, said notice to set forth that a petition 
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for the removal of the tree upon which the notice has been 
posted has been filed; said notice shall also give the time and 
place where all persons interested can be heard at a public 
hearing by said committee. The above notice shall be posted 
on the tree at least seven days before the time set for the hearing. 

Fifth. That the Superintendent of Streets or the Commit- 
tee on Shade Trees shall not authorize the removal of any shade 
tree in the City of Lowell except in accordance with the preced- 
ing sections. In case where the Superintendent of Streets or 
the Committee on Shade Trees are satisfied that public necessity 
by reason of danger to life and property requires the immediate 
removal of a shade tree, the Superintendent or said Committee 
may authorize such removal without complying with the condi- 
tions named in the preceding sections. 

Sixth. Any person or corporation violating this ordinance 
or any provisions of the same shall be punished for each offence 
by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Seventh. All ordinances and parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed. [Approved December 
27, 1901.

Report of the School Committee. 


Gentlemen : 

The statute which requires that the school 
committee “ shall annually make a detailed report 
of the condition of the public schools ” »is a very 
old one. When it was enacted committees had 
usually no salaried secretary, and such an official 
as a superintendent of schools had not even been 
proposed. The report of the committee gave to 
the public the only details which were given by 
anybody, and it was, therefore, usually full and 
complete. In recent years, however, the work of 
collating statistics has properly been relegated to 
the superintendent of schools, and his report, prob- 
ably, meets all the conditions of the statutory 
enactment. 

The present committee has no startling facts 
to report, and has no radical changes to recom- 
mend. We believe that the schools of Lowell are 
generally good. In them no attempt is made to 
do anything for display, but in all of them, as 
we believe, good, strong, honest work is being 
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done. To maintain the present high standard of 
our schools, and to make improvements where 
improvements are possible, is the duty and privi- 
lege of the school committee. To it we pledge 
our best efforts, and in it we ask the sympathetic 
co-operation of all good citizens. 

Leaving all matters of statistics and of the 
general record of the work of the past year to 
be told in the report of the superintendent, this 
committee desires to comment on but two points — 
one relating to the expenses of the department 
and the other to the need of more school-houses. 

We are led to the consideration of the matter 
first mentioned by the fact that the expenses of 
the department have been somewhat larger in the 
past year than in 1900. We do not believe that 
we have been wasteful or extravagant ; on the 
contrary, we believe that the affairs of the depart- 
ment have been conducted with the strictest regard 
for economy. But whether we have been too 
lavish or too saving, we accept the responsibility 
for all our acts and court investigation. No one 
other than the school board has the authority to 
expend one cent of the appropriation made to the 
school department ; even the bills of the secretary 
for “ slight repairs immediately needed,” the only 
expenditures he is authorized to make without 
orders from the committee, must be audited and 
approved by the committee on accounts and so 
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become in effect our own. All our accounts are 
open to inspection, and we invite intelligent criti- 
cism, provided it is definite instead of general 
and so without point. 

Now as to where the money has gone. The 
pay rolls of the department at the end of the 
year contained 523 names, including 2S7 elected 
and 47 temporary teachers of day schools, 157 
teachers of evening schools, including 23 in the 
evening drawing school, two janitors of day schools, 
22 janitors of evening schools, a superintendent, 
four truant officers, a clerk at the High school, an 
assistant in the supply room and another in the 
office of the superintendent. The salaries paid to 
these employes amounted in 1901 to $235,299.61. 
The names of all except the evening school teachers, 
janitors and assistants are given in the appendix 
to this report, with the salary paid to each. 
Most of the salaries have remained without 
change for forty years ; the few cases where sal- 
aries have been increased are all due to added 
work and responsibility, and none of them seem 
to us to be too high. Public sentiment, indeed, 
so far as we are able to gauge it, is practically 
unanimous in favor of continuing the employment 
of every one of the 523 persons now in the serv- 
ice of the department ( or of some other person 
in the place of an}^ one who should retire or 
be retired), and of continuing salaries at present 
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figures, and yet the total just mentioned includes 
four-fiftlis of our entire expense. If any one does 
think that salaries should be reduced it is but 
fair to ask him where and how, and if they are 
not reduced, and if the schools are kept supplied 
with teachers in the future as in the past, the 
present large expenditure must be endorsed, even 
by our severest critics. 

Of the fifth of the department’s expenses yet 
to be accounted for ($60,845 in all), $22,263.23 
were expended for fuel, gas, electricity for light- 
ing, and water. This is an increase of $3,475.82 
over 1900, due in part to the opening of the High 
school annex, where 250 tons of coal were burned, 
and in part to the higher price of coal, amount- 
ing to over fifty cents on a ton. The sum is 
large, we know, but school-houses must be kept 
warm, evening schools must be lighted, and sani- 
taries must be flushed with water even if it does 
cost money. These expenses, though, are watched 
as carefully as possible. Every bill for water or 
gas is closely scrutinized, and if it seems to be 
larger than is necessary the cause of the increase 
is investigated at once, and if waste is found it 
is stopped. The next large bill is for text books, 
writing and drawing books, stationery, etc. — 
$15,862.77. This, too, is larger than last year, 
owing in part to the large supplies of textbooks, 
stationery and blanks needed by the commercial 
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department at tlie High school, and in part to a 
change in grammars and a more generous supply 
of reading books. But here, too, all possible 
economy is practised, and no one who knows any- 
thing of the actual conditions will claim either 
that the pupils have too much, or that what they 
have is not used with economj^ Textbooks are 
handled with such care that their cost to the city 
is probably less than one-half of what it would 
be if pupils owned their own books and were free 
from supervision in their use. Books are worn 
to the limit of decency, and sometimes beyond 
the limit, as many parents would be willing to 
testify. All unused check lists are cut up in 
our supply room and furnished to the schools to 
be used for practice paper in number work, and 
this is only one of a thousand similar economies. 
The next largest bill, $3,605.10, is for repairs, 
mostly made through the superintendent of build- 
ings, and we have yet to learn of the unnecessary 
expenditure of one cent in this way. The next 
item in size, $3,315.60, is for board of truants, 
a county charge on which a reduction is impossi- 
ble. Power for motors at the manual training 
school and for ventilating in other schools has 
cost $1,339.29, a sum which cannot be reduced 
by the practice of any economy of which we know. 
For printing we have paid $1,587.50, a sum a half 
larger than last year, it is true, but an increase 
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for which we are not responsible. We have had 
no more work done, or certainly but little more, 
than in previous years, but the increase in the 
price of paper, a combination to raise prices for 
labor, and the restriction of competition to firms 
using the union label have conspired to increase 
expenses on some jobs a full one hundred per 
cent., though all such work has been done through 
the office of the purchasing agent who gets, of 
course, the lowest price possible. Space is lacking 
for a consideration of the few smaller items of 
current expenditure of a few dollars each which 
complete the list, but a good reason can be given 
for every one, and anybody who thinks that 
expenses should be reduced is challenged to tell 
us how. 


SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

In Ceutralville, the Varnum School is so 
crowded that it is forced to have one class in its 
assembly hall, and the West Sixth Street and 
Lakeview Avenue Schools have had numbers so 
large as to require two teachers in one room 
through the year. At the latter school there are 
no less than 115 pupils who desire to attend in 
one room, and it has been necessary to divide the 
class and restrict the attendance of each division 
to one session daily. Recently a cheap building 
of two rooms has been erected to relieve this 
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congestion, and the half-time pupils have been 
placed in it. This building, however, is intended 
for but temporary' use, and the need of a large 
brick building somewhere to the north of the 
present Lakeview Avenue School is very great 
indeed. The section is a growing one. It is the 
opinion of those best qualified to judge that one 
of the largest houses in the city will be needed 
here in the not far distant future. Land enough 
for such a building should, therefore, be purchased 
at once, and a house erected as soon as possible. 
Such a building need have but eight rooms for 
present use, or, possibly, but four, provided that 
it is planned for an addition of at least a dozen 
more. It has been greatly needed for a year ; but 
for the erection of the portable building just 
referred to the distress today would be greater 
than ever, and the discomfort which now exists 
must necessarily increase every year until a new 
building is in condition to occupy. The committee 
for 1902 will undoubtedly ask the City Council 
for- a school-house west of Bridge Street in Cen- 
tralville very early in the year ; we bespeak for 
their request the support of all good citizens. 

The Highland School has today five rooms 
with more than fifty pupils to the room, and has 
one class seated in its assembly hall. On account 
of the difficulty in heating the hall forenoons in 
zero weather the pupils have been frozen out nine 
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half-days this winter already, and parents are 
very properly complaining. For two years this 
school has been subjected to very great discom- 
forts from overcrowding, and it is only fair that 
relief should now be provided just as soon as 
possible. This relief should take the form of an 
eight-room addition to the rear of the present 
building, or of a new building somewhere to the 
south of Parker Street. 

The Lincoln school-house now has in it a full 
hundred primary school children in two rooms — 
children who have been crowded out of the 
Howard and Grand Street schools. Every room 
in the building is now occupied, and the children 
who should come to it by promotion in February 
cannot be received. The Grand Street house of 
two rooms is too poor to be used anyway, and 
relief to the whole section should take the form 
of an eight-room school-house somewhere to the 
south of Grand Street. To it should be removed 
the two rooms at Howard Street, the two from 
Grand Street, the two overflows now in the 
Lincoln, and the two rooms left unoccupied would 
be but a preparation all too small for the increase 
of numbers sure to come soon in this rapidly grow- 
ing part of our city. 

The need of new houses which we thus pre- 
sent is not new, but it is real, is serious in the 
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present, and must grow more burdensome all the 
time until the relief is provided for which we 
now ask.

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SCHOOL CENSUS AND ATTENDANCE. 

The census T)f ^"school children taken in September, 
1901, recorded the names of 14,593 children between five 
and fifteen years of age, a number less than that of 1900 
by 1 17. The decrease of polls in the same time was 778, 
so that a decrease in the number of children was antici- 
pated. The number of polls in the city, b}^ the way, 
is 273 less than five years ago, but the number of children 
found by the census takers in 3901 is larger by 974 than 
the number similarly reported in 1896, a fact which would 
seem to indicate that the work of census taking is now 
well done. The enrolment, number belonging, and average 
attendance of pupils in school in 1901, given in the pre- 
ceding tables of statistics, all show a slight gain over 
1900, a matter of congratulation when made in the face of 
a large decrease of polls and an actual, though smaller, 
decrease in children of school age. The gain in average 
number belonging in five years has been 705, a rather 
surprising fact when we recall the other fact, just noted, 
that the polls have decreased 273 in the same time. 

The census was taken by the truant officers again 
this year, as has been the case since 1898. In their 
house to house canvass they found but few children of 
school age, probably not more than 40, who were not in 
school. The most of these had recent ly come to the city, 
or were moving from one residence to another in the city, 
and all such promised to begin school attendance at once. 
To make sure that such promises were kept they were 
visited later, or were inquired for at school, and all, or 
very nearly all, were found in school. In one or two 
cases only did some parent ignorant of the law aver, as 
did one, that he was the “ boss of his own child, and 
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should send him to .school or not, as he pleased.’' All 
such were promptly convinced of their mistake, and the 
attendance of the children was enforced. In one case 
parents were prosecuted for failure to send children to 

school, and a conviction was easily secured with satisfac- 
tory results. It is hardly probable that any parent intelli- 
gent enough to read a report of the school committee is 
so ignorant of the law as to be likely to make a mistake 

on this point, and yet its exact terms are probably so 

little known that it may be worth while to give it here; 
It is as follows : — 

“Section 31 of Chapter 496 of the Acts of 1898. Any 
person having under his control a child between seven and 
fourteen years of age who fails for five day sessions or 
ten half day sessions within any period of six months 
while under such control, to cause such child to attend 
school as required by section twelve of this act, ,the 

physical or mental condition of such child not being such 
as to render his attendance at school harmful or imprac- 
ticable, upon complaint by a truant officer, and conviction 
thereof, shall forfeit and pay a fine of not more than 
twenty dollars. Any person who induces or attempts to 
induce any child to absent himself unlawfully from school, 
or employs or harbors while school is in session any child 
absent unlawfully from school, shall forfeit and pay a fine 
of not more than fifty dollars. 

Section 32. Police, municipal and district courts, trial 
justices, and judges of probate courts, shall have jurisdic- 
tion of all cases arising under this act.” 

I am in hearty sympathy with this law, and shall con- 
tinue to urge its enforcement whenever and wherever it is 
needlessly broken. 
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APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES- 

The appropriations for the support of schools in 1901 
were $298,000 and the expenditures $296,144.67. The 
question of the proper and economical use of the sum ap- 
propriated is so fully and so conclusively discussed in the 
report of the committee on reports, as to need no further 
comment here. It ought to be noted, however, that about 
$5000 of this year’s expenses were for furniture and equip- 
ment at the High School annex, and for the repairs of 
the building used for a kindergarten on Charles Street. 
Some of these items will not appear at all in next 3’ear’s 
expenses, and others will be much reduced. Salaries, 
however, will inevitably be larger. We shall begin the 
new year with five more teachers in actual service than 
were at work last January, and the growth of the com- 
mercial department in the High School will surely require 
the employment of two and possibly three more teachers 
there next September. Last September the salaries of 
the sixteen young ladies who form the practice class, and 
who are steadily employed as teachers at the Training 
School, was raised from $200 to $300. As these young 
ladies are all college or normal school graduates, and as 
their work in the Training School is as hard as any they 
are ever likely to be called upon to do, $300 will not proba- 
bly seem to most people to be excessive payment for their 
services, but whether it is or not they are now receiving 
it and this fact will increase salaries in 1902 by about 
$1000. The total increase of salaries will, therefore, a 
little more than balance the decrease in bills, and the ex- 
penses of the department in 1902 will be slightly larger 
than in 1901. The sum of $300,000 will be asked for, 
and expenditures cannot possibly be much less than 
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that sum while schools are maintained at their present 
standard. 

In one particular at least the expenses should, I be- 
lieve, be larger. I refer to the matter of furniture, black- 
boards, window shades, etc, Each of the 278 school 
rooms in actual use has in it at least a desk and three 

chairs for the teacher, fifty or more seats and desks for 

the pupils (13,880 permanent seats in all) a clock, call 
bell, thermometer, etc., and some of them have cabinets, 
book cases, tables, portable blackboards, window boxes for 
flowering plants, etc., etc. The rooms average four or 
more windows apiece, and each must be provided with a 
shade. Each room has large blackboard surface which, in 
all but the newer houses which have slate boards, must 
be repainted each year to keep it in reasonable condition. 
For such repainting about $600 was paid in 1900; in 1901 
considerably less was expended, due to a possibly mis- 
taken attempt at economy on my part. Several of the 

schools have electric clocks, bells, etc., the repairs on 

which cost $673.53 in 1901, a sum almost certain to be 
exceeded in 1902. In connection with repairs some new 
work is also done. Permanent book cases have been 
added to some rooms, shelves placed in closets, etc., the 
largest expense of this kind this year being some quite 
extensive changes in the shelves and cases at the physical 
laboratories in the High school at a cost of nearly $300. 
Some new furniture has to be bought, too, each year, to 
replace that which has been broken or worn out, or to 
equip a new room. Now the total cost of all these re- 
pairs and renewals in 1901 was but $3600, of which 
$2,271 was paid to the superintendent of buildings for 
labor and material. This sum is far too small for the 
purpose intended. Some seats and desks have not been 
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scraped or varnished within the memory of man, and the 
desks still bear the marks of those old times when the 
boys got in their manual work on the furniture. Some 
blackboards, too, are beyond the possibility of repair, and 
should be replaced by slate. In addition to the usual 
and ordinary repairs such as have been made in 1901 I 
shall ask, therefore, for a small special appropriation to 
be used solely in renovating or replacing some of the 
worst of our school room seats and desks and for a sim- 
ilar sum for new slate blackboards. Both of these ex- 
penditures will, I believe, prove true economies in the end. 

As regards the school expenses of Lowell it may be 
of interest to note that the Bulletin of the Department 
of Labor of September 1900, gives the statistics of the 
129 largest cities of the United States with regard to 
school expenses. Of the 23 of these cities which are lo- 
cated in New England the average per cent, of school 
expenditures to the total assessed property tax was 27, 
and Lowell stands at the bottom of the list, at 19. I 
can see that the report is in error as regards Lowell, due 
to the fact that most cities include the pay of janitors and 
cost of all repairs and renewals in their school expenses 
while with us these items are charged to another depart- 
ment. Had these expenses been included in Lowell’s 
total expense, as should have been done to make the com- 
parison a fair one, our per cent. w T ould have been raised 
to 23, and we should have risen from the position at the 
bottom of the list to hold, in company with Brockton, the 
seventeenth place. This position, though, would indicate 
that we are far from lavish in our school expenditures as 
compared with our neighbors.

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The School Street and Hadley Street houses are not 
now in use, and the occupancy of the Mammoth Road 
house has been left for some years to the Pawtucketville 
Library Association, while the Mann, old Bartlett, old 
Moody, and Aiken Avenue houses are used only for 
evening school purposes. The Lakeview Avenue annex, 
so-called, is a temporary building erected to relieve an 
over-crowded school. It stands on leased land, and has 
no cellar or sanitaries separate from those of the old house. 
It cost but $1500, and took only three or four weeks to 
erect, but it answers its purpose very well indeed. Its 
two rooms are of good size, are clean, fresh, well lighted 
and in every way comfortable and attractive. So far we 
have had no trouble at all in keeping them warm. 
Indeed, my fear now is that the building will be con- 
sidered so good a substitute for the permanent building 
we ought to have in the same section that the erection 
of the latter will be delayed. The Aiken Avenue house 
is a similar building erected to meet an emergency several 
years ago, and continued in use for evening school pur- 
poses for which it answers well. Its exceedingly^ small 
consumption of coal is due to the fact that its two coal 
stoves are much helped out by some gas stoves which are 
so convenient and so. easily cared for that they are used 
more than I wish they were. This building and the one 
at West London Street are also on leased land. 

Omitting the unoccupied and temporary^ rooms and 
those occupied only by evening school scholars it appears 
that we have 21 rooms yet heated by the old fashioned 
stove, by the use of 96 tons of coal, or less than five 
tons apiece on an average for four years; 68 rooms heated 
by furnaces (only two of the four rooms at Sycamore 
street being heated or counted) with an expenditure of

798 tons of coal, or nearly 12 tons apiece, and 203 rooms 
heated by steam involving a use of 2030 tons of coal, or 
exactly 10 tons apiece. The conclusion is evident. Steam 
or furnace heat may be the best for the health and comfort 
of the pupils, though of this there is some doubt, but 
the cost is certainly more than doubled by its use. 

In the rooms heated by furnaces the difference be- 
tween the largest and smallest consumption of coal is not 
great in any case, but such differences in the case of 
steam heating are noteworthy. The best results in the 
city are shown at the Colburn where that prince of jan- 
itors, Mr. Finnegan, heats eight rooms, and warms them 
well all the time both day and evening, with 41 tons of 
coal ; the most expensive house is the Carter Street build- 
ing in which 135 tons are used to heat the same number 
of rooms so poorly that more or less of them have to be 
dismissed nearly ever}' time we have really cold weather. 
The plant was utterly inadequate when first tried, was 
improved a little the next year, at a heavy additional ex- 
pense, and now at its best does its work so poorly that 
it ought to be radically changed at once. The unnec- 
essary excess of expense for coal at this building amounts 
to over $300 a year, and this is too heavy a tax to be 
borne longer by a helpless school department without com- 
plaint. Of the four room houses the ones using least 
coal are the West Sixth Street, Tenth Street and Worthen 
Street buildings ; those which burn most can easily be 
found by any one who cares to examine the tabulated 
results. 

The totals just given seem to show that furnaces re- 
quire more coal than do steam boilers to do a given 
amount of heating. I had not expected this result, nor 
am I now sure that the apparent difference is a real one. 
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All the buildings warmed by furnaces have modern 
methods of ventilation, while many of the older buildings 
which are heated by steam are not so equipped, and this 
makes a great difference in the amount of heat required. 
The Bartlett, for instance, a well ventilated building heated 
by steam, uses more coal per room than is used at the 
Moody which is heated by furnaces. But however it 
may be in the expense for coal there is no doubt at all 
in my mind of the very great superiority of the dry san- 
itaries which usually accompany the furnace system over 
the water closets which are generally used in the other 
houses. The sanitaries (dry closets) at the High School, 
with eight years testing, have always been as near perfect 
as anything for the same purpose which I have eve£ seen, 
while water closets everywhere are always getting out of 
order, are often offensive, are of large expense at first, 
and of frequent cost for repairs ever afterwards. 

The school houses of the city are generally in fair 
condition, and some of them, especially the newer ones, 
are in excellent order, a fact which reflects great credit 
on the superintendent of buildings in whose care they are. 
Very many of them, however, are in pressing need of 
painting, whitening, tinting, varnishing, etc., for which he 
has no money. In the school report of another city I see 
it stated that two per cent, of the valuation is considered 
a fair amount to be expended to keep buildings in good 
condition. A less expenditure is declared to be mistaken 
economy, in that it allows buildings to deteriorate so as 
to involve heavier expense for extensive repairs or for re- 
newals, at a little later date. Such an appropriation for 
the maintenance of our school houses would be over 
$33,000 ; the amount which our superintendent was able to 
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use for this purpose in 1900 was $18,478 and in 19m was 
$17,586! Comment is needless. 

The need of new houses has been discussed so 
thoroughly by the school committee in the report which 
precedes my own that additional comment here is out of 
order. I shall be glad, however, to be allowed the op- 
portunity of most heartily endorsing every word which is 
said by the committee on this subject. 

HIGH SCHOOL ANNEX. 

The building situated at the corner of Paige and John 
streets and known as the High School ^ annex has been 
completed during the year and two-thirds of its rooms are 
now in daily use, furnishing a most welcome relief to the 
High School. The west end of the building was, indeed, 
sufficiently advanced to be occupied by the manual train- 
ing department of the High School in September, 1900, 
but the rest of the building was not in condition to use 
until late in the spring of 1901. The building is a fine 

one, and is well adapted to the use for which it was 

intended. 

The lot at the corner of John and Paige streets was 
purchased by the city in 1895 at a cost of $18,000. It 

is 224 feet long by a fraction less than 80 feet wide, con- 

taining 16,737 square feet. Of the width of the lot 9^ 
feet are reserved as the half of a 19-foot passage way 

which must forever be kept open. The building now 

erected upon this lot is 220 x 65 feet, occup}dng 14,300 
square feet, a space only 1,658 square feet less than that 
occupied by the old building on Kirk and Anne streets. 
Like the old building the new one is of brick, and has a 

height of three stories. The lower or basement floor has, 
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in addition to boiler room, sanitaries and dressing rooms, 
a drill hall 152 x 6r feet, which is certainly one of the 
finest in New England. Thirty feet of the whole west 
end of the building is reserved for manual training, and 
the third floor has a drawing room 58 x 27 feet. The 

rest of the building is divided into class and recitation 

rooms. North Carolina pine is used for finish, and the 
building is heated by steam, mainly indirect radiation with 
a little auxiliary direct radiation to be used if necessary 

in extremely cold weather. Circulation of air for heating 
and ventilation is secured by a fan driven by an electric 
motor. The electric clocks are connected with the master 
clock of the old building so as to avoid possible variations 
which would make confusion when classes change build- 
ings for a part of their recitations. The two buildings 
are also connected by private telephone so that the master 
of the High School can communicate with teachers in the 
annex at any time almost as well as he can with those 
of his own building, and the whole building and equip- 
ment is generally ver\^ satisfactory. 

SCHOOL YARDS. 

As will be seen by the figures given on a preceding 
page the grounds surrounding the most of our school 
houses are at least respectable in point of size. They 

are generally well fenced, are provided with concrete walks 
leading to the outer doors of the houses, and are kept 
reasonably clean by the janitors. Very little attempt, 
however, has ever been made to beautify any of them by 
grading, turfing, planting trees for shade or flowering 
plants for their beauty. The superintendent of buildings 
has had no money to expend for this purpose, and teachers, 
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pupils and citizens generally have evidently not considered 
it their business. “Let the city do it; my taxes are big 
enough,” the response of one man whom I tried to in- 
terest in the matter, probably represents the feeling of 
nearly all those who have ever thought of the subject at 
all. It is evident, however, that the city will not, per- 
haps cannot, do what is needed, and if it is done, as I 
believe it should be, we, the schools and the public, must 
do it ourselves. 

In the last two or three years the first' steps, I am 
happy to say, have been taken in a few schools. At 
Cross street a yard which had not a green leaf in it has 
been dug up next the fences by its janitor, has been fer- 
tilized with dressing contributed by the superintendent of 
streets, has been sown and planted by the teachers 
and pupils, with the most gratifying results. Some pictures 
of the flowers and foliage taken by one of the teachers 
of the school are so fine that I greatly regret my in- 
ability to reproduce them here. At the new Moody 
Street school the large yard was as bare when the school 
entered its new quarters three years ago as it possibly 
could be. The principal, whose love for and apprecia- 
tion of nature is as great as that of any one I know, 
was so distressed by the bareness of her surroundings 
that she herself went to the woods with her pupils, took 
up a half dozen pine trees six or eight feet tall, and set 
them in a row at the back of her yard. Those who 
know anything of tree planting know that it is very diffi- 
cult indeed to transplant pines, and to add to the 
difficulty in this case there was no soil, only gravel, in 
which to set them. *To my surprise, however, the trees 
all lived, a result probably due to the fact that they were 
set so soon after they were taken from the woods that 
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their roots had no time in which to get dry. Later some 
maples were set in front, and last spring a “rockery” 
was constructed by the children and teachers and planted 
with flowers, mostly wild ones, to become a thing of 
beauty all through the summer and fall. For this bit of 
gardening loam had to be procured outside, the surface 
of the yard being ledge or gravel. 

At the Varnum school a lecture given by the master 
a year or more ago netted a sum which justified some 
expense on the school yard, and fifty dollars were paid to 
an expert for preparing the soil and planting shrubs and 
vines. One end of the yard, 220 feet long, is faced by 
a low bank wall. The vines and shrubs were set along 
this wall, and were in part trained back upon it. A 
little farther from the wall strips of well enriched loam 
15 feet in length were assigned to the pupils of each 
room, and in these narrow beds the children planted low 
flowering plants. The plan proved a most gratifying suc- 
cess. The children were greatly interested, the plants 
were all well cared for, and the results were all that could 
be expected. At neither of these schools was any flower 
or plant injured or removed by any one outside the school, 
a thing of which there had been some fears. That any 
one connected with the school should be anything other 
than an admiring guardian of the flowers was not ex- 
pected and did not happen. I commend the work of 
these schools to the teachers and pupils of all other 
schools of the city. 

I do not think, however, that teachers and children 
should do this work alone. The condition of school yards 
ought to be a matter of local interest and pride. In 
country towns Village Improvement Associations have put 
in order and done more or less to beautify the yards of 
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several hundred rural schools in the last year or two. 
Lowell is not rural, but that is a reason why we should 
do more rather than less than our country cousins, and I 
wish that some local organization of citizens could be 
formed to do for our school yards, especially those in the 
suburbs, that which is being so well done elsewhere. The 
Women’s Club has earned the gratitude of all lovers of 
trees by their efforts to protect the shade trees of our 
streets. If the Club is sighing for other worlds to con- 
quer I suggest that the school yards offer them a task 
commensurate with their powers a,nd their public spirit.

In the death of Miss Hardy the schools lose one of 
their most faithful and conscientious teachers. Never very 
strong physically she so conserved her strength as to be 
but rarel}^ absent from her post of duty, and to her school 
she gave her whole life with unswerving devotion. Modest 
and retiring she was not very widely known, but those 
who knew her best loved her most. 

Of those who resigned but two, Miss Brown and Mr. 
Graves, did so from ill health. Capt. Greig is now an 
officer in the regular army, and resigned his position 
with us 011I3" when about to remove from the city. Mr. 
Barnard has entered the Harvard Law School. Misses Burr 
and Alvord went to more attractive positions elsewhere, 
and all the rest, nine in number, resigned to marry. Of 
those absent on leave Miss Keese is at Sharon, Mass., not 
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yet well enough to resume teaching, Miss Everett is in 
Boston, Miss Coburn in Cambridge, and Misses Blandin and 
Magoon are in the service of the United States govern- 
ment as teachers in the Philippine Islands. Both are in 
good health, have fine positions, and report themselves as- 
enjoying the country and their work very much. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

The average number of students belongfng to the High 
School in 1901 was 803, a gain of 26 over the number be- 
longing in 1900. The number belonging December 31 is 825,. 
a fuither gain of 22. 

The principal event of the year was the relief from 
overcrowding provided by the opening of the annex. This, 
too, has afforded a much needed and long desired oppor- 
tunity for the High School regiment to drill, at the hour 
most appropriate for such exercise, in commodious quarters 
without marching to the Armory at a time when its 
members should have been going to their mid day meal. 
To the commercial department the change has also been 
of especial value. Its new rooms are equipped economi- 
cally it is true, but with a careful regard to effectiveness 
which leaves little to be desired. The number of students 
now doing first year work in this department is 118 and 
the number doing second year work is 147. Of the latter 
number 89 entered the class in September, 1900; 41 are 

students who entered earlier but have since elected book- 
keeping instead of some study they had at first intended 
to take, and four others are post graduates of the 
school who have returned to take up this work. These 
facts show the manifest popularity of the course. The 
second year class is taught bookkeeping by Mr. Colton 
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who will take it further in actual business practice next 
year while stenography and typewriting will be added. 

Permanent quarters for the manual training department 
proved attractive to a slightly larger number of students 
than usual last September, the entering class numbering 
at present, after a little sifting, 54. The second year 
class numbers 29 and the third 15, while seven others are 
taking a special course in drawing as a part of their 
preparation for the Institute of Technology or some other 
scientific school. , 

The changes in the rules for the government of the 
High School in regard to examinations, promotions, mark- 
ing, etc., made by the school committee in 1900, and the 
new arrangement of the courses of study which was au- 
thorized in the same year, have all worked admirably. 
Some quite extensive changes in the rules for the High 
School regiment which were made in June of this year 
have also worked well in practice, and are giving good 
satisfaction to teachers and students. A change in the 
method of organizing the school which was made last Sep- 
tember also seems to be a long step in advance. While 
the school was small and its courses were few and narrow 
the school could meet in September and be organized in 
a day or two. With increasing numbers, more courses, 
and liberal opportunities for election of studies in different 
courses, the problem became every 3^ear more and more 
complex and difficult, and the time required to organize 
and get to work was corresponding^ lengthened. In 1900 
the master and a part of the teachers met pupils, and 
those of their parents who chose to come, at the school 
a week before the opening of the term and helped mate- 
rially by their advice and suggestions to secure an advance 
selection of courses. Last year a further step in the same 
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direction was taken. Copies of the course of study with 
such notes and suggestions as seemed likely to be helpful 
were sent to each grammar school in May, and to each 
applicant who took the examination for the High School 
in June, together w 7 ith blanks to be filled out by all who 
intended coming to the school in September, stating what 
studies would be taken. The masters of the grammar 
schools rendered most valuable assistance in helping their 
pupils to decide upon courses, and the master of the 
High School also spent a day, or a part of a day, at 
each grammar school and rendered further help in the same 
direction. Similar slips were filled out by all the students 
in the High School, and with this data in his hands the 
master was able to have his school so well organized on 
paper before it came together in September that recitations 
began in all the classes the second morning and have con- 
tinued on the same line each day since. The advantage 
of this method of organizing is obvious. The difficulty of 
making changes in September is also obvious, and parents 
will greatly assist the school if they will see that their 
children make an early selection, of studies and report the 
same to the master in June. 

The graduating exercises of the school were held in 
Huntington Hall, Thursday • evening, June 27. In ac- 
cordance with the custom of many years the program, 
names of the graduates and of the Carney medal scholars 
are given herewith.

PRIMARY AND GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

In these schools there have been no considerable changes 
in numbers, rooms, or plan of work. In text books the 
only important change has been the substitution of The 
Mother Tongue, Books I and II, for the grammar and 
language books previously in use in the grammar schools. 
A considerable amount of supplementary reading has also 
been added in both grades of schools. In fact, so far as 
quantity is concerned, we now have enough ; for the future 
additions need only be made as books appear which are 
improvements on those we have. This, of course, we may 
properly do, as such additions add but slightly if at all 
to the expense for text books. Pupils must be provided 
with books to read, with all the books, in fact, that they 
have time to read in school, and whether they read one 
book or another makes little difference in expense. If 
pupils have but one book from which to read they wear 
it out soon ; if they have several from which they read 
in turn the books last just so much longer, and while the 
first cost is greater, the final expense is not increased. 
Indeed it is not infrequently decreased, since introduc- 
tion or exchange rates can often be secured for a new 
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book which makes it cost considerabty less than one already 
“on the list.” 

Ten years ago we had little more than one series of 
“ authorized ” readers in the primary schools. At that 
time the plan was formed of adding one or more books 
each year, and as none have been dropped the list now 
includes more than a dozen series of regular readers, two 
series of science readers, a history reader, Miss Davis's 
Stories of United States History for Youngest Readers, 
and a geographical reader, Carroll’s Around the World, 
Book I. No one teacher has all these books, since no 
school needs them all, but each has all she can use to 
advantage, and the only cause of complaint is that I am 
not willing to have any old set of books discarded while 
in good condition for the sake of getting something newer 
as to date but with no other considerable advantage. 
When any set of books is worn out each teacher is at 
liberty to order another of the same kind, or one of a 
different kind at her option, and any teacher whose class 
has read what she has on hand has the privilege of order- 
ing an additional set at any time. These sets, though, 
have not usually been equal in number of books to the 
number of pupils in the room. The teacher in the low- 
est primary gathers her children about her in groups of 
about ten, and that number of books of one kind has 
been considered sufficient. Uately I have increased this 
number to 15. In the next grade classes are larger, and 
20 books constitute a “set," while 25 are allowed in the 
third grade. This seems to me to be a reasonable basis 
of distribution, though some think the numbers should be 
doubled. One teacher, indeed, returned to the supply 
room 25 books with the explanation that if she could not 
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have 50 she wanted none at all. She was, of course, al- 
lowed her choice. 

While reading is, in my opinion, the most important 
subject taught in any grade the time devoted to it is 
much less in grammar schools than in the primaries, and 
the need of many books is not, therefore, so great. But 
the grammar - schools are also now pretty well supplied. 
Six complete series of readers are now at the service of 
the masters, while other books like the Masterpieces of 
American Literature, Hawthorne’s Wonder Book, Burroughs’ 
Birds and Bees and Sharp Eyes, Defoe’s Robinson Crusoe, 
etc., provide literature in complete books or articles. The 
three lower grades are also provided with a history apiece, 
for reading, and with one of two series of geographical 
readers. The sixth and seventh grades also have a Greek 
and an English history reader. 

The number of pupils in a grade and their average 
age, are always matters of some interest. Following is a 
statement of numbers and ages of pupils belonging in 
December, 1901, in all the grades of the elementary and 
High Schools : —

At the same time there were 238 children doing first 
year work in the kindergartens with an average age of 4 
years, and 21 1 doing second year work with an average 
age of 4 years, 11 months. 
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The large number of pupils doing first year primary 
work as compared with those doing second year work is 
not a surprise, as attendance is irregular in that year and 
children often absent for long periods, perhaps through an 
entire winter, remain in the class for more than a year. 
The average age is made higher everywhere except in the 
High School and in the upper grammar grades by the 
presence of many pupils of foreign birth whose inability to 
speak or read English keeps them in a low grade when 
their years and maturity would place them much farther 
up. One primary principal reported the second year class 
in her school as averaging a full year older than the third 
year class, and when I suggested that the figures had been 
tiansposed she proved that she was correct, the explana- 
tion being the presence in the second room of a lot of 
big boys who have just come to us from some land where 
educational advantages are far below our own. It will be 
noticed that the average age in the tenth, or first High School, 
3^ear is remarkably low, a credit to all our schools. 

OVERWORK IN SCHOOLS. 

It has been quite the custom for certain platform ora- 
tors and for a certain class of newspapers to assert from 
time to time that pupils in schools are generally suffering 
much from overwork. The strongest article of this kind 
I have ever seen appeared as an editorial in the Ladies’ 
Home Journal a year or so ago. It was asserted that 
teachers knew and deprecated the harm they were doing, 
but dared not say so for fear of getting the ill will of the 
superintendent. However this may be elsewhere it is 
obviously not true of Lowell, and I sent a letter to all 
teachers of primary and grammar grades asking for facts 
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on this point with entire confidence that I should get a 
frank and correct answer. From the whole city, however, 
I could get a record of but one child who seemed to have 
been injured by .school work, and this case was compli- 
cated by the fact that the child in question was in very 
delicate health before she came to school, that coming at 
all was a doubtful experiment, and that as she seemed to 
grow worse rather than better after attending a few weeks 
it was thought best to discontinue the experiment. That 
children who are sick at home should also be sick at 
school is to be expected, but of normal children with no 
other reasons for breaking down than grow out of too 
hard study at school our teachers do not know. 

In a more recent issue of the same Journal a full 
page is given to extracts from letters of pupils, parents, 
teachers and physicians referring to cases of break down 
in school, which frequently ended in death. These ex- 
tracts are chosen and collated with the very greatest skill, 
and altogether they have an effect to make one’s flesh 
creep more than any other murder story I ever read. 
The following are specimens : — 

“She graduated, but she never recovered, and in two 
years we had no daughter.” 

“ Two lovely children passed away last year entirely 
from being pushed at school.” 

“ From a hospital bed, at the age of twenty-five, I 
now pray each day for the opening of parent’s eyes.’’ 

“Brain fever at twelve, — and now we are left alone.” 

“A beautiful niece in a private asylum is a sorrow- 
ful tribute to modern schooling.” 

Now if the foregoing extracts, a few from a large 
number, correctly represent conditions which are common, 
then all our schools should be closed or radically change^ 
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at once, for I at least am one who agrees thoroughly with 
President Hall’s dictum that “ a ton of knowledge gained 
nt the expense of an ounce of health costs too much.” 
But while admitting that there may be exceptional cases 
whose record might be as quoted I am sure, on the other 
hand, that our schools as a whole make for health of body 
as well as mind, and I am confirmed in this opinion by 
a fairly wide experience, b} T a not inconsiderable amount 
of observation, and by much testimony from teachers. 
Study, even hard stud} r , is healthful, and when it is not 
associated with late hours, social dissipations and unwhole- 
some food, or with excessive stor} r reading, I do not be- 
lieve that the hours given to it in our schools ever cause 
a healthy child, to break down. And until a pupil enters 
the High School scarcely any study is required out of 
school in Howell. The High School with no afternoon 
session, requires, of course, that as much time shall be 
given to study at home as would be given in school if 
there were another session at the school house. 

Several of the letters in the Journal were from parents 
who stated that they had visited the schools and begged 
that their children should not be so overworked, and begged 
in vain. “ Protest availed nothing ” says one, “ the prin- 
cipal could give me no assurance of things being different’’ 
says another, while a third was told by the teacher that 
the work was demanded and “she (the teacher) must do 
as she was told.” No such answers, would, I think, be 
possible in Howell. Certainly no school official, whether 
teacher or superintendent, wishes any pupil to be pushed 
beyond his strength, or to the extreme limit of his 
strength, in school. If any pupil needs to go more slowly 
it is his uugrudged privilege. This, however, is unfort- 
unately true in school as elsewhere in life that one who 
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goes faster than another will go further in the same time, 
and one who goes more slowly will drop behind. This is 
a matter, in school at least, of the deepest regret, but it 
is a law of nature and we know of no way of changing 
it, though we often do, so far as promotions are con- 
cerned, advance the slow ones as fast as their abler mates, 
and those often absent as fast as those who attend all the 
time. One or two of the letters hint at something else. 
“It was music and painting added to a tired brain. Now 
our house is still, a monument to our thoughtlessness. 

“ I now have,” writes a physician, “ four promising young 
women in a sanitarium, the combined result of over study 
and evening dances.” A large majority of students in 
secondary schools are also taking private lessons in music 
dancing or 'painting, or in more than one of these, and it 
is hardly fair that resulting weariness .should be charged 
to the school alone. 

In conformity to state law children are admitted to 
primary schools at the age of five. With a majority of 
children this early age does no particular harm, though I 
should much prefer a date later by one year, but there 
is always a minority who are too young to do the work. 
Usually these simply mark time for a 3 T ear, and suffer no 
greater harm than an acquired lack of interest and a state 
of content with a snail like rate of progress which tends 
towards anything but good work in school. If, however, 
these immature minds are really crowded, if the attempt 
is seriously made to get them to do things for which the}" 
are not sufficiently mature, I can see that harm may be 
done. At the other end of our school system comes a 
college course in the High School which is undoubtedly 
beyond the capacity of some students to master in four 
years. We advise five years for this course, but a nia- 
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jority can do it in four, and those who cannot do this, at 
least without risk of harm, are unwilling to drop behind 
their mates and so may sometimes suffer. I do not know 
of any one who has ruined health in the effort to take 
this course in the .shorter time nor do I see that the 
school is responsible if evil has been done. We cannot, 
so far as I can see, arrange our courses differently at this 
point. If, therefore, harm ever does follow the attempt to 
do in four years what should be extended to five^ the fault 
is in the student or the parent. 

In a tolerably long experience as student and teacher 
I have found failure of health in school to be connected 
with late hours in more than nine cases out of ten. It 
matters not whether the late hours are the result of “ burn- 
ing the midnight oil ” in study, or whether the}" are 
passed in social dissipations such as balls, parties, dances, 
the theatre, etc., the final result, so far as health is con- 
cerned, is much the same. And parents may, I believe, 
continue to send their children to our schools in the be- 
lief that they are conserving their bodily and mental health 
rather than endangering it provided that they" insist upon 
a regular attendance at school, wholesome food at reg- 
ular hours, a reasonable amount of healthful recreation, or 
manual labor, a carefully restricted amount of novel read- 
ing, and an early bedtime at home. 

All the same I am very glad of this page in the 
January Home Journal. In a personal letter the editor 
states that the state superintendent of schools in New York 
has ordered 10,000 copies for distribution among the teachers 
of his state. In my opinion it is needed by parents ten 
times as much as by teachers, and I speak now as a 
parent myself as well as a schoolman, and I should be 
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glad to have it read by every parent in Lowell, and by 
every teacher too for that matter. 

KINDERGARTENS. 

One new kindergarten has been opened this year, in 
response to a largely signed petition of parents, in the 
previously unoccupied room at Plain street. The prevalence 
of measles and diphtheria, and in .some places a little fear 
of small pox, have tended to decrease attendance at the 
kindergartens, blit with the children who were able and 
willing to attend the}" have all continued through the year the 
same good work which has made them so popular in the past. 

TRAINING SCHOOL. 

As a school for children the Training School consists, 
as has been the case for some years, of eight rooms in 
the Colburn School building and five in the primary school 
building on Charles street. The teaching is done in part 
by a principal and nine elected teachers, and in part by 
sixteen young ladies who constitute what is known as the 
practice class. The latter remain for a term of one year, 
and are paid $300 for their services. If their work has 
been satisfactory they are placed, at the end of the year, 
upon an accepted list of candidates for positions as temp- 
orary or permanent teachers in our schools, with a promise 
of a position in the first vacancy which occurs. 

Candidates for the practice class must be graduates of 
a college or a normal school. The present class consists 
of five graduates of colleges and eleven graduates of a 
normal school. So far the applicants who are college grad- 
uates have not been numerous enough to make it impossi- 
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ble to receive all who applied, but the graduates of a 
normal school have been more numerous, and as it has 
been considered impossible, or unadvisable, to take them 
all the selection was made in 1901 by an examination 
which was practically competitive. Unless the present rules 
shall be changed the same course will be followed in 1902 
This examination in 1901 was by means of questions on 
the ordinary grammar school studies, and a test in meth- 
ods and in the conduct of a class of children at the 
Training School. Applications for admission to this class 
should be made early in June. 

The graduating exercises of the class for 1901 were 
held in Huntington Hall, June 17. The names of the 
graduates will be found in the appendix following the list 
of elected teachers. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION. 

Medical and sanitary inspection and supervision of 
schools is common in the cities of England, France and 
Germany, and is increasing in favor in this country. 
Boston adopted it in 1894, New York did the same two 
or three years later, and their example has already been 
followed by about twenty-five other cities, while a still 
larger number are now giving the subject more or less 
favorable consideration. The objects aimed at are mainly 
two : one to reveal and correct unsanitary conditions of 
any kind and so improve the healthfulness of the schools, 
and the other to detect contagious and infectious diseases 
while still in a formative stage, and by the prompt removal 
of sick pupils improve the chances of their recovery and, 
perhaps, save their mates from contracting disease. In 
Boston the first month of such inspection revealed 104 
pupils sick with scarlet fever and 37 others with diphthe- 
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ria, and their prompt removal from the midst of healthy 
children was certainly a matter both desirable and im- 
portant. 

The question of medical inspection of schools in Low- 
ell was considered by the school committee in 1896, and 
met with sufficient favor to secure commendatory reports 
from the committee on hygiene and from a special com- 
mittee to whom it was referred. It finally failed, however, 
to pass the full board, and thereafter received no consid- 
eration for several years. 

This year has been notable for the prevalence of 
diphtheria in our city. The disease gained quite a foot- 
hold early in the year, increased during the vacation, and 
within a few weeks after the opening of the schools in 
September it" reached a maximum, since which it has been 
slowly subsiding. In all there were 803 cases and 117 
deaths. Great pains were taken to protect the schools so 
that in the opinion of the Board of Health, as well as 
ni} 7 own, children were on the average far safer in school 
than in the other places, in yards, and on the streets, 
where they would be likely to be if the schools were 
closed. Nevertheless, there was unquestionably much dan- 
ger that some infected pupil would spread the disease 
widely through the schools, and the old question of med- 
ical visits and inspection was revived in some minds. In 
the school committee the subject was brought up and re- 
ferred to the committee on school houses and hygiene at 
the November meeting, and the chairman of that commit- 
tee, Dr. Daly, made an able report in favor of it at the 
meeting Dec. 30. His plan proposed a corps of nine 
physicians, a number equal to the number of wards in the 
city, at a salary of $200 annually. The report was laid 
over for action in January, 1902. In the meantime the 
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prevalence of diphtheria has decreased, reducing the ap- 
parent need of such inspection, and in the lack of any 
strong demand for it on the part of parents the probability 
of favorable action is not great.

VACATION SCHOOLS. 

The fact that vacation schools and summer playgrounds- 
are new to Lowell may, perhaps, justify an account of 
them somewhat longer than would otherwise be appropriate. 

I11 1899 a summer playground was conducted in the 
Mann School yard, and in 1900 a summer school was 
maintained at the Franklin School house by the Middle- 
sex Women’s Club, at an expense, in addition to gifts 
and gratuitious service, of $200 a year. In 1901, in re- 
sponse to a petition from the ladies, the City Council ap- 
propriated $1,500 ‘‘to be expended under the direction of 
the superintendent of public schools in establishing a sys- 
tem of vacation schools.” The school committee assented 
to the giving of this service on the part of the superin- 
tendent, and, at his request, appointed a committee to ad- 
vise and direct in the work. 
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The sum appropriated was based 011 an estimate of 
the expenses of four schools, one each for manual training 
and for cooking, one playground, for very small children 
at the Mann school, and one playground, with some in- 
dustrial features for older children, at the Edson. In 
preparation for the first two schools the cooking room of 
the Free Church was engaged for cooking, and the per- 
mission of the school committee was obtained to use the 
High School annex for the manual training. It was de- 
cided to receive to these schools those children only who 
were over 12 and under 14 years of age, the reason for 
the latter limit being that children over 14 may legally be 
employed in vacation time, while those who are younger 
are condemned to lives of idleness by state law. Circu- 
lars were, therefore, sent to all the public and parochial 
schools of the city of grammar grade, asking for applica- 
tions from those boys between 12 and 14 who wished to 
take manual training, and from those girls of the same 
age who wished to take cooking. In response, over 300 
application cards were returned. This ensured schools, and 
teachers were at once engaged and classes organized. In 
manual training, where the city has 26 benches, it was 
decided to have classes as large as could be accommodated, 
to have three classes a day, at 7.30, 9 and 10.30 a. m., to 
continue the school on Saturdays and to have each class 
come on alternate days, so as to get three lessons a week, 
or 15 lessons in a term of five weeks. The six classes 
thus arranged for, with twenty-six to the class, provided 
for 156 pupils. Admission cards were sent to these, and 
the school opened Monday, July 1. The discrimination 
between applicants was made on a basis of age, the oldest 
being taken first, but the places of any who failed to ap- 
pear at first, or to continue to attend with absolute regu- 
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larity afterwards, were promptly given to others, so that 
the classes were kept full. 

A course of six simple exercises in woodworking was 
arranged, the articles made in all except the first being 
of a kind which could be taken away by the pupil and 
made useful at home. All of those who came regularly 
finished the prescribed exercises, and many did one or 
more extra ones, seven boys finishing nine and one boy 
doing ten. The total enrollment, including several who 
came but once, was 227; the average attendance 135. 
The teacher was Mr. Fred W. Putnam, a regular teacher 
of manual training in the High School, and he was as- 
sisted by Mr. Ralph Tarr who had recently been a student 
in the manual training course. Mr. Putnam was paid 
$4.00 a day and Mr. Tarr $ 1 . 00 . The cost of stock was 
$59.86; salaries $168, a total of $227.86, or $1.69 per pupil. 

In cooking it was believed that 16 pupils are as 
many as can reasonably be cared for by one teacher, and 
that three classes a day are as many as it is reasonable 
to expect one teacher to instruct. Classes were therefore 
arranged for 8 and 10 o’clock a. m., and 2 p. m , of each 
working day of the week, including Saturday, but the 
same pupils were to come only every third day, or twice 
a week. This provided for nine classes of 16 each, or 
144, and each received 12 lessons in the six weeks the 
school continued. Here, too, the places of pupils absent 
for a single session were promptly filled from the long 
waiting list, new admission cards being sent by mail each 
day if necessary. After the classes were fairly filled, how- 
ever, wdiich took about two weeks, absences became so 
rare that there was small chance for a new pupil to get 
into the school, and the order, attention and fidelity of 
those who could attend was most gratifying. Any pupil 
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who did not exemplify these qualities of a good student 
would have been promptly removed to make place for 
some more appreciative successor, but neither in the cook- 
ing school nor in the manual training was a single child 
sent away, nor was there ever need of repressive disci- 
pline. Only one teacher was employed at the cooking 
school, though she was provided with an efficient helper 
in preparing materials and in keeping the place clean and 
in order. The teacher, Miss Grace D. Bachelder of 
Boston, was paid $3.00 per day and her helper one- 
half that sum. The latter took care of the building so 
that no janitor was required. In all 36 recipes were 
taught, the children doing all the work. Many visitors 
can testify that some most appetizing dishes were prepared, 
and quite likely the privilege of sampling them was one 
of the attractions of the school. The number present at 
the first lesson was 105; at the last 111. Sixty-three 
attended the whole course and 48 others who were not 
fortunate enough to get in at the start came regularly to 
the end after once they had been admitted. When we re- 
member that this attendance was in spite of the discom- 
fort of a hot cook stove in a hot July this result is cer- 
tainly very remarkable. 

At the close of the term a dainty little “ cook book,” 
containing all the recipes used in the school, was printed, 
and a copy given to each pupil who remained to the end, 
a present as gratifying as it was unexpected. 

The cost of equipment and supplies, including $75 for 
rent, and the cost of the souvenir books, was $226.13; 
salaries were $162.00; total $388.13. 

In the Mann School house and yard a very different 
experiment was tried. Here the gates were opened to 
small children only, nominally to those between the ages 
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of 4 and 8 years. Those who came went first in the 
morning to the large assembly room (the drawing room of 
the art school which is the size of two ordinary school 
rooms) where they sat upon the floor, which their teacher 
preferred to the kindergarten chairs which are usually used 
in such places, and were entertained by stories told and 
read to them, by the exhibition of pictures, and by music, 
in part of which they joined. Orderly arrangement of the 
sitters was secured by the use of three concentric rings 
painted upon the floor as is done in kindergartens. Here 
I have more than once seen 150 children in such rapt at- 
tention that the traditional pin might have been heard had 
any one remembered to drop it. After a half hour or so 
inside an adjournment was had to the yard where swings, 
hammocks, sand piles, etc., engaged attention. The chil- 
dren were cared for by a principal and three assistants who 
joined them in their play and games, and helped them to 
the good time they all seemed to have. No discipline 
was necessary at any time. The need of a lunch soon 
became apparent, and after the first week a cup of milk 
was provided for each child at 10.30 o’clock. The hours 
were from 8.30 to 11.30, five days in the week, and the 
term lasted six weeks. 

The principal was paid $2.00 a day and her assist- 
ants $1.50. The largest attendance of children was 192; 
the average 133. The expense of the school for equip- 
ment and supplies, including the lunch and one electric 
car ride, were $76.21. Salaries, including the pay of a 
janitor forenoons at $ 1.00 a day were $193.50; total $269.71, 
an average of about $2.00 per child. 

At the Edson School the playground of the Mann w T as 
duplicated, and in addition some things of value in nature, 
art, history and music were taught to all except the very 
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youngest, while the older children were taught sewing and 
the cane seating of chairs. To these latter classes children 
of a dozen or more years old were admitted. The teachers 
here, as was necessary for the older pupils, provided a 
large amount of pictures, story books, etc., and did some 
work in drawing and water color. The cane seating was 
unexpectedly popular, the two classes in this handicraft 
increasing in numbers every day until it was necessary to 
provide an assistant to the man first employed to teach it. 
Boys brought from home, or from the home of a neigh- 
bor if no supply was found in their own houses, chairs 
whose need of a new bottom was usually so obvious as 
to require no explanation. These they proceeded to reseat, 
a work requiring no inconsiderable amount of time, 
patience and skill. Over ioo chairs were reseated, all the 
work being done in the most thorough manner. The 
sewing classes, too, were very successful, most of the girls 
completing several garments which were good enough to 
take home and to wear. In fact appreciation of construct- 
ive work of any kind was characteristic. Children would 
leave their play or games at any time to “make things.” 
To gratify this longing many things like kites, portfolios, 
raphia baskets, etc., were made with great success. 

Numbers at this school were larger than at an}^ of 
the others. The total registration was 31 1, the largest at- 
tendance 285 and the average 235. The teaching force 
consisted of a principal at $2.00 a day and five assistants 
at $1.50. The hours and the length of term were the 
same as at the Mann. The expense for material, mostly 
rattan for cane seating, and equipment and material for 
sewing, amounted to $142.61 ; salaries, including janitor, 
were $343.50; total $486.11, an average of a little more 
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than $2.00 per -pupil, based on the average number be- 
longing. 

The total expense of all the schools and playgrounds 
was $1371.82, and the balance of the appropriation, $128. 18, 
was returned to the treasury fund. 

Personally, I enjoyed the supervision of these schools 
very much. The children in them were manifestly happy, 
and their happiness was contagious. In the conduct of the 
schools, too, I was given an absolutely free hand. With a 
single exception, where I was glad to be overruled, every 
teacher was appointed on my recommendation, every ex- 
pense was incurred on my authority, and every arrange- 
ment was made exactly in accordance with my wish, 
though for whatever of wisdom there was in these ar- 
rangements I was mainly indebted to the suggestions of 
principals and teachers. It was, therefore, a matter of 
special gratification to me that all the schools were, by 
general consent, good ones. The credit for this belongs, 
of course, to the principals and teachers who did the 
work. Good teachers made good schools, as they always 
do. Mr. Putnam was unquestionably the best man for his 
place who was available, and I have never known three 
persons better, adapted to their positions than were Miss 
Bachelder at the cooking school, Miss Devereaux, principal 
at the Mann and Miss Scales, principal at the Edson. 
Every assistant, too, was efficient and faithful ; the janitors 
not only kept the buildings in order, but were also of 
the greatest assistance in other ways. The heartiest co- 
operation prevailed everywhere and these conditions make 
it proper that I return, as I now do, more than formal 
thanks to all who were associated with me in the conduct 
of these schools. 
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To the teachers of all our schools, too, to the truant 
officers and all others associated with me, and especially 
to the school committee, individually and collectively, I 
desire to express my high appreciation of continued co- 
operation and support.

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FIRST YEAR. 

FIRST HATF. 

Reading. — Teach at first by the sentence or word 
method or by a combination of the two, beginning with 
script letters on the blackboard. As soon as a few words 
are learned use phonic analysis to secure distinct articu- 
lation and assist in the recognition of new words. Consult 
on the subject of phonetics Ward’s ‘‘Manual of Instruction 
for the Rational Method in Reading,” and the Connecticut 
School document entitled “ Phonetics in Teaching Reading.” 

Writing. — Short sentences from blackboard copy. 

Eanguage. — Children should be led to talk freely 
about things with which they are familiar, and to repro- 
duce short stories told them by the teacher. Complete 
statements, correct forms of speech, and distinct articula- 
tion should be required, with care, however, that correc- 
tions are not made in a way to repel confidence or lessen 
interest. The importance of making children enjoy the 
first weeks of school life cannot be overestimated. Mem- 
ory gems, brief maxims, and short selections of poetry 
should be learned and recited in this and all succeeding 
grades. History and literature in the form of short stories 
should have some place from the first, care being taken 
to have such stories very simple as well as short. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers from one to five, inclusive. 
Add, multiply, subtract, and divide, developing all pro- 
cesses by the aid of objects. 

Nature Study. — Eessons to recognize and name a 
few common plants, animals, and minerals, and to note 
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single qualities of each. Teach only from observation and 
experiment. The “Outline Course,” prepared by the N. 
E. Conference of Educational Workers, may be used as 
a manual. 

Physiology. — Oral lessons, teaching the names and 
uses of the external parts of the body, and the simplest 
rules of health. Teach the effect of the use of alcoholic 
stimulants and narcotics, as required by the laws of the 
State. 

Manners and Morals. — As required by the Public 
Statutes of the Commonwealth and printed on page 30 of 
the Rules of the School Committee in this and all suc- 
ceeding grades. Mrs. Dewey’s “ How to Teach Manners,” 
or Miss Wiggin’s “ Lessons on Manners,” may serve as 
a manual. 

Music and Drawing. — Throughout the course as 
directed by the special teacher of each of these branches. 

second half. 

Reading. — Primers or First Readers of any of the 
dozen or more authorized series. Continue phonics with 
much drill on phonograms and their blending into words. 
See that every phrase is spoken as a whole. In this, as 
in all grades, the aim is to secure a full comprehension 
of the thought, natural expression, distinct articulation, 
correct pronunciation and ready utterance. 

Writing. — Sentences from the blackboard, chart, and 
teacher’s copy. The teaching of spelling should be included 
in the same exercise. See Ward’s manual, page 29. If 
all the letters of the alphabet have not been learned by the 
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pupil by the end of the year, unconsciously, give a little 
special instruction to accomplish this object. 

Language. — Conversational lessons as in the first half, 
carefully correcting all errors of expression. In this respect 
every lesson in this and all succeeding grades should 
be a language lesson. History and literature continued. 
Whenever possible make stories more interesting by show- 
ing pictures. Begin writing short sentences and teach the 
capital at the beginning of the sentence, the capital I 
and the period and interrogation mark. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, to ten 

inclusive. Use objects at first, but discard them as soon 
as pupils can do without them, and give much rapid drill 
in applied and abstract work. Arabic and Roman nota- 
tion to ten (and further, so as to enable pupil to tell 

page, lesson and paragraph in the reading book, at 
the option of the teacher) . Teach and use the signs- 
-f, — x, -r- , =, and have their use begun by pupils. Teach 
objectively the fractions , % ; coins from one cent to- 
ten cents, pint, quart, inch. 

Nature Study — Lessons as in first half. Teach only 
the most general and obvious features, and assist pupils 
to find out all facts for themselves as far as possible. 

Physiology — As in the first half. In connection 
with names and uses teach the proper care of the hair, 
teeth, nails, etc. Do not try to teach too much ; only 

general facts which are within the range of the pupils >- 

observations are wanted. Show importance of cleanliness, 
exercise, proper clothing, good food, pure air, etc., in this 
and succeeding grades. 
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SECOND YEAR. 

FIRST HAEF. 

Reading. — The first half of authorized second readers 
with phonetic drill as before. The ideal in this and all 
succeeding grades of the primary course is to have thoughts 
given as wholes with no hesitating over or at the separate 
words. To enable pupils to do this all new and difficult 
words should be pronounced and their meaning explained 
before oral reading is begun. Then, by questioning, make 
sure that the pupil fully understands what he has seen in 
print, and allow him to read, orally, only when he is ready 
to do so without halt or break. 

Writing. — Sentences and words as in the first 3^ear, 
and from dictation. Use capitals, the period and the 
question mark. As before the same exercise should teach 
spelling. Oral spelling may also be begun at the option 
of the teacher. Teach children to spell their own names 
and the names of places or objects in which they are in- 
terested. 

Language. — Teach the use of good English b}~ illus- 
tration in readings and story telling, using for this purpose 
selections simple enough to be suited to the children and 
yet such as are in good literary form, and give practice 
in very simple reproductions, both oral and written. The 
literature best adapted to this grade is that of fairy tales 
and folk lore stories, and the history is that of mythology 
and legend. Local history should receive a prominent 
place, and such stories as those of Columbus, the Pilgrims, 
Washington, etc., would be appropriate. Suit histor) r to 
holidays as “The First . Thanksgiving, ” to November, etc. 
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Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, in separa- 
tions and- combinations, to tweihy. Objects may be used 
if necessary, but ought not to be greatly needed. Simple 
operations in small fractions and in denominate numbers 
also continued. Teach pupils to read and use the signs 
+, — , etc. 

Nature Study. — Work of the first year continued 
and extended. Of plants name parts, as stem, leaf, bud, 
etc. Name parts, and note habits of animals, birds, 
insects, etc. Remember that no lesson is worth giving 
which does not thoroughly interest the pupil at the time, 
and tend to increase his regard for the natural objects 
which are all about him. 

Physiology. — The senses ; the e}~e, and sight ; the 
ear and hearing. Teach oiil}^ the most general features, 
an)’ thorough study of the anatom}" of the eye or ear being 
wholly out of place. Temperance teaching as before. 

SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Second Readers completed. Phonic drill 
continued and emphasized. 

Writing. — On paper, from blackboard copy, from dic- 
tation, and from print as found in the reading book. 

Spelling. — Words of the reading lesson copied by 
pupils either from the book or from dictation, or spelled 
orally, or both. Teach the spelling also of objects like 
articles of food or clothing with which children are 
familiar and in which they are interested. 

Language. — As in the first half. Oral and written 
exercises. Continue to give attention to capitals and the 
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most common marks of punctuation. History and litera- 
ture as in the first half. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, to fifty, 
with drill as in the first half. Roman notation to fifty 7 ' . 
Coins and dollar sign ; pint, quart, gallon ; pint, quart, 

peck, bushel ; inch, foot, yard ; hour, day, week, month, 
year; dozen. Fractions, l /%, V3, 

Nature Study. -—As in the first half. Experiment 
with seeds planted in pots in the school room. Have 
children gather cocoons and watch for the change into 
moths and butterflies. Make regard for animal life an 
integral part of all lessons on animals. Observe, draw, 
describe. 

Physiology. —The senses continued; the nose and 
smell; the tongue and taste; touch. Show the use and 

value of all the senses, and the ill effects of abuse, 

including under the latter topic the effects of alcohol and 
tobacco. Be careful not to lessen influence by overstate- 
ments. 


THIRD YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — The first half of advanced second readers 
and of easy third readers. The habit of reproducing that 
which has been read, usually orally, but sometimes in 
writing, which should have already been begun, becomes 
in this and succeeding grades a matter of the greatest 
importance, and ever}' reading lesson should have in con- 
nection with it some work of this kind. 

YVriiting. — On paper with pen or pencil, and in the 
writing book with pen. In all written work in language, 
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nature study, etc., insist on order, neatness, and the very 
best penmanship of which the pupil is capable. 

Speuuing. — Words and sentences copied from books 
or from the blackboard, and afterwards written from dic- 
tation. New words in the reading lesson spelled orally 
and afterward written in sentences. Give much drill on 
familiar words which are often misspelled, but do not 
consider it necessary to teach the spelling of all the diffi- 
cult and uncommon words which are found in the read- 
ing books. 

Language — Oral and written exercises. Review, con- 
tinue and extend all work of previous grades. Teach dif- 
ferent forms of sentences, the use of is, are ; was, were ; 
did, done; saw, seen, etc.; the correct use in sentences of 
some synonyms as big, large ; like, love, etc. ; and a few 
homonyms, as fore, four; write, right; no, know, etc. ; 
the use of capitals with proper names, some abbreviations, 
and such punctuation as is needed in the written work 
done by the pupils. 

The work in history and literature may be extended 
somewhat, both in use and in subjects. A little written 
reproduction may be added to the oral, and stories for lit- 
erary culture may include myths, fables, and folk lore such 
as are given by Hawthorne in his “ Wonder Book,” or 
Scudder in his collection of folk lore tales. In myths, 
choose those of natural objects, as “Ulysses and the Bag of 
Winds/' etc. History may include more stories of noted 
men and events. The history of Lowell is worthy of 
much attention, especially the stor}^ of its founding. Note 
use of Indian names, as Wamesit, Merrimack, Pawtucket, 
etc. Use pictures when possible. 
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Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, Arabic and 
Roman notation to one hundred. Give much attention to 
adding numbers in columns, and to the multiplication 
table. 

Geography. — Teach points of compass with applica- 
tion to many objects in and about the school house. At 
appropriate times give easy oral and observation lessons 
on natural phenomena, as clouds, frost, snow, etc. Note 
temperature as warm, hot or cold, and the weather as 
sunny, cloudy or rainy. Keep weather records. For 
further suggestions consult Frye’s Primary Geography. 

Nature Study. — Observation lessons on familiar plants, 
animals, and minerals continued, to include some knowledge 
of parts, habits, uses, qualities, etc., with comparisons 
noting resemblances and differences. 

Physioeogy. — The bones, teeth, skin and muscles. 
Teach few names, and only the most general features, 
giving special attention to the laws of health. Temperance 
teaching continued. 


SECOND HAEF. 

Reading. — Advanced Second Reader completed, and 
supplemental readers. Continue phonics and enunciation 
exercises. 

Writing. — Copy book No. 2 with pen, and paper 
with pen or pencil, as before. 

Speeding. — As in first half. 

Language. — At the end of this year pupils should be 
able to write simple statements legibly and in correct 
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form, and should have such knowledge of punctuation 
marks, capital letters and common abbreviations, as is 
needed in such writing. They should have had some 
practice in the simplest form of letter writing. The work 
to be done is indicated in the foregoing statement. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers to one hundred. Arabic and Ro- 
man notation to one thousand. Review and extend the work 
of all previous grades. To be ready for promotion to a 
grammar school, children should be able to add columns 
of figures to a total of ioo rapidly and accurately ; to 
know the multiplication table to ten times ten so as to be 
able to give products instantly ; to use all the common 
tables of denominate numbers in simple reductions ; and 
to add, multiply, subtract, and divide small fractions like 
and y%. 

Geography. — Have children read Carroll’s Around the 
World, First Book, and add such comment and instruction 
as shall give to the subject the highest attainable degree 
of interest and value. 

Nature Study. — Lessons as in the first half. 

Physiology. — Circulation, respiration and digestion. 
As before avoid teaching too much, and make the instruc- 
tion as practical as possible by relating each fact learned 
to some simple and easily followed law of health. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

Fourth year. 

Reading. — Authorized Third Readers and supplement- 
ary reading of the same grade. Correlate history and 
geography with reading by the use of stories of heroes 
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either real or mythological and by accounts of strange 
countries and unique productions. 

Speeding. — Words in common use, orally and in 

writing. By definition, or use in sentences, make sure 
that pupils understand the meaning of all words given for 
a lesson. Make every written exercise a lesson in spell- 
ing. Select words for practice from all text' books used, 
and for supplementary drill use authorized text books as 
follows : Worcester, first half to page 29 ; second half to 
page 47 ; Reed, first half to page 24 ; second half to 

page 38; Morse, first half to page 10; second half to 

page 30. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers to 1000. Daih T oral drill in 
numbers to 100, as in the primary schools. Written work 
with numbers usually small enough to be expressed by 
three figures, in addition, subtraction, multiplication and 
division, no multiplier or divisor to be larger than 9. 

Use terms, sum, product, multiplier, etc., but do not 
require definitions. Give problems in dollars and cents, 
using the dollar sign and decimal point. Continue the 
drill of the primary school in easy reductions of denomi- 
nate numbers. Teach thoroughly the reduction, addition, 
subtraction, multiplication, and division of the fractions, 
/ 4 , Vx, ji, ys, J/6 , illustrating all processes by objects, 
but using the written expression from the first. Second 
half, continue and extend all work of the first half. 
Notation and numeration to 1,000,000. Multiplication with 
multipliers large enough to be expressed by two or three 
figures, and long divison, no divisor larger than 25. Dec- 
imals t© thousandth in addition and subtraction, and in 
multiplicands and dividends in multiplication and division. 
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Language. — -The expression of thought, orally and in 
writing, in simple sentences, with practice in the use of 
such capital letters, punctuation marks and abbreviations 
as are necessary to correct writing. Oral language should 
include whole paragraphs and the reproduction of entire 
stories or incidents as well as single sentences. Second 
half, continue work of first half and add the simplest forms 
of letter writing as outlined in the authorized text book 
to page 104. Blackboard work strongly recommended. 

Geography. — The earth as a whole, with land and 
water forms; the air, winds, dew, rain, snow, etc. Teach 
by observation as far as possible, relating that which is 
beyond vision to that which has been observed as far as 
can be done, and using pictures to still further assist the 
imagination. Second half, the use of globes and maps and 
a brief general study of the hemispheres and their grand 
divisions, North America, the United States as a whole, 
and the New England and Middle States more in detail. 

History. — As many stories should be read by the 
pupils, or told or read to them by the teacher, as time 
will permit, but the number of facts to be required for 
reproduction should be very few, probably not more than 
could be written on a page of foolscap, or told by a class 
in the time of a single recitation. These few\ however, 
should be learned with the utmost exactness and thorough- 
ness ; they should be planned to form the basis of all 
future study of the history of the United States from 
Columbus to the end of the nineteenth century ; should 
include a few dates like 1492, 1776, etc., — a half dozen 

will do very well, but these few should be so learned as 
to be recalled as automatically as the child w r ould recall 
his own name. In the recitation of facts intended to be 
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mastered no mistakes should be tolerated ; nine-tenths of 
the teaching, however, should not have the memorizing of 
facts, names and dates as any part of its object, but 
should aim to quicken interest, broaden vision, stimulate 
patriotism and develop character through appreciation of 
courage, lo} T alty and virtue as exemplified in the heroes 
of history. Use pictures, relics, etc., to increase interest 
as far as possible, and remember that whatever else is 
accomplished the lesson is a failure which does not leave 
the class with a desire for further study. 

Nature Study. — Continued study of plant life, em- 
phasizing the changes from flower to fruit and seed ; 
continued study of animals for recognition, habits, and 
adaptation of parts; second half, more detailed stud}^ of 
the plant and its parts, with conditions of germination and 
growth, such as need of air. light, warmth, moisture and 
proper soil ; pebbles, sand and clay with reference to life 
histon r of rocks. 

Writing, Drawing, and Music as directed by the su- 
pervisors of these branches in this and succeeding grades. 
Sewing under the direction of the special teacher in this 
and the next two grades. 

FIFTH YEAR. 

Reading. — Fourth readers and supplementary books. 
For suggestions see Miss Edmund’s course for this year. 

Speeding. — As in the fourth year, with words for 
supplementary drill, first half to page 69 in Worcester ; 
second half to page 93 ; in Morse first half to page 44 ; 
second half to page 64 ; Reed, first half to page 56 ; 
second half to page 78. 
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Arithmetic. — Continue all the work of the previous 
year. Whatever else is omitted see that oral drill and 
rapid written work with small numbers are given promi- 
nent places on the programme. In written work give 
many examples and problems with small numbers, rather 
than a few with large numbers. Cong division with di- 
visors of not more than three figures. In addition to 

constant practice with fractions already learned, teach J, T V, i, 
1 u ) a nd continue practice in the use of decimals and de- 
nominate numbers. In the use of the authorized text 

book omit all the examples involving long and tedious 
operations with large numbers ; second half, continue work 
of the first half. Teach fractions to and including twenty- 
fourths. Teach least common multiple when needed as a 
means of finding the least common denominator of fractions, 
and factoring and cancellation when needed for practical 
use. Extend work of previous years in denominate num- 
bers to include all simple reductions. 

Language. — As in the fourth grade the work is still 
to get from the pupil the expression of thought in correct 
language, both oral and written. In this work clearness 

of thought is of primary importance. The pupil must first 

have something to say, and then be taught to say it in 
terse and correct English. Dictation, reproduction, narra- 
tion work and letter writing are approved methods of 
securing the result desired. Second half, to work previ- 
ously done add the study of sentences by name as 
declarative, interrogative, etc., with their division into 
subject and predicate, and begin the study of words and 
their uses in the sentence to include nouns, verbs, and 
pronouns to page 210 in the authorized text book. 
Continue to have pupils do much writing on the black- 
board. 
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Geography. — Complete the study of the groups of 
states which compose the United States,, and of South 
America. Second half, teach of Europe, Asia, Africa, and 
Oceanica, making the work simple, general and elementary, 
as would be suggested by the authorized text books. 

History. — First, review the facts which were taught 
in the fourth year so thoroughly and constantly that no 
one of them shall escape. Second, add about as many 
new facts, dates, etc., as were mastered in the last year, 
and teach them with the same thoroughness and intensity 
as was then demanded. Cover the whole period of the 
history of civilized man in America, selecting the new 
matter of this year so as to fill out and supplement the 
exceedingly brief outline of the previous year, and relate 
our history to that of the world’s whole past as far as 

such relation is natural and helpful. In teaching a few 
indispensable things be satisfied with nothing less than 

perfection, and for the rest and by far the most of the 
time have pupils read and enjoy the stories which are 

the life of history, without attempting to burden them 
with the recollection of all they read. Correlate with 
geography, make and use maps, draw, use pictures, make 
collections, etc. 

Nature Study. — Study of trees, for recognition by 
differences in size, form, Haves, bark, etc., study of one 
insect, as grasshopper, butterfly, or moth, as type ; gather 
cocoons and note metamorphoses. Second half study of 
plants and their growth continued, emphasizing roots and 

stems; of rock-forming minerals, as quartz, mica, feldspar, 
hornblende, etc. Note use as building stones. 

Physioeogy. — Book No. 1 of the Union series, as a 
reader, with such comment and instruction in this and 
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succeeding grades as shall comply with the following law 
of this state : # “ Plij^siology and hygiene, which shall 
include special instruction as to the effects of alcoholic 
drinks, stimulants, and narcotics on the human system, 
shall be taught as a regular branch of study to all 
pupils in schools supported by public money.” 

SIXTH YEAR. 

Reading. — Franklin Intermediate and supplementary 
books. 

Speeding. — As before correlate spelling with every 
subject taught. Make every written exercise a lesson in 
spelling, and for supplementary drill use Worcester first 
half, to page iii ; second half to page 125; Morse, part 
III to page 73 ; second half to page 82 ; Reed, first, 
to page 92 ; second, to page 106. 

Arithmetic. — Continue oral drill and rapid written 
work with small numbers. Review and extend work in 
fractions, but do not attempt to master the too difficult 
problems of the text books. Teach decimals more fully 
than before, and give many problems involving the use of 
United States mone)^ and the reduction of denominate 
numbers. Second half, continue all work of first half. 
Practice in compound numbers should include all common 
reductions, but should omit the addition, subtraction (with 
the exception of the subtraction of dates,) multiplication, 
and division of compound numbers as such, longitude and 
time, metric equivalents, etc. 

Language. — Study of words and their uses continued 
to include all the Parts of Speech. Second half, classes of 
nouns as common and proper, singular and plural, the 
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changes of form which are necessary to indicate possession, 
and their uses as subjects or objects of the verb, the dis- 
tinction of person in pronouns, and the use of predicate 
adjectives. Teach clauses, and the distinction between 
simple and complex sentences. 

The foregoing is the new work of the year, but it 
should not be allowed to prevent the giving of the larger 
part of the pupil’s time to a continuation of the more 
important work of the fourth and fifth years in the cor- 
rect expression of thought in language both oral and 
written, with careful attention to paragraphing, spelling, 
punctuation, capital letters, abbreviations, etc., in the 
written work. Continue blackboard practice. 

Geography. — Mathematical, physical, and political. 
Geography of the earth as a whole, with a general study 
of the hemispheres, as outlined in the first 26 pages of 
Butler’s Complete Geography, Second half, North America, 
the United States as a whole, and the New England and 
Middle States in detail. 

History. — Treat the work of the fourth and fifth 
years in history exactly as the teacher of the fifth year 
was instructed to treat that of the year preceding her 
own, and make a few additions in accordance with the 
plan and in the spirit heretofore suggested. 

Nature Study. — Study of trees continued. In spring 
emphasize clusters of flowers, maple, elm, horse chestnut, 
etc., and in fall tree fruits, and the dispersion of seeds. 
Study of birds, grouping according to habits; e.g., aerial, 
perchers ; terrestrial, scratchers ; acquatic, swimmers, and 
the adaptation of parts to these habits. 
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Physioeogy. — Book No. 2 of the Union series, as a 
reading book, with comment and instruction as before. 

SEVENTH year. 

Reading. — Franklin Intermediate and supplementary 
readers. 

Spelling. — Work of the sixth year continued. For 
supplemental drill use Worcester, first half to page 135 ; 
second half to page 145 ; Morse, first half to page 91 ; 
second to page 112; Reed, first to page 118; second to 
page 128. 

Arithmetic. — Review constantly the work of all pre- 
ceding years, but especially the work in fractions and 
denominate numbers. For advance work take up per- 
centage, with applications to profit and loss, insurance, 
brokerage, taxes, etc. Second half, to work of first half 
add interest, simple and compound, with applications to 
promissory notes and discounts at banks. 

Grammar- — “Study of the sentence as a means of 
expressing thought, with such attention to the parts of 
speech and their classification and . inflection as may be 
necessary to a clear understanding of the construction of 
the sentence.” To page 135 in the Mother Tongue, Book 
II. Three lessons each week. 

Uanguage. — Tetter writing, business forms, social 
notes, paragraph and sentence study, descriptions, study of 
selections, etc., as planned in Miss Arnold’s “ Outline of 
a Course of Study in Language,” seventh and eighth 
grades, pages 18, 19, and 20. Two connected periods each 
week. Some writing on blackboard each day is recom- 
mended. 
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Geography. — Atlantic, Gulf, and Central States ; 
second half, Rocky Mountain and Pacific States and Ter- 
ritories, British America, Mexico, the Central American 
Republic, and West Indies. 

History. — Discover}’, exploration, and conquest of 
America to date of first permanent English settlement in 
greater detail than before, but with constant use of the 
outline already learned, using the order of the authorized 
text books. Relate the history of this country as far as 
possible to the European, and especially to the English 
history which preceded it. Second half, the settlement of 
North America to the beginning of the French and Indian 
War. 

Nature Study. — Grains and grasses in the fall ; rose * 
family in spring. For animal stud}’, specialize on some 
typical family as, e. g., for marine animals, the oyster or 
clam, the lobster or crab. Compare with vertebrates (fish). 
For work in minerals, the study of some common metals 
and their ores, as iron, copper, etc. 

Physiology. — First half, food and digestion ; second 
half, the blood, blood vessels and circulation. General 
facts relating to laws of health are to be emphasized 
rather than minor details of structure. Teach effects of 
the use of alcohol as required by law. 

EIGHTH year. 

Reading. — New Fifth Reader and supplementary 
books. 

Spelling. — Relate spelling to all other subjects taught 
as in previous years, and use the authorized text books for 
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additional drill. Worcester, first half to page 155 ; second 
half to page 163 ; Morse, first half to page 120; second half 
to page 128; Reed, first half to page 140; second half to 
page 153- 

Arithmetic. — Review the work of all previous years, 
with further applications of the principles of percentage and 
interest to stocks and bonds, exchange, etc., and add 
partnership, ratio, and proportion. Of subjects treated in 
the authorized text book omit equation of payments, prob- 
lems in exchange involving interest-bearing drafts, and the 
more complicated problems in partnership. Second half, 
involution, evolution, to include second and third roots, 
and mensuration of plane surfaces to and including circles. 

, Grammar. — Sentence study continued, with “a detailed 
study of the parts of speech, their classification and in- 
flection, and the details of analysis and construction which 
are necessarily associated with such study.’’ Three periods 
weekly. Text book to page 267. 

Language. — Continuation and extension of the work 
of Grade VII. For details consult Miss Arnold’s outline 
as before. 

Geography. — South America and Europe. Second 
half, Asia, Africa, Oceanica, with a general study of the 
principal commercial routes of the world, and of the chief 
exports of leading commercial ports. 

History. — The conquest of Canada and the develop- 
ment of the English colonies in America into the United 
States to the time of the Treaty of Paris in 1783. Sec- 
ond half, the establishment, growth and history of the 
Union under the Constitution to the administration of 
Andrew Jackson, 1829. 
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Physiology. — The study of the human body as out- 
lined in the authorized text book, Union series, B 3, 
to include the respiratory system, the bones, joints and 
muscles. Second half, study of the subject as outlined in. 
the text book completed. 

Nature Study. — Birds, from observation,' for recogni- 
tion, knowledge of the time of arrival and departure of 
those which are migratory, habits, food, nesting, etc. 
Pupils ought at the end of the year to know from personal 
observation a dozen kinds. (Several pupils saw and learned 
to recognize 80 or more varieties in Bowell and its imme- 
diate vicinity last year.) 

NINTH year. 

Reading. — New Fifth Reader, Masterpieces of Amer- 
ican Literature and other supplementary books. Read and 
study as literature Irving's Rip Van Winkle and Long- 
fellow’s Evangeline in the first half, and Whittier’s Snow- 
Bound, Hawthorne’s Great Stone Face, and Lowell’s Vision 
of Sir Launfal in the second. 

Spelling. — As in previous years, with supplementary 
drill on words found in the last part of Worcester’s 
Speller in the first half, and in the whole book in the 
last half; Morse, first half to page 128; second, complete 
and review; Reed, finish and review. 

Arithmetic. — First half a review of fundamental 
processes with numbers both integral and fractional, fac- 
toring, the finding of divisors and multiples, percentage, 
and so much of geometry as is found in the Werner 
Arithmetic, Book III, to page 140; second half, percent- 
age continued with applications to discounts, interest., 
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stocks, etc., ratio and proportion, powers and roots, 
denominate numbers, etc., with general review of the 
whole subject of arithmetic and so much of geometry as 
is given in the authorized text book to page 256. Met- 
rics at the option of the teacher. 


Algebra. — Work in algebra may follow the order of 
the authorized text book on algebra, or of the arithmetic. 
In the latter case algebraic fractions may be omitted in 
the first half of the year, at the option of the teacher, 

and only so much work is required in the whole year as 
will be equivalent to the completion of the subject to 

page 71 in Wentworth’s “ First Steps in Algebra.” The 

algebra ma}" be taken with the arithmetic or alternated 
with it, but should not receive more than two-fifths of 

the time allotted to mathematics in the ninth year. 


Grammar. — Sentence analysis with more difficult con- 
structions, and such study of the more difficult construc- 
tions of words in sentences and of phrases and clauses as 
shall be necessary to the comprehension and use of the 
English language. 

Language. — As planned in Miss Arnold’s outline, 
pages 20, 21 and 22. 

Geography. — Give special attention to local geogra- 
phy and that of the State, and review briefly the mathe- 
matical, physical and political geography of the earth as 
a whole, and of the United States and other political 
divisions of North America. Omit geographical study in 
the last half of the year. 
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History. — First half, complete the history of the 
United States to date. Second half, review the whole 
subject. 

Book-keeping. — One-half the time allotted to penman- 
ship may be devoted to book-keeping. 

Nature Study. — Trees from observation. Pupils ought 
to be able at the end of the year to locate and describe 
forty varieties which they have seen in or near the city. 
Collections of wood are recommended. 

Physics (optional) . — As outlined in the authorized 
text book.

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NOTES ON HIGH SCHOOL COURSES OF STUDY. 

Parents of pupils who intend to enter the High School are 
requested to consider the foregoing courses of study with great care, 
as changes from one course to another during the year are im- 
practicable, and a change after the first year may cause the pupil 
to lose time. The Master and Teachers of the school will gladly 
give parents and pupils any assistance and advice possible in the 
selection of studies. 

It is essential that a blank for pupils who expect to enter the 
school be filled in, signed, and sent to the Master as early as June 
30. Those who come from other High Schools and expect to enter 
with advanced standing should select their courses for the first- 
half year and send the list to the Master not later than the same 
date. Blanks may be obtained of the Master. 

• In each course certain studies are prescribed, but pupils may 
make up the remainder of the required studies from a wide range 
of elective subjects. The prescribed studies in each course are 
starred. Satisfactory completion of three years’ work in any course 
will entitle the pupil to a three years’ diploma. Satisfactory com- 
pletion of four years’ work in any course will entitle the pupil to 
a four years’ diploma. Those who satisfactorily complete the five 
years’ College Course will be entitled to a five years’ diploma. 

The Classical Course is intended for students who do not intend 
to enter College, but who desire the best general education that 
the High School furnishes. 

The College Preparatory Course will fit students for any American 
College and may be completed in four or five years. It is necessa- 
rily difficult. The student is advised to take five years for prepara- 
tion for Radcliffe or Harvard College. 

The Modern Language Course is similar to the Classical Course, 
except that a modern foreign language will be taken instead of 
Latin. In educational value it is practically equivalent to the 
Classical Course. 

The Manual Training Course offers a combination of the ordi- 
nary High School studies with practical work in the use of tools 
and machines, together with a complete course in mechanical draw- 
ing, technical drafting, and free-hand drawing, and allows the 
student to specialize somewhat in mechanical work. It also furn- 
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islies an excellent general training. Candidates for the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and Worcester Polytechnic School should 
not take this course for more than two years as manual training 
counts only as an elective in admission requirements. 

The Commercial Course is designed for those who expect to 
engage in business, and has been arranged so that the pupil will 
receive the same amount of mental training and acquire as much 
mental power as in any other course. It is not less educational 
than other courses and must not be selected with the conviction 
that it is '‘easy.” 

In preparation for the Normal School, select either the Classical 
Course or the Modern Language Course, preferably the former. 
For Medical Schools and some of the smaller colleges, select the 
Classical Course. For other Colleges select the College Course. In 
this course French and German may be substituted for Greek in 
preparation for some colleges. 

For the Lawrence Scientific School, select the College Course, 
or the Classical Course with Manual Training in place of Physical 
Geography. 

By an examination of the courses of study, it will be seen 
that a minimum number of subjects is required in each year of 
each course for a diploma. But in preparing for higher institutions 
more than the minimum number of subjects, depending on the 
requirements of the college, will need to be taken. At the begin- 
ning of his second year, the pupil, therefore, should decide upon 
the college or school for which he wishes to prepare and should 
.select his subjects to fit the requirements. He should make himself 
familiar with the requirements and also obtain the advice of the 
Teachers and Master of the school in selecting his subjects. Candi- 
dates for Smith, Vassar, Wellesley, and Mt. Holyoke should send 
applications for admission as early as their third year. 

Unprepared work in Music, Calisthenics, Elocution, Ethics, and 
Military Drill is required. 

Classes will not be formed in Electives for less than twenty 
scholars in the first pr second year, fifteen in the third year, and 
twelve in the fourth year.

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Report of the Water Board. 


Office of the Water Board, 

City Hall, 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. 1, 1902. 

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of the 
City of Lowell: 

Herewith is presented the twenty-ninth annual 
report of the Water Board, for the year ending 
December 31, 1901, together with the Superinten- 
dent’s report to this Board, of the operation and 
statistics of the department for the same period 
of time. 

In accordance with the sentiments expressed in 
our last report regarding the necessity of restrict- 
ing the waste of water by the use of meters, the 
Board passed the following vote, “ That in the 
opinion of the Water Board it is absolutely neces- 
sary to check the present gross and extravagant 
waste of water, and for this purpose the policy of 
metering all the services of the city should be 
inaugurated, and the Superintendent of Water 
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Works is hereby directed to immediately put in as 
many meters as possible, under the direction of 
the Water Board.” To carry out the provisions 
of this resolution, a requisition Avas sent March 4th 
to the Supply Department for five hundred meters, 
and they Avere set as fast as possible on places 
Avhere there Avere three or more tenements. 

They Avere all set so as to begin the Avater year 
from April 1st, the date Avhen the annual schedule 
rate expires. The result was as expected. It shows 
that out of 425 meters set, 189 Avere using Avater 
at less than the faucet rate and 236 Avere using 
more than they Avere paying for by rate. The total 
charges by rates for the 425 meters Avere $18,132, 
and the first quarter showed the use of Avater at 
the rate of $35,345 per year, the second quarter 
at $24,942 per year, and the third quarter at 
$15,589 per year. Below are a feAV samples 0 f 
how water is alloAved to run to Avaste, and also 
hoAv it is remedied Avhen the consumer has to pay 
for it. It Avill be sgen that in many instances 
the first quarter sIioavs as large a bill as the yearly 
rate, but the subsequent bills are decidedly smaller, 
and in other cases there is no reduction, Avhieh 
shoAVS a gross carelessness and a total lack of a 
public spirit toAvard aiding the City to maintain 
an economic Avater supply, and even an indifference 
to personal Avelfare.

Following np this line of action, 500 more meters were pur* 
chased and installed in November and December, which were put 
on two tenement houses ; w r e shall thus be enabled to detect where 
water is allowed to run to waste to prevent freezing, although the 
rest of the year may show a normal consumption. At the places 
where this latter 500 meters w r ere set the annual rate had been paid, 
so that no benefit will to the consumer for a small consumption 
of water until after April next, and then the meter must be pur- 
chased to get the benefit. 
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On April 3rd a contract was awarded to the Ames Engine Co., 
for a 42 H. P. Engine and to the General Electric Co., for a 
25 K. W. Generator to be erected at the Centralville Pumping 
Station for lighting the station, shop, stable and yard and to fur- 
nish power for the shop. 

Owing to the decreased consumption of water and the in- 
creased supply made available at the Boulevard by the new wells 
and pump added last year, it became possible to shut down the 
Cook plant on May 1st and it has not been necessary to take any 
water from that source since, and it is hoped that with the new 
station at the Boulevard soon to be ready, there will be no call to 
take water from this plant for a long time, except in case of 
accident. During the summer certain individuals living in the 
part of the city that had been receiving the water from the Cook 
plant, complained that the water was not so good as formerly, and 
accordingly they sent in a petition to the Water Board, bearing 
127 signatures, asking that the “ Cook wells be reopened so that 
the people using the water therefrom may have an opportunity to 
test the quality of the same”. A copy of the same petition was 
sent to the City Council with a request that the ‘ ‘ City Council 
take such action in the premises that the Cook Wells may be re- 
opened”. This petition was referred to the Lowell Water Board 
on October 22nd and on November 5th the Water Board sent the 
following communication to the City Council in answer. 
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Office of the Lowell Water Board. 

Lowell, Mass., Oct, 29, 1901. 

To the City Council of the City of Lowell : 

Gentlemen — A petition signed by Jerome F. Manning and 
others, asking that the city council “ take such action in the 
premises that the Cook wells will be reopened,” referred by your 
honorable body to the Lowell water board, October 22nd, 1901, 
has been received. A petition signed by Jerome F. Manning and 
others asking the water board to reopen the Cook wells has also 
been received. 

It seems to us that the reasons which influenced the water 
board to order the discontinuance of pumping water at the Cook 
wells are sufficiently well known to the citizens of Lowell but as 
your honorable body has referred the matter to us, a review of the 
action of the Lowell water board in closing those wells and the 
reasons therefor will doubtless be of interest to you. The Cook 
wells, so called, were driven in the year 1893, and for several years 
were regarded by the water board as one of the best water supplies 
in the country so far as quality was concerned, though very 
limited in quantity. The tests which were made during the first 
few years were entirely satisfactory. It was not then the custom 
of the State board of health to analyze water to ascertain its action 
upon lead pipes. 

Owing to the fact that a large number of cases of lead poison- 
ing in several of the towns of the State were found to be caused by 
the water publicly supplied to those towns, which was of such a 
character as to attack lead, the State board of health in 1898 and 
1899 caused investigations to be made in order to learn the nature 
and degree of the action of the various public water supplies of the 
State upon lead and to ascertain facts in regard to the occurrence 
of lead poisoning in these towns. As a result of those investiga- 
tions the State board of health sent a communication dated June 
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29th, 1899, to the water board of the city of Lowell in which they 
say in part : “ The State board of health has recently made 

investigations in the city of Lowell with reference to the action of 
the water of the public water supply of the city upon the service 
pipes through which the water is supplied to consumers, a large 
proportion of which, it appears, is of lead. 

u In the course of the investigations many samples of water 
have been collected from lead service pipes in various parts of the 
city, and the result of the analyses have shown the presence of 
lead in all cases where the water has been drawn through pipes of 
that metal, and in many cases the quantity of lead present has 
been found to be dangerousl}" large. 

“In connection with this investigation information has been 
collected from about one-fifth of the physicians in the city, who 
report about forty cases of lead poisoning, some of which are of a 
very serious character, all of which have occurred within the last 
five years, or since the introduction of well water. Wherever 
practicable, samples of drinking water supplied from the house 
faucets in the houses of persons suffering from lead poisoning have 
been collected and analyzed, and the results in all cases have shown 
the presence of lead generally in large quantities. 

“The ground waters in the State which take lead from pipes 
are found to contain an excess of carbonic acid and the waters from 
the Cook and Hydraulic wells are found to contain more carbonic 
acid than any other water supply in the State.” ( See communi- 
cation from State board of health, June 29th, 1899.) 

The above communication was read in the meeting of the 
water board July 3rd, 1899, and a committee of the board was 
appointed to confer with the local board of health. 

At a meeting of the Water board held July 31st, 1899, the 
following communication from Middlesex North District Medical 
society was read and referred to the committee previously appointed 
to confer with the board of health. 
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Lowell, July 27th, 1899. 

Mr. Frank L. Weaver, President Lowell Water Board. 

Dear Sir : — At a Meeting of the Middlesex North District 
Medical society it was voted that the accompanying resolution be 
sent to the water board of this city : 

Resolved - — That as a number of cases of lead poisoning have 
come to the notice of the physicians of the city, the Middlesex 
North Medical societ}^ think it would be advisable for the water 
board to make a thorough investigation of the water supply and 
its connection with reported cases. 

Yours very truly, 

( Signed ,) W. G. EATON, Secretary. 

August 4th 1899, the committee appointed to confer with the 
board of health reported that they had a conference with said 
board, and that the board of health granted a public hearing, at 
which representatives from the the State board of health were 
present and presented their evidence regarding the finding of lead 
poison in the water. Another communication dated September 
25th, 1899, was received from the State board of health from 
which we quote : 

“Since June, when the State board of health notified you of 
the danger to the citizens of Lowell from using the public water 
supply drawn through lead pipes, the board has been informed by 
physicians in Lowell of thirty-three new cases of lead poisoning, 
some of which arc very serious. 

“It now appears from the reports of these physicians, who 
comprise but one-fourth of the whole number of physicians prac- 
tising in Lowell, that in their practice their have occured since the 
first of January, 1899, the following severe cases of lead poisoning, 
namely, nine cases of partial paralysis of the legs, ten cases of 
partial parrlysis of the hands and wrists, and twenty-six cases of 
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lead colie, besides many eases of the milder effeets of lead 
poisoning, whieh were arrested by treatment and diseontinuing 
the use of city water. 

Further examination for lead in the water upon the south side 
of the river shows very dangerous quantities existing in the water 
running through the pipes when in ordinary daily use. These 
quantities of lead average much higher than those found last year 
indieating an increased action of the water upon the pipes from 
year to year. 

“ To guard against lead poisoning to an appalling extent in 
the eity of Lowell, two courses appear to be at hand ; one is to 
remove all lead serviee pipes through whieh the water from the 
Cook and Hydraulic wells is drawn for drinking and eooking, and 
the other is to eease using the Cook and Hydraulie well water and 
extend the Boulevard well system to supply the whole city. The 
public health requires that one or the other remedy be applied as 
soon as possible.’ 5 (See communication from State board of health, 
September 25, 1899). 

Notwithstanding the severe condemnation of the Cook wells 
contained in the above letters from the State board of health, the 
water board determined to have an examination made under their 
own direction and for that purpose engaged Professor Charles 
Harrington of Harvard university to make a thorough examina- 
tion and analysis of the water supplied from the different well 
systems. February 15, 1900, Prof. Harrington submitted his 
report. February 26, 1900, Prof. Harrington was present at the 
meeting of the water board and his report was diseussed and it was 
voted to have further samples sent to him for a final report. 

April 7th 1900, Professor Harrington presented his final 
report, in which he condemned the Cook well water even more 
severely than did the State board of health. He states on page 13 
of his report that, 1 L Inquiry shows that of the fairly numerous 
cases of lead poisoning whieh have oeeurred in Lowell, nearly all 
are to be attributed to the use of Cook water.” 
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On page 21 he says, “The Cook water contains a dangerous 
amount of lead even under conditions of ordinary use. ” On the 
last page of his report which is very exhaustive and deals very 
thoroughly with the whole subject, he says, “All things considered, 
I feel that the best solution of the difficulty is the abandonment of 
the Cook and Hydraulic wells, and will, therefore, so recommend. 

“ I further recommend that though for ordinary purposes the 
Cook supply be abandoned, the plant be maintained for use in 
cases of emergency. Should, for example, any accident occur to 
the Boulevard plant, the Cook supply could be brought into 
temporary use pending repairs, for it is not the occasional but the 
continuous use of water containing lead that produces untoward 
results.” (See report of Prof. Harrington to the water board, 
April 7, 1900.) 

The above extracts from the letters of the State board of 
health, the report of Prof. Harrington and the statement of the 
Middlesex North District Medical society, ought to convince any 
reasonable man that the continued use of Cook and Hydraulic well 
water would be extremly dangerous to the public health. The 
water board was extremely reluctant to close the Cook wells and it 
was only after the most thorough investigation, covering a period 
from the receipt of the first communication from the State board of 
health on June 29th, 1899, to the final report of Prof. Harrington 
on April 7, 1900, that the board finally determined to abandon the 
wells. And we desire to call your attention particularly to the fact 
that although it was well known to every citizen that the Cook 
wells were practically condemed by the State board of health and 
that the abandonment of those wells was the most likely outcome, 
not one citizen ever appeared before the water board to protest 
against such abandonment. The wells were closed because in the 
judgement of everybody whose duty it was to consider the matter 
it was absolutely necessary so to do. 
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The citizens of Lowell have great reason to congratulate them- 
selves that they have been fortunate enough to secure an addi- 
tional well supply which answers every requirement for drinking 
and domestic purposes and which in no way attacks the public 
health. 

The Cook wells are now maintained as a reserve supply. If 
exigency demands, we shall re-open them, but so long as we are 
able to secure a sufficient supply of our present pure water we 
should Tteem such re-opening extremly unwise, and if such 
re-opening were to be permanent we believe in the face of all the 
evidence such a proceeding would be a criminal disregard of the 
public health. 

To re-open those wells as requested by the petitioners, u so that 
people using the water therefrom may have opportunity to test the 
quality of the same,’ 5 would be an utterly senseless proceeding, as 
the temporary use would prove nothing, and a permanent re-open- 
ing, which would imperil the health of the inhabitants of the city, 
could not be permitted, simply to allow a few individuals an 
opportunity to test the quality of the water. 

We transmit herewith the correspondence between the State 
board of health and the Lowell water board, and the report of 
Professor Harrington, and respectfully refer you to the reports of 
the State board of health for the year 1899 and the report of the 
Lowell board of health for the same year. If any further informa- 
tion is desired, we will be pleased to meet your honorable body or 
any committee thereof.

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During May bids were called for to build a new Pumping 
Station at the new Boulevard plant, which resulted in the award 
of the contract to Staples Bros. Co. for the sum of $4,449.00 and 
the Station is now nearly ready for use, the Worthington pumps 
having been removed from the “ Hydraulic ” plant and installed 
at the new plant. 

For two years past Bower beds have been maintained at the 
Beacon Street side of the Reservoir and the grass kept cut on the 
banks, adding much to the appearance of the premises and being 
so appreciated by the people in the vicinity that the idea was 
deemed worthy of extension ; accordingly, Messrs Dowd, Taft 
and the Superintendent were appointed a Committee “ To beautify 
the grounds of the department by flower beds and such other ways 
as is deemed expedient. ” In addition to the Reservoir on Beacon 
Street, the Committee arranged for flower beds, shrubs, etc. , on 
the site of the old Bodwell house on Riverside Street, on Moody 
Street between Gershom Avenue and Gardner Avenue and at the 
Gate-house on Varnum Avenue, making these places quite 
attractive and will no doubt be much appreciated by the residents 
in that vicinity and by those who pass that way. All the land in 
possession of the Water Works has been properly marked with 
bound stones and where bordering on a public way has been 
fenced ; and that purchased a few years ago over the tunnel in 
Pawtucketville has been graded and grass seed sown, making neat 
little parks. 

The Secretary’s Report shows that the charges for water 
increased for the year $1,366.00 and while the charges for schedule 
property fell off $21,185.68, metered property increased $22,551.72, 
which was rather surprising as it was expected that the new 
meters would reduce the income considerably, and the last quarter 
shows it, but it will not be apparent until next year. Amount 
expended increased from $202,634.80 to $220,944.67. Collections 
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decreased from $210, 149.93 to $201,122.22 and the balance fell 
from $38,132.05 to$18, 309.60 and uncollected carried over to 1902 
increased from $34,639.92 to $44,056.64, which is mostly in the 
December meter account. A study of the reports of the Superin- 
tendent and Secretary will show the details of the department 
work.

Superintendent’s Report. 


Lowell, Mass., January i, 1902. 
To the Lowell Water Board: — 

Gentlemen : — I herewith present the Annual 
Report of the Superintendent of Water Works for 
the year 1901. 

The construction work or addition to the system 
during the year has been comparatively extensive 
and varied, viz : The completion of the extension of 
the Boulevard Well plant and the erection of a 
new Pumping Station in connection therewith ; instal- 
lation of an Electric Plant at the Centralville Pump- 
ing Station for power and lighting and the placing 
of a lighting set at the lower Boulevard Pumping 
Station for lighting that Station and also the upper 
one; setting 1025 meters, 757 being city meters; 
laying 8392 feet of street main and the addition of 
186 services, also eight new fire hydrants and 43 
additional valves were set on street mains. Many 
of these improvements were of an extraordinary nature, 
yet the cost of them was borne to a great extent 
from the revenues of the department, which accounts 
for the increased annual expenditure over previous 
years. 
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Undoubtedly the most . important work of the 
year, both from the standpoint of expense and the 
results obtained, was the extension of the Boulevard 
system of wells. The successful accomplishment of 
this work makes the source of our supply more 
compact and available in connection with the original 
construction of the Works than formerly and means 
a reduction in the cost of labor for pumping. It 
also enables the department to dispense with the 
use of the water from the Cook and Hydraulic 
Wells, which the investigation authorized by your 
Honorable Board as well as that of the State 
Board of Health showed to be dangerous for con- 
tinuous use when drawn through lead pipes. 

BOULEVARD WELLS EXTENSION. 

After a thorough testing for the most available territory 
to establish this new or Upper Boulevard Well Plant, a 
location was selected northerly of Pawtucket Boulevard about 300 
feet from the Merrimack River on land formerly owned by 
Cushing, Gaudette, Stiles and others, and centering on the 
easterly line of what was known on the plan as 4 c Wellington 
Street,” about 130 feet northeasterly of north line of Paw- 
tucket Boulevard. The plan proposed and followed was to 
run two lines or legs east and west parallel with the Boule- 
vard from a central collector or cross 24" x 24" x 16" x 16" 
each outlet controlled by gate valves ; one 24" outlet running 
to new or Upper Boulevard Station and the other to old or 
Lower Boulevard Station and the well or suction lines lead- 
ing from the 16" openings. These suction lines consist of 
786 feet of 16" flanged and 783 feet of 14" flanged pipe, 
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laid to grade and line on piles driven in bottom of trench. 
The depth at which the pipe was laid varied from six to 
14 feet according to the surface of the ground. Each length 
of suction pipe was cast 12 feet long with a 24-" boss on 
side, tapped to receive a 2^" pipe for connecting wells. The 
number of wells driven and connected in this plant was 125, 
all of which consist of 2-J" strainers 36" long, 2 \ x strong W. 
I. pipe, malleable tees or heads, fitted with air chambers and 
caps and each well controlled separately by a 2J" valve. 
Every valve fitting and pipe used on wells or suction was 
submerged in water and subjected to a test of 25 lbs. air pres- 
sure before using. When the wells were driven and connected 
they were made available for use by means of the 24" delivery and 
20" suction mains connecting the Lower Boulevard Pumping 
Station. This delivery main is 1892 feet long running from center 
of suction main or collector at the Upper Wells to a 24" Y on 
southerly side of Bouvelard opposite Lower Station. 1038 feet of 
this pipe is convertible into a suction so that the Lower Station 
can, by the operation of a series of valves, pump from all the 345 
wells included in both the Upper and Lower Plants. To do this, 
however, use must be made of the 811 feet of 20" and 147 feet of 
16" pipe which was laid as a suction for the additional 52 wells 
driven in the spring of 1900 for the purpose of relieving to 14" 
suction pipe that was already loaded to its full capacity with the 
water from 76-2-4" wells. This pipe connects with the 24" 
delivery main about half way between the new and old Pumping 
Stations and by closing a valve at that point both stations can 
pump independently of each other, either singly or together. The 
following valves were set on suction and delivery mains : 2-12", 

1-14", 2-15", 1-20" and 4-24". Suction mains were laid to a 
grade of .08 per 100 feet and grade of the delivery mains was such 
as to allow draining of all pipes when necessary. 
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UPPER BOULEVARD PUMPING STATION. 

The new pumping station was built on land near the site of 
the Claudette residence. The building, which, is of wood, is 59 feet 
long by 33 feet wide, the engine room being 29 x 33 feet, and the 
boiler room 30 x 33 feet in addition, there is an office 13 x 13 feet, 
coat room 10 x 12 feet, and the coal shed, which is 59 x 58 feet. 
In order to place the pump at a proper depth the engine room or 
pump pit was excavated 13 J feet below the underpinning of the 
building. The walls of the pump pit are of brick 18" thick with a 
concrete core and extend to elevation 48.85, which is three feet higher 
than the brick work at the Lower Station and the same above high 
water mark. The floor of the pump pit is made of Portland 
cement concrete one foot thick. 

Just outside of the Station in front of the office where the 
valves were set on 20" x 20" x 16" x 16" cross, or collector, a gate 
chamber was built with a man-hole extending above ground. This 
gate chamber is connected by tunnel with engine room. Tunnel, 
gate chamber and man-hole were made of Portland cement con- 
crete. At the approach to the tunnel directly under the office is 
set a Receiver 6 feet in diameter by 12 feet long made of best steel 
and furnished by B. F. Smith and Bro. of Boston. One end of 
the Receiver is connected by 24" flange pipe to well line and the 
other by a 24" to 20" reducer to the two Worthington Duplex 
Compound Pumps 14-20 — 15-15 which were moved from the 
Hydraulic Pumping Station. Besides these two pumps, which 
have each a capacity of three million gallons daily, there is a 
Worthington Air pump 6-8 -J~6, a Worthington boiler feed pump 
and a Deane boiler feed pump 6-4-6 ; these also came from the 
Hydraulic Station, as did the boilers. The boilers are what is 
known as the horizontal tubular type and are 16ijr feet long by 66 
inches in diameter, they are connected with a smoke stack 36" in 
diameter, 72 feet high, made of steel in sections J and of an 
inch thick. 
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This work including piping boilers and pumps is nearly 
finished. What now remains to be done is the flooring of the 
boiler room and top dressing the engine room floor. Outside the 
Station a great deal of grading was found necessary and some 
more will have to be done next year. In connection with the 
extension of the Boulevard Wells also comes the expense of 
moving the Gaudette house and barn. The latter was moved to 
the rear of the old Station, set on stone foundation and is now 
used for a horse shed and storage purposes. The house was 
moved to point about 100 feet west of the Collins house between 
the river and the Boulevard. The interior of the house had to be 
remodeled and considerable grading was done around both houses. 
A wind mill was also erected to supply them with water. 

ELECTRIC ENGINE AT CENTRALYILLE STATION. 

The electric set at the Centralville Pumping Station is com- 
prised of a 9" x 10" Ames Automatic Cut-off Engine which runs 
at 315 R. P. M. and is directly connected to a 25 K. W. General 
Electric Generator. From the generator is supplied a 110 volt direct 
current which operates a 15 H. P. General Electric Motor, which 
in turn drives the Shop. The Generator also furnishes the current 
for 106 incandescent and 5 arc lights. The cost of lighting and 
power, based on extra fuel used, oil, waste, new globes, lamps, 
carbons, interest, etc., is $2.10 per day, of which .60 per day is 
chargeable to lighting Pumping Station, or $219 per annum 
against $428.10 the former cost of lighting per year. Since this 
plant was started last July it has worked every day without the 
least trouble. To operate the old steam engine which furnished 
power for the shop, 800 lbs. of coal was required while 700 lbs. is 
consumed by the new Ames Engine for power and lighting. Steam 
for this engine is taken from the main steam line of the High Duty 
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Worthington at 90 lbs. and the exhaust is connected with the 
condenser of the three large pumps (and is also piped to the 
atmosphere. 


NEW METERS. 


By far more meters were set during the past year than in any 
one year in the history of the Department. The work of setting 
which was done as rapidly as possible, required the services of two 
extra men and part of the time four extra men were employed. 
Some of the pipes where the meters were set proved to be old and 
badly rusted, making it difficult and more expensive to set the 
meters than ordinarily. The men engaged in the work reported 
leaky fixtures in most of the houses metered by the City. 

Leaky fixtures in general and wanton waste of water are the 
most serious drawbacks to the success and efficiency of Water 
Works systems and the action of your Honorable Board in increas- 
ing the number of meters is a move in the right direction.

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MAINTENANCE. 

Much of the expense of maintenance is occasioned by the 
alterations, change of grade, renewals and repairs necessary on 
street mains, hydrants, hydrant boxes, gates, gate boxes, services 
and service boxes. Some is due to repairs of meters but the great- 
est outlay charged to maintainence, next to the item of interest, 
is on account of pumping. For besides the regular supplies, such 
as coal, oil, etc., the boilers, piping and pumps are continually 
demanding care and repairs, scarcely a day passing when there is 
not a pump repair job in the Shop. At the Centralville Pumping 
Station the three large pumps and the High Service Pump came 
in for more or less repairing. New composition sleeves, glands 
and pistons and steel rods were made at the Shop and furnished 
for the High Service Engine, making it good for several years to 
come. Advantage was taken of connecting the exhaust from the 
electric engine with the High Duty Worthington condenser to also 
provide for the exhaust from the High Service! engine, which was 
never done before. 

The Morris Engine, which has been a constant source of 
expense to keep in condition for some years past, was started 
several times during the year, but after running a few days or a 
week, some part’ would give out, usually the steam valves on the 
high pressure side ; four of these valves were broken during the 
year. At present the engine is in order, ready to start, but it 
cannot be relied upon. 

The Low Duty Worthington Pump which was run considera- 
bly during the year, required very little repairing and is still in 
good condition. A reducing valve was set on the main steam line 
of the pump so that in case of stopping the High Duty Worthing- 
ton, the pump could be started immediately without waiting for 
the steam pressure to drop from 90 to 50 lbs. or vice versa. Con- 
siderable repair work was done on the High Duty Worthington 
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Pump since the last Report ; all of the composition boxes on the 
valve motion were worn so badly that it became necessary to 
replace them. This was done and the new boxes were cast of 
bronze. A new cross head for the air pump also had to be 
purchased. 

Very little repair work was done at the Cook Wells Pumping 
Station, which was due in a measure to the fact that the Station 
was shut down May 1st and that previous to that for about a year 
only a little pumping was done there. The taking out of one of 
the air pumps for use at the Boulevard necessitated some new 
piping. Since the freezing weather began it has been necessary to 
keep the water in the suction mains moving, otherwise some of the 
lines which are laid practically on the surface, would freeze and 
burst. This was done by pumping through the 12" blow-off into 
the brook. This trouble will be obviated before another winter, 
as your vote to have these suctions liable to freeze lowered to 
proper depth, will be carried into effect. 

The Hydraulic Pumping Station ran 49 days during the year, 
shutting down finally May 11th. Since that time all the 
machinery, boilers, piping, etc., forming the outfit at the Station 
were removed to the Upper Boulevard Pumping Station, except- 
ing the condenser and vacuum pump, which is being used at the 
Lower Boulevard Station. Nothing of value remains there now 
but the building and the old brick used in the boiler set- 
ting. As soon as the building is disposed of, the engine pit, 
which is now almost full of water, should be pumped dry and 
then filled with clean material from the sand bank near by and 
the rest of the lot cleaned and graded. 

The discontinuance of the Cook and Hydraulic Wells left the 
entire supply of the City dependent on the Boulevard Wells and 
Pumping Station, which Station was enlarged in 1900 and two 
new boilers and a new pump added to its equipment to meet these

conditions. The new pump, like the other two, is a 12-18-18 
simple duplex Knowles pump of 3,000,000 gals, daily capacity. 
The steam cylinder on the old pumps were reduced by B. F. 
Smith & Bro. in 1896 from 12" to 9£". They should now be 
restored to their original size as the new pump proves the larger 
steam cylinder the best in efficiency. A Worthington duplex air 
pump which was formerly at the Cook Pumping Station has been 
added to the Pumping equipment, making two air pumps, two 
boiler feed pumps and one vacuum pump, besides the large 
pumps at this Station. The two new boilers, like the old two, are 
horizontal tubular 54" in diameter, 17 ft. .3 in. long with over- 
hanging fronts. In cleaning the old boilers, the tubes were found 
so badly scaled that it was thought wisest to have them replaced 
with new, which was done. Now only three of the boilers are run 
at a time, thereby giving a chance to clean them regularly, and as 
a consequence, they are in first rate condition. 

COAL. 

As about one half the expense of pumping is for coal, it fol- 
lows that the better the coal, the less the cost per million gallons. 
During the past year, the coal was of a specially inferior quality. 
So much so, that wdiile the quantity of water pumped was 
303,206,957 gallons less than in 1900, yet the consumption of coal 
was 269 tons in excess of the previous year, and the cost of pump- 
ing thereby increased from $13.90 to $16.26 per million gallons. 
This, too, notwithstanding the labor saved since May 1st by con- 
centrating the pumping to two Stations instead of three as before. 
Of course some of the increased cost of pumping is due to the 
unusual amount of repairs made on the pumps at the Central ville 
and Boulevard Stations. Nevertheless, if it were not for the 
increase in the price of coal and a decrease in quality, a reduction 
in the cost of pumping would have been the case. 
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MAINTENANCE OF STREET MAINS, HYDRANTS, SERVICES, METERS, ETC. 

Next in importance to the maintenance of the Pumping 
Stations is the work of caring for and preserving in condition the 
street mains, services, hydrants, meters, etc., attached to the 
delivery and distributing branch of the work. 

Following is some of the work done in that direction : — 
336 ft. of 20" main running through land of Merrimack Manufac- 
turing Co. was taken up and relaicl in another location to make 
room for an extension to one of their mills. While the Street 
Department were engaged in rebuilding the bridge on Lawrence 
Street near the Lowell Cemetery, the 4" main which extended 
from the 8" main on Lawrence Street opposite Moore Street across 
the bridge was taken up and replaced by an 8" pipe. The pipe laid 
on the bridge was covered with 2" felting and boxed to prevent 
freezing. Owing to numerous complaints of roily water on Cot- 
tage Street, the 1 \" pipe on that street was replaced by a 4" case 
iron main from Chapel to Central Street. While the men were 
employed in blowing off hydrants on Varnum Avenue, they 
noticed a decided lack of pressure at the hydrant nozzles ; this lead 
to an inspection, which resulted in the discovery of a large leak 
from an 8" main where it crossed a brook. The culvert over the 
brook was removed and the leak repaired in such a manner as to 
avoid its occurring again. Fifteen old, broken or condemned post 
hydrants and sixteen flush hydrants were replaced by new post 
hydrants. Nine hydrants were discontinued and removed. Three 
other hydrants were relocated and a 6" condemned street gate 
replaced. Thirty-seven street gates were repacked or otherwise 
repaired, and 323 hydrants reported out of order were fixed. The 
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drinking fountains were painted once and cleaned 17 times during 
the year. Thirty-nine old iron services which were beyond repair 
were changed for tin lined iron pipe and 23 services were cut off 
at main ; 429 meters were taken to Shop for repairs, 220 were 
repaired in cellars, 59 were frozen and burst, 29 condemned and 2 
discontinued ; 280 new 1" sidewalk boxes, 22 new valve boxes and 
6 new hydrant boxes were set in place of old decayed boxes ; 39 
leaks were also repaired. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

In addition to the usual regular work already noted, several 
other pieces of work were done during the year as follows : A new 
drinking fountain was set on Riverside Street near the corner of 
Moody Street; new rail fence 888 ft. long was built along the 
northerly line of City land westerly from Boulevard extension, 
also filling cellar on site of proposed Cushing house ; saving about 
twenty-five tons of hay from Reservoir and Boulevard land. 
Sheathing and clapboarding Lower Boulevard Pumping Station ; 
laying pipe for fire services for Merrimack Manufacturing Co., 
Tremont & Suffolk Mills, Bay State Woolen Mills, Wamesit 
Power Co., Shaw Hosiery, Lowell Gas Light Co., and American 
Hide & Leather Co. ; making beds, hauling loam, etc. for ivy 
plants, shrubbery and beds ordered by the Committee on flowers 
and set out on the Bod well Lot, Riverside Street and the Inlet 
Lot on Varnum Avenue.

REPORT 

OF THE 

COMMITTEE ON APPROPRIATIONS. 


City Hall, 

Lowell, Mass., March 15, 1902. 

To the City Council : 

Your Joint Standing Committee on Appropriations, 
after having considered all the estimates from the various 
departments for the current year, respectfully submit the 
following report in accordance with the Ordinance. 

This report is somewhat late, which is due in a meas- 
ure to the late appointment of the Committee and also to 
the fact that we were delayed nearly a week before receiv- 
ing the department estimates. 
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The members of the Committee were aware that their 
task was a difficult one owing to the fact that the appro- 
priations last year were deceiving and too low to meet the 
requirements of the different departments. As a result, 
the depreciation in personal property in several of the De- 
partments has been such as to make it imperative that 
more money be furnished in order to maintain anything 
like a proper standard. 

Your Committee have held seventeen meetings and 
examined all of the Departments ; and in many cases vis- 
ited the different buildings and examined carefully into 
their needs. 

The amount of the estimates made by the heads of the 
several departments was over $200,000 more than the total 
available revenue, and it became necessary to reduce each 
estimate to the lowest possible point. 

It is a fact that the valuation of the taxable property 
in Lowell has not increased to any extent, and possibly 
has not held its own, but the expense of each department 
has been steadily increasing. This is especially so with 
the salaries, which when once established become practi- 
cally fixed charges. The salaries and labor over which the 
Committee have no control exceed $600,000, which added 
to the regular fixed charges of $457,800, makes a total of 
over $1,000,000. This amount taken from the total avail- 
able revenue leaves a comparatively small amount for the 
sundries of the departments. 

Your Committee have deliberated upon the subject 
of piecing out the appropriations by means of a loan and 
have decided that such a course would not be advisable. 
This same subject has been given careful attention in for- 
mer years. While a loan would reduce the tax rate this 


year it would be throwing a burden of expense that prop- 
erly belongs to the year 1902, upon future years. Such a 
policy deceives the taxpayers by giving them a fictitious 
tax rate. 

It is believed that the amounts recommended by 
your Committee will enable every department to live within 
its appropriation. 

In examining the different estimates, your Committee 
has been severely criticized in many cases, and especially 
by certain members of the School Board, for presuming to 
probe to the bottom of department estimates. In the case 
of the School Board, your Committee found that the 
expenses have been steadily increasing at the rate of over 
$10,000 per year. The cost of instruction (which means 
salaries) has increased during the twenty years between 
1881 and 1901 over 100 per cent., while the number of 
pupils has increased less than 50 per cent. It is believed 
that the management of this department is very expensive. 

The visit of the Committee to the City Farm devel- 
oped a deplorable state of affairs and a condition that 
should not exist. It has been proven that the Overseers 
of the Poor are directly responsible for the present con- 
dition, and the management of this Institution should have 
an entire change. 

In the list of estimates by the Police Board, Superin- 
tendent of City Farm and Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings, different amounts have been asked for permanent 
improvements. Your Committee have carefully examined 
these estimates and would recommended that the City 
Council take immediate steps to furnish money for the fol- 
lowing purposes : — Addition to Police Station Building 
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and additions and alterations to Police Signal Service, 
improvements in school sanitaries, new boiler for training 
school, alteration in Carter Street school heating plant, and 
alterations and repairs to City Farm Buildings. Your 
Committee would recommend that careful estimates be 
made of all requirements and that the work be done under 
the direction of the Superintendent of Public Buildings.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 

OF THE 

OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


Lowell, January i, 1902. 

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor, 

City of Lowell, Mass. 

Gentlemen : — In accordance with the provisions of the rules of 
the Overseers I herewith present my annual report of the Out Door 
Relief branch of the Pauper department for the year 1901. 

The initial year in the new century was not as auspicious as 
either the members of the board or the officers thereof, would desire. 
The business of the department was large and the department itself 
was always a conspicuous figure in the public eye. From the be- 
ginning of the year until its close, one event followed another in such 
a manner as to keep us constantly before the public, and, as the 
events were not always such as the members of the board would pre- 
fer, the criticism that followed was constant, even if it was not always 
just. There is nothing so injurious to the work of the department as 
notoriety. Publicity is not objectionable ; in fact it is desirable, as 
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it stimulates good work and breeds a better feeling between the de- 
partment and the general public. Notoriety, on the contrary, breeds 
feelings of doubt and distrust on the part of the public and puts the 
members and officers of the board in a position that is not conducive 
to the best ends of the departments work. Their acts are miscon- 
strued and their control of the business is not so absolute as it should 
be. They are more liable to be imposed upon as they cannot exer- 
cise that fearlessness of results which is so necessary in dealing with 
the class of people coming under their jurisdiction. The best results 
are obtained only when the board enjoys the confidence of the people 
and every overseer of the poor works in harmony with his brother 
overseer, all striving for the one end, namely, to bring about a judi- 
cious and economical admistration of the departments affairs. Unless 
the seal of public approval is placed upon our work our effectiveness 
is lost and our administration is not a success. 

That we do not enjoy, at present, that public confidence we 
should have, is as apparent to you as it is to me. Our local states- 
men and our newspaper men can find no words of praise for our 
work, but, on the contrary, are continually making sarcastic, pointed 
and alleged witty sayings at our expense. Whatever of good we may 
do is ignored, while our shortcomings are heralded far and near, so 
that all may know of them. Such a condition of affairs is deplorable, 
and is not, in my opinion, warranted by the work of the department. 
The Overseers of the Poor, like any other organized body in the 
world, are liable to, and do make mistakes, but on the whole I know 
our work is creditable. I deny that there is any extravagance in this 
department, and positively affirm, without fear of intelligent contra- 
diction, that every dollar expended is honestly and judiciously spent 
and returns as much as a dollar spent by any individual or set of 
individuals in the entire country. 

The dispensing of charity — either under public or private 
auspices — is seldom a work that can be performed to the entire satis- 
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faction of the dispensers. The problems arising are so complex and 
the diversity of opinion as to the best methods to be pursued, is so 
great that the wisdom of any course you choose is bound to be 
shrouded in doubt. Especially so is this true of public charity, 
wherein everybody is interested, and concerning which the number of 
tyros, who know how everything should be done, is limited, it would 
seem, to the speaking population of the place. Constant years of 
daily activity in the work does not remove this doubt, nor does it en- 
able the charity official to pursue a line of action that is always clear 
to himself to be the very best thing to be done in each particular case. 
The late S. C. Wrightington, for many years Superintendent of Out 
Door Poor of the state board of charity, and up to the time of his 
death, one of the very best, if not the best authorities on pauper laws 
and pauper business in this Commonwealth, told me, shortly before 
his death, that his life’s work of over forty years in the business 
failed to make him believe that he “knew it all,” and that the ques- 
tion of how the very best results can be obtained was as perplexing 
to him then as it was when he first started in. Years of study 
and of ripe experience failed to give him a satisfactory solution of 
the vexed problem. I attended the conference of the National Asso- 
ciation of Charities and Corrections, held in Washington, D. C., last 
May, and met there the brightest and brainiest charity workers in 
this country. Public and private charity officials from about every 
state in the union were present. The different phases of the pauper 
question were ably and intelligently discussed and debated by men 
and women whose life’s work is spent among the poor. While all are 
striving for the same ultimate end, namely, to eradicate, as far as 
possible that great social evil of pauperism, still there was but little 
unity of opinion as to the proper course to pursue to bring about the 
desired end. 

I am led to mention this matter by reason of the arguments 
made before the committee on appropriations last spring, in favor of 
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reducing the amount customarily appropriated for out door relief, and 
by reason also of the subsequent report of that committee, in which 
a fifty per cent, reduction was recommended and our methods were 
characterized as unscientific and a menace to honest labor. The in- 
terest in the subject seemed very active, even if it wasn’t very wide- 
spread. The gist of the arguments was towards the abolition of out 
door relief. It was specially obnoxious as public out door relief, 
which was said to be extravagant, wasteful and superfluous. The 
trend of the times was towards its abolition and many cities had cut 
it off entirely, to the injury of no one and to the betterment of the 
municipalities. Brooklyn was heralded as the beau ideal city in this 
respect. Buffalo and Hartford were also specially mentioned, but to 
Brooklyn was awarded the palm. There, it was asserted, the mayor 
of the city, with one stroke of the pen, cut off all municipal out door 
relief, and the marvellous results that followed showed that not only 
was there no suffering among those who had received the assistance, 
but, most wonderful to relate, the population of the almshouse did 
not increase. That the former recipients bestirred themselves and 
became self-supporting members of society. 

Such statements, made with a degree of absolute positiveness 
that was convincing in itself, were mystifying to me. My experience 
and knowledge of the business scouted the idea of such a possibility, 
as the cutting off of all out door relief, still, I thought we may be 
wrong. While there is little in common between Brooklyn and 
Lowell in the wage earning possibilities or in the average per capita 
wages paid, being so much lower in this city, yet every civil- 
civilized community in the world has its own dependents, and if 
Brooklyn can get along without giving out door relief, why not 
Lowell? To find out the true condition of affairs I visited Brooklyn 
last April and made a thorough investigation. I called on both the 
public and private charity officials and was furnished freely with all the 
information I desired. I found this to be a fact. The poor of 
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Brooklyn are the recipients of as much out door relief at the present 
time as the poor of Lowell. It is true that the city, as a city, gives 
away no fuel or provisions. It is also true that such had been the 
practice years ago and that nobody suffered when it was cut off in 
1884. When one finds out the system, or rather the lack of system of 
public out door relief that Brooklyn suffered under, you can readily 
see why it was cut off and why ; also, the recipients did not suffer 
when it was denied them. The abuses had become so great that in 
1884 a committee of citizens banded together, made an examination 
of how the business was being done, and as a result of their report, 
municipal out door relief was abolished. They found that worthy 
poor people were unheard of, and that the aid was going to the 
cheeky, the bold and the friends of the politicians. Provisions were 
given away three times a week from large drays that were lined up 
in front of the charity building. The women, each carrying a large 
basket, formed in line and marched by the drays, having their baskets 
filled en route. It was a great field for the enterprising female who 
had only to get behind a corner, find an empty basket and fall back 
in line for another load. Fuel was given away in the same profligate 
manner. Politicians would send in word to send coal to Mr. So and 
So and it was sent, entirely on the recommendation of the one who 
ordered. No records were kept of who were receiving aid, no inves- 
tigations of their conditions were ever thought of. 

It can readily be understood why there was no suffering by the 
shutting off of this kind of pernicious aid giving. The poor did not 
get it. As one old official told me, “ We found the city was filling 
up the coal bins of men who were putting in their time exercising 
their trotting horses on the boulevard.” 

But the stopping of out door aid by the municipality did not 
mean that the giving of such was discontinued entirely in that city. 
It simply meant the transferring of the base of supplies from public 
to private charitable auspices. Private charitable organizations,

some of which had been in existence prior to 1884, continued the 
work and have been doing it ever since. The bulk of the work there 
is borne by the Brooklyn Association for Improving the Condition of 
the Poor. This society has been in continual existence since 1843 
and is supported entirely by voluntary contributions. It knows no 
creed, race or color, seeking only to relieve distress wherever found 
within the city’s limits. It has its own main building on Livingston 
and Throop streets, besides several depots for the distribution of 
fuel, food and clothing in different sections of the city. These pro- 
perties represent an investment of $6o,ooo, every cent of which was 
obtained from legacies and contributions to a Building Fund contri- 
bution. Not one dollar of this amount came from the annual contri- 
butions for the current expenses. Can you imagine Lowell being 
the recipient of such generous contributions ? 

The cash offerings for current expenses are received in sums of 
$1.00 and upwards. Contributors of any amount have the privilege 
of recommending families to the association’s consideration. The 
association has its paid forces of managers, clerks and visitors and 
does business in exactly the same manner that we do. They take 
histories, visit their customers in their homes and keep a record of 
every item of aid given, having reference books that enables them to 
trace back to their work for many years. It does an intelligent work 
in a thorough manner, and the good it does is incalculable. They 
have the same impositions to contend with that we have and their 
list of chronic cases is not a small one. They make no claims to not 
having made mistakes in the giving of aid, but take just pride in 
the work they have accomplished. Some idea of the amount of work 
they do can be learned from the report of the year May 1, 1899, to 
May 1, 1900, when they distributed 8,783 provision orders and 388 
tons of coal. This represents the amount given away as out door 
relief by one society alone in Brooklyn. Several others are engaged 
in the same work, each in its own restricted sphere, but all contribut- 
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ing its mite to the total aid given each year. So the inference that 
Brooklyn gives no out door relief is very, very misleading. Buffalo 
and Hartford also give out door relief, both private and public 
charities being engaged in the work. 

I do not think it possible to do away with out door relief. In a 
city like ours where so many families, in their most affluent times get 
scarcely more than is necessary for a bare existence, it would be an 
impossibility to shut it off. To put these families in the almshouse 
in their times of reverses, would not only be an absurd thing to do, 
but it would be very costly. I also believe that the cost of general 
out door relief should be borne by the municipality itself. I am 
aware of the difference of opinion that exists on this subject. Many 
of our leading charity workers throughout the country being of the 
opinion that all public out door relief should be done away with and 
that the work should be left entirely to private charity. I believe 
that such opinions are based on the wrong hypothesis, that it is im- 
possible for the public charity worker to do his work as thoroughly 
as the private charity worker. This I deny. . I believe that the 
thoroughness of the work rests with the individual rather than with 
the position he occupies. That is to say that the honest, pains-tak- 
ing official will accomplish as good results as a public official as he 
would as a private charity worker, and vice versa. With the work 
being done equally as well by both auspices, I fail to see the justice 
of private charity doing the general relief work of a city I cannot 
reconcile to my mind the fairness of having the few who contribute 
to private charity pay for that which should be borne by the whole 
population. I appreciate the fact that such contributions are voluntary, 
but even that does not remove the unfairness any more than if some 
generous individual would assume our financial obligations, and by 
so doing remove from us the moral obligation we are all under to 
liquidate our just dues. While the generosity of the individval may 
be admired, still the unfairness of the proposition is apparent to all 
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Private charity should have its own object of endeavor, each within 
its restricted sphere, but the general work of assisting those to whom 
private charity is in no way obligated, I think, should be done by the 
municipality. 

Relative to the report of the committee on appropriations I have 
only this to say, their knowledge of the work of the pauper depart- 
ment did not warrant them in making the following : “ Your com- 
mittee is of opinion that the system of Out Door Relief, as now 
administered, is unscientific and detrimental to the interests of honest 
labor, and we have recommended cutting this appropriation fifty per 
cent., which we believe leaves sufficient to take care of all deserving 
cases. This department should pay more attention to securing suit- 
able work for the indigent and should never assist by charity the 
able-bodied poor.” And this from a committee of which but three 
members were sufficiently interested to accept our invitation to come 
to our office and examine our work so that they might have some 
understanding of that system they so mercilessly criticise. The sys- 
tem we use is the same that is in use in every city in the Common- 
wealth and is the fruit of years of experience in the work. If it is 
unscientific and a menace to labor, then the work of the very best 
workers in the state has gone for naught. The proposition to never 
assist able-bodied poor sounds well to talk about, but the exigencies 
of different cases make it not only impracticable, but absurd. An 
honest and steady-going able bodied man who is unable to find 
sufficient employment to keep himself and family from want is about 
the most worthy object for charity that I know of. To shut such a 
man off entirely, or to send himself and family to the almshouse is not, 

I believe, the wish of the taxpayers of this city. The committee un- 
doubtedly meant well, but they simply didn’t know. Their peremp- 
tory orders to find work for the indigent must be amusing, even to 
themselves. I imagine that they must have some experience in try- 
ing to place their constituents in city jobs, and I wonder if their 
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efforts were always crowned with success ? 

But it is the realization of that order of the committee’s that a 
great reduction in the cost of out door relief can be made. If the 
Superintendent of Out Door Relief had the opportunity to place all 
able-bodied applicants — both male and female — to work, the expenses 
would be limited to those who are incapacitated by sickness or acci- 
accident. The assisting of the unworthy would be reduced to a 
minimum. That city which can furnish employment for its able- 
bodied residents will feel but slightly the evil effects of pauperism. 

The business of the office was heavy last year. The amount of 
out door work during the year was not large and the applications for 
aid were steady throughout the year. The total amount expended 
for food and fuel was $14,168.59, against $12,992.25 the year before. 
The saving in the city’s departments, wherein so many workmen find 
employment, was not beneficial to our business. It is doubtful 
whether such a saving is really beneficial to a city. Economy prac- 
tised at the expense of the laboring man is not an effort in the right 
direction. The total number of families assisted in 1901 was 779, 
consisting of 1138 males and 1475 females. The number of new 
histories taken was 421. One hundred and ninety-four people were 
sent to the State Hospital at Tewksbury. The total number of 
burials was 13 1, the expense of the same being $889.50. Eighty-five 
state notices were received during the year, and of this number fifty- 
seven were new insane cases, of which forty-three were acknowledged 
and fourteen denied ; twenty-four were from the State Hospital at 
Tewksbury, of which fourteen were acknowledged and ten denied ; 
the remaining four notices were from the Home for Dipsomaniacs at 
Foxboro, three of which were acknowledged and one denied. 

AMBULANCES. 

The expenses of the ambulance department show $407.48 more 
this year than last. In reality the expenses for 1901 were less as the 
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increased amount expended was due to the purchase of three new 
horses, a double set of harness and three new collars. These neces- 
sitated an outlay of about $850.00. The total number of calls 
answered by the ambulances was 1120. Of this number 732 calls 
were for transferring sick patients ; 301 were accident calls and in 
87 cases the ambulances were not used. The ambulance service has 
been very good during the year, not a single complaint being regis- 
tered in the office. The expenses for the present year should not be 
heavy, as the ambulances are in good repair and the horses are all 
acclimated and well adapted for the work. The only expense will be 
for the painting and repairing of No. x wagon. Under ordinary 
circumstances the others will go through the year without expense. 

DISPENSARY. 

The expenses of the dispensary are $314.00 more than in 1900 
and $341.00 more than in 1899. This increased expense is caused 
by the great increase in the business of the dispensary. The number 
of cases treated last year was 4801, against 2271 in 1900. Seventy- 
nine hundred and eighty-nine prescriptions were compounded during 
the year at a cost of $952.57, making the average cost a little less 
than 12 cents per perscription. Under the present clerk’s efficient 
management the affairs of the dispensary ran smoothly, not a single 
complaint having reached me all the year. 

The complaint I made last year relative to the abuse of the 
privilege of the dispensary by people who are able to pay for their 
medical attendance and medicine, still holds good. Too many pros- 
perously appearing persons are treated there. This is an imposition 
on the medical profession, also on the druggist, which we hope to 
lessen considerably this year. We intend to inaugurate a new system 
of registration of customers in the dispensary that will give us a bet- 
ter knowledge of their circumstances in life. It will also enable us 
to keep a more thorough account of the medical aid and medicine 
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given each applicant, which should not only increase the revenues of 
the dispensary, but should also be a value in defeating claims for 
settlements. When one contrasts the cost of caring for the sick of 
this city with that of our sister city down the river, we have just rea- 
son to congratulate ourselves. Under the new system of registration 
we propose to inaugurate the extra receipts that will be obtained will 
still further reduce the total cost. 

INSANE. 

The number of insane patients treated at the different state hos- 
pitals during the year was 152, of which 102 remain. This is the 
largest number ever under the city’s supervision, being nine cases 
more than 1900. Fourteen patients have been transferred from the 
state hospitals during the year to the city farm. Of the fourteen 
several were subsequently discharged and are no further expense to 
the department. But another year, after this remains in which the 
cost of the care of the insane will be borne by the pauper department 
as the Commonwealth assumes the full control of all the insane in 
1904. 


SICK IN HOSPITALS. 


The cost of supporting Lowell’s sick poor in the local hospitals 
was never so low, being but $2775.52 as against $4243.55 last year. 
The number of patients treated was 106, being 28 less than in 1900. 
Seventy- nine Lowell people were assisted by Overseers of Poor de- 
partments in other cities and towns, of which number 22 received 
hospital care. The total amount of this expense, that is, temporary 
aid, hospital care and burials of Lowell’s poor in other places, was 
$2617.77 as against $1515.11 the year previous. 
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CARE OF CHILDREN. 

The number of children cared for by the department has never 
been so large. Forty-nine children have been cared for in orphan 
asylums and exactly the same number in private families. Of the 98 
children so cared for 67 remain at present — 33 in orphan asylums 
and 34 in families. Besides the above number 52 other children 
were cared for, either temporarily or permanently. Five were given 
out to private families for adoption, nineteen were placed in institu- 
tions or with the state and the remaining ones were given to relatives. 
The policy of caring for so many children is a questionable one in 
my mind. While I am a believer in the opinion that every munici- 
pality should be burdened with the cost of supporting its own child- 
ren, yet such is so expensive to the pauper department, and so many 
children who have thus benefitted work back on to the department in 
after life, that the wisdom of such a course seems ofttimes cloudy. 

The total amount expended for children in 1901 was $4605.21 as 
against $3765.43 in 1900. 

The expenses of the remaining branches of the department under 
my jurisdiction can best be understood from the subjoined tables. I 
would earnestly request your examination of the same as they show 
the manner in which every dollar appropriated was disbursed. 

In conclusion, I thank the members of the board and the em- 
ployees thereof, for their co-operation, valuable assistance and kind- 
ness shown me, and venture to express the hope that the present year 
will see a marked reduction in the expenses of the department.

Superintendent’s Report. 


Lowell City Farm, Jan. i, 1902. 
lo the Overseers of the Poor : 

Gentlemen — In compliance with your rules, I herewith submit 
the following report as Superintendent of the Almshouse and Work- 
house, for the year ending December 31, 1901 : 

On January 1, 1901, there remained in the Almshouse 176 males 
and 244 females; in the Workhouse, 18 males and 17 females; mak- 
ing a total of 455 people. 

During the year 7 14 people, 392 males and 322 females, were 
admitted to all departments of the Almshouse; and 59 males and 71 
females, or 130 in all, were committed to the Workhouse for minor 
offences, mostly drunkenness, making the total number of people 
cared for at the institutions 1299. 

The daily average for the year was 429, an increase of 19 over 
last year. 

There were discharged from the Almshouse 708 people, 391 
males and 317 females; from the Workhouse 129 people, 68 males 
and 61 females. 

There were icr deaths, 45 males and 56 females, and 9 births, 
7 males and 2 females. 

1472 tramps were accommodated during the year. 

On January 1, 1902, there remained in the Almshouse 177 males 
and 249 females; in the Workhouse 9 males and 27 females.

The gross expenditures for the Almshouse and Wood Yard were 
$62,579.36. $7,411 worth of provisions and $4,545.50 worth of wood 

and coal have been delivered to the poor, on orders from the Out 
Door Pauper Department ; $52.64 worth of supplies were sent to the 
Pest House and $703.65 worth of wood and coal were delivered to 
other City Departments, making the total receipts $12,712 79, and 
the net expenditures for Almshouse and Wood Yard $49,866.57. 

The cost per inmate per week was $2.17. This may seem a 
rather high estimate, but had I followed my predecessors formula 
and deducted both the gross expenditures and the receipts of the 
Wood Department, and not considered the Physicians salary a part 
of this department’s expense, I should be able to greatly reduce the 
per capita cost.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 
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That the appropriation has been overdrawn, is due to the facts 
that with an increase in the daily average, the cost of such staple 
commodities as butter beans, lard, pork, potatoes and grains of all 
• kinds greatly advanced, and the amount of repairing that had 
reached such a crisis as to command immediate attention, an appro- 
priation of $40,000, or $6,000 less than the expenses of the previous 
year was made. Let me also add, that in the attending physician's 
opinion, the hospital cases have been much more severe this year 
than those of 1901. 

The following repairs were made during the year : 

A new hot water tank has been placed in the basement of the 
women’s building, and the piping connected with the same enlarged 
and extended to the fourth floor. 

The boilers have been reset as ordered by the State Inspector. 

The fire escapes have been scraped and painted. 

A new washing machine was purchased for the laundry, replac- 
ing one that was practically useless. 

One bath tub in the institution bath room that was useless, has 
been replaced. 

The supply tank for hot water in the men's building has been 
relined with copper and new connections put in. 

A new range was purchased for the officers’ kitchen. 

The ventilators and roof of the male hospital have been repaired 
and loose and broken slate on other roofs attended to. 

A new Curtis trap has been placed on return steam line from 
the male hospital, and relieves greatly the condensation, which caused 
much difficulty in heating that department. 

Wire guards have been placed over the steam pipes and radia- 
tors in the men’s insane ward. 

The private telephones which connected the office with the 
various departments, have all been replaced by new ones of the 
Couch & Seeley system.

Considerable painting, plastering and whitewashing has been 
done throughout the institution by the inmates. 

The buildings are badly in need of repair, so much so, that a 
thorough inspection should be made and needed repairs attended to 
at once. The entire institution was in such a deplorable condition 
at the beginning of the year, that even the apparently large amount 
of money spent on repairs, makes only a slightly appreciable change. 
It would be economy to replace the entire system of plumbing rather 
than spend sums for continual repairs, that eventually will more than 
cover the cost to reconstruct the entire apparatus, and in the material 
used, as for instance the bath tubs, it would have been far cheaper 
to to have paid a few dollars more per tub, and have an enamel af- 
fair that would be always clean, than to purchase the lot of old iron 
tubs that are repulsive even at long range. 

The male hospital is in wretched condition, the building itself being 
nothing more than a mere shell, and almost impossible to keep clean. 
Considerable newspaper comment was caused throughout the year 
by the expenditure of what was deemed a large amount of money for 
“Bug Poison,” the greater part of which was used in this building ; 
as a matter of fact, an expenditure of twice the amount would not 
have been wasted, and the necessity of such material was not of only 
one year’s standing. Nothing but the filthy condition of this build- 
ing made such an expense necessary. 

Some system of ventilation should be provided for the nursery, 
the men’s insane and women’s building. 

The number of inmates has increased rapidly, but no corres- 
ponding increase in paid labor has been allowed. The result is that 
the inmates are compelled to act as attendants to other inmates, and 
sooner or later this will result in some unfortunate occurrence that 
will not redound to the credit of the city.

Lowell, Mass., January, 1902. 

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council of 
the City of Lowell: 

The Board of Health respectfully submits its 
twenty-fourth annual report, covering the operations 
of the Health Department for the past year, 
together with a statement of the receipts and 
expenditures to December 31, 1901. 

Mayor Dimon appointed for a term of three 
years Guy Holbrook, M. D., and the appointment 
was confirmed by the Board of Aldermen, thus 
constituting the membership of the Board for the 
year as follows : 

George W. Fifield, Term expires February 1902 
John H. McGuinness, “ “ “ 1903 

Guy Holbrook, M. D., “ “ “ 1904 
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All the above members being present at a 
meeting held at n A. M., February 4, Guy 
Holbrook was elected Chairman and John H. 
McGuinness Secretary. 

The Department has been brought before the 
Superior Court of Massachusetts twice during the 
current year, the first time on account of the 
award of a contract under a vote of the City 
Council, which was declared invalid under the 
provision of the City Charter forbidding them to 
interfere in any way with the head of a depart- 
ment in making contracts or employing labor, 
and the second time through an application for 
an injunction to prevent the Department from 
building a Smith Improved Garbage Cremator, 
voted by the City Council with a resolution to 
borrow $25,000 for said purpose. 

The injunction was not granted because the 
money had not been borrowed, but the Court held 
that the vote was illegal on practically the same 
grounds taken in the Union Label case. 

There were thirty-eight meetings of the Board 
during the year, at which many questions of 
importance were acted upon, but as the daily 
papers from time to time report business done at 
the time, to enumerate the subjects in an annual 
report does not seem advisable, as the written 
records are always open to inspection.

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In the Legislature of 1900 and 1901 there have 
been attempts made to change the Massachusetts 
plumbing laws by vesting the examinations of appli- 
cants and the making of rules and regulations in 
a single Board, to be appointed by the Governor,., 
and to have jurisdiction in all the cities of the 
Commonwealth. 

Although there exists many reasons for such 
a change, the attempt failed by the refusal of 
the Legislature to enact new laws. The greatest 
need in the regulation of plumbing is uniformity 
of requirements in the different cities of Mass, as 
the license given by the Board of Health is to 
be honored in ever}^ other city. A glance over 
the plumbing codes of different cities shows that 
ideas of proper construction differ widely, and the 
rules require very different action by both master 
and journeymen plumbers in different cities. 

In many places the principal object seems to 
be to make the plumbing as complicated and 
expensive as possible. A commission of qualified 
authorities which would examine into the practice 
of plumbing, and place before the boards of health 
a uniform and rational plumbing code, would be 
a move in the right direction and render great 
service to those who are seeking the advancement 
of municipal improvement. 

In any city as large as Lowell the problems 
that arise for solution by the Board of Health 
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through its plumbing inspectors are many and 
varied. The drainage of wet, rotten and spongy 
lands, the divergence of surface water from places 
in which it does damage, location of water closets, 
ventilation, light, odors, smoke and sewage dis- 
posal require time and study, first to ascertain 
whether the desired improvement is amenable to 
treatment, and then a clear idea as to how relief 
can be obtained. 


, NUISANCES. 

Almost the entire time of our two general 
inspectors is taken in the performance of this 
duty. A nuisance has been various^ defined by 
statutes and by legal writers, and a recent statu- 
tory definition is as follows: “Whatever is dan- 
gerous to human life or health, and whatever 
renders soil, air, water, or food impure ox unwhole- 
some are declared to be nuisances, and every 
person, either owner, agent or occupant, having 
aided in creating or contributing to the same, or 
who may suffer to continue or retain any of them, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. n 

The city is divided into districts, and each 
inspector is assigned to one district, confines his 
work to it, and thus becomes familiar with it. 
Besides, systematic complaints that may be received 
at the office are turned over to them and anony- 
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mous complaints receive the same attention as 
signed ones, although in some cities the inspectors 
are forbidden to look them up. 

The experience of the writer has been that 
anonymous complaints are about as likely to be 
well-founded as are those where the name of the 
complainant is given. A considerable number are 
based on spite, or are due to an unreasonable 
fastidiousness. The proportion of unfounded com- 
plaints is about twenty-five per cent. 

We maintain a house to house inspection and 
keep a card index which shows at all times the 
condition at the last inspection. 

Having been obliged to detach both inspectors 
tliis year to make daily visits where diphtheria 
cards were posted, the number of visits usually 
made • has been somewhat curtailed.

REPORT OF ANIMAL AND PROVISION INSPECTOR. 

Lowell, Mass., December, 27th, 1901. 
To the Board of Health , City of Lowell. 

Gentlemen : As per your favor of Decem- 
ber 20th. I herewith submit my annual report. 

Since the first day of January, 1901, in my 
duties as Inspector of Animals for the City, I 
have personally examined 953 animals for conta- 
gious diseases. 

Of these I have placed in quarantine 11 
horses as being affected with glanders. . Two of 
these cases after several examinations and bacte- 
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rial experiments, with the nasal discharges, b\ 

the expert of the Cattle Commission, were released 
as being free from the disease. The other nine 
cases after several examinations were condemned., 
and I personally saw that they were destroyed 

and their carcasses properly rendered. I also 
thoroughly cleansed and disinfected the stables with 
all the utensils used about those horses. 

I have had six horses reported to me as hav- 
ing suspicious symptoms of glanders, but after 
keeping them under observation for a short time 
it was found that they were all right, and had 

no glanders about them. 

I have examined 213 horses at auctions and 
sales stables throughout the city for any symp- 
toms of glanders and have had the public water- 
ing troughs thorough^ cleaned several times as 
an extra precaution against this disease, and think 
it is stamped out and the city is again free from 
this dread scourge as it has been for a number 
of years heretofore. This I consider very for- 
tunate, as the disease had got quite a start 
owing to outside horse dealers bringing horses 
affected with it into the city to be sold. 

I have inspected at the different slaughter* 
houses, one cow and twelve calves, which were to 
be sold in the cit} T . These were found to be in 
good condition and I placed the official stamp on. 
but there can never be satisfactor} r examinations 
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of meat products until there are fewer slaughter 
Rouses and these under State control. 

I have identified and released one bull and 
175 cows that have come into the city from out- 
side the state, which had papers with a satisfac- 
tory tuberculin test. I have personally examined 
in my yearly inspection 279 cows, 218 hogs, one 
bull and 33 calves. Out of the total number I 
have placed in quarantine five cows which, after 
being examined by an Agent of the Cattle Com- 
mission, were condemned and destroyed. We then 
made a post-mortem examination and found that 
our diagnosis had been correct. 

I have also quarantined 15 cows under the 
direction of the Cattle Commission, until certain 
formalities were corrected, when the}^ were re- 
leased. I have inspected and examined as regards 
size, air, light, cleanliness, water and all general 
hygienic conditions of 31 stables in the city and 
forwarded the data to the State Cattle Commis- 
:sion in Boston.

PERIOD OF QUARANTINE. 

During tliis year, with one secondary negative 
culture required for release, the average length of 
quarantine of the 686 cases of diphtheria which 
survived, was found to be 19 days. Of these cases 
275 continued 14 to 21 days, and 1 77 from 21 to 
30 days. Two cases ran 46 days, one 50 da}’s, 
and one 60 days.

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In addition to the regular work in diphtheria 
this laboratory took part in the investigations 
proposed by the Committee on ,, Diphtheria in Well 
Persons” of the Massachusetts Association of Boards 
of Health to settle the vexed question about the 
frequenc}^ of the presence of diphtheria bacilli in 
health}^ throats. During April and May, through 
the courtesy of the agents of the various mills, 
the bacteriologist was permitted to enter the mills 
during working hours, and with the kindly and 
willing cooperation of the operatives, five hundred 
cultures were made, one each from nose and throat, 
in 250 individuals. 

The results were tabulated and returned to 
the committee, from which a report on the whole 
work, which embraces a large number of exami- 
nations made under various conditions in different 
places, is expected.

DIPHTHERIA. 

The 3 T ear 1901, in the number of cases reported 
and the resulting deaths, eclipsed all records since 
1877 — 24 years. It did not become alarming and 
serious until September, when, until the close of 
the year, it taxed to the extreme the efforts of 
the department to control and modif3 r its ravages. 
It was hoped that the Cit3^ Council would vote 
for a loan sufficient to commence the erection of 
a Contagious Disease Hospital, but for some rea- 
son, not quite clear, after its passage b3 r the 
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Board of Aldermen, the Council could not be 
brought to a vote, although through study and 

thought given to the subject by a very intelli- 

gent committee of both branches, there resulted a 
unanimous report from them that it should have 
the immediate attention of the City Council. 

The Health Department has been willing to 
leave the kind of structure and its cost to them, 
but it is very anxious that before the close of 
1902 something should be provided. 

It was some time after the commencement of 
the epidemic that it reached the thickly populated 
sections of Little Canada, and its results were 
foreseen if it were allowed to spread. Great care 

was exercised at first that it should not get 

beyond control, but notwithstanding the efforts 
made, it gained a foothold, and owing to obvious 
reasons it became a very difficult task to restrain 
its spread without taking away from the family 
the first case. That cannot always be done, ow- 
ing to our limited facilities at the Lowell Hospital. 

Every additional case presents a new centre 
from which you must expect an increase, and the 
greatest possible care in the early stages of the 
occurrence of the disease will repay any depart- 
ment. 

Whenever a case of diphtheria occurs the 
department endeavors to isolate the person by 
confinement in a room by itself and nurse until 
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recover}', removal or death. We endeavor to keep 
the rest of the children out of the room, and the 
adults can go and come from the house if they 
will keep away from the patient. 

From the fact that for the last ten years we 
have been free from an}' epidemic of diphtheria in 
Lowell, no occasion has arisen to doubt the effi- 
cac} T of the S} T stem emplo} r ed, but during 1901 the 
department had to face a verj" serious increase in 
the number of cases to be taken care of, and the 
question of quarantine, with its attendant expense 
of food, clothing, medical attendance, nurses and 
destruction of infected articles, presents a constant 
variety of daily problems that must be given 
speedy and as intelligent solutions as possible, 
keeping in mind the rights of the individual 
sick famil} r as opposed to the proper demands of 
the neighbors and outside community that ever} T - 
thing possible shall be done to protect them from 
danger of contagion. 

Whatever expenses are incurred in the attempt 
to control and confine the disease should properl) T 
be paid by the city, through our appropriation, 
as they are for the benefit of the public. 

But there is very often a request made for the 
benefit of the family of the sick person that is 
turned down because it rests upon the assumption 
that because a patient has a contagious disease the 
expense should be borne by the city. 
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The amount paid for hospital cases ($825.61) 
lias been guided by the desire to remove (partic- 
ularly in tenement houses) the first case, so as 
to prevent its spread if possible, 

The taking of cultures and the injection of 
antitoxin ($575.80) is the result of the transfer of 
the care of the patient by the called to the depart- 
ment physician for treatment and release, and 
there has been cash payments for immediate relief 
of perhaps $200.00. 

When we remember that over 800 cases have 
been reported, the amount of the sums quoted is 
very reasonable, indeed, it has subjected the 
department to some newspaper criticism that we 
have been more anxious to keep the cost at a low 
figure than to order and enforce a stricter quar- 
antine. 

From first to last, quarantine works extreme 
hardship for all upon whom the burden falls, and 
who is it that is benefited by this extreme exer- 
cise of the power of the Health Department ? 
The Public. EvenTody else in the neighborhood^ 
man, woman and child, except himself and those 
unfortunate enough to be in the house with the 
sick person. 

Therefore, it seems right and proper that the 
public should bear all the expense caused by the 
quarantine, cheerfully and without complaint, not 
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as charity but as a return for enforced sacrifices 
by the one for the safety of the many. 

When isolation is maintained with such rigor 
as to interfere with the work of the wage earners , 
the support of the family must be provided for 
by the Health or Poor Departments. Unless the 
family has been before helped by the Pauper 
Department it should be done in such a way as 
to prevent them from feeling that they are recip- 
ients of charity The determination of the proper 
amount of aid depends upon the circumstances of 
each case, and is a great and constant responsi- 
bility to place upon any official, especially as the 
Massachusetts Statute quoted below shows a ten- 
dency to treat all to whom aid is given as 
paupers. 

CHAP. 80, SEC. 83. 

u All reasonable expenses which have been 
heretofore or may hereafter be incurred by the 
board of health of a city or town, in making the 
provision required b} T law for a person infected 
with a disease dangerous to the public health, 
shall be paid by the person himself, his parent 
or master, if able ; otherwise by the town in 
which he has a legal settlement ; and if he has 
no settlement, by the Commonwealth, in which 
case the bills therefor shall be approved by* the 
State Board of Lunacy and Charity/’

ANNUAL REPORT 


We believe from a very thorough study of 
the cases resulting in death that a large propor- 
tion were due to carelessness in allowing the sys- 
tem to become poisoned before the antitoxin 

could be administered. We require that when the 
patient is considered well by the physician, he or 
our own physician shall take a release culture, 
and just here our great trouble comes. The phy- 
sician tells the family that the patient is well, 

and when, after examination, the culture is found 
positive, signs of rebellion are manifested for the 
first time against further restraint by the contin- 
ued presence of the card upon the premises. 

This condition of unrest is very often made worse 
by the attending physician telling the family 
that the child is well without regard to the 
results of the culture. 

It seems a waste of time and energy to 

attempt to discuss the value of the culture to 

detect and the antitoxin to relieve and probably 

cure the disease. There seems to be about the 
same proportion of skeptics and doubters in the 
medical profession as there are those who still 
doubt the agency of vaccination to prevent small- 
pox. 

But we notice and welcome during the past 
year several converts through their use of anti- 
toxin, and expect that the few that are now 

unconvinced of its value will remain so forever. 
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Among tlie Sioux, Pawnees and other tribes 
of the North American Indians the Medicine Man 
who failed to prevent or diminish the ravages of 
a contagious epidemic, was bound to a stake, filled 
with pine fagots and sent to his happy hunting 
ground enveloped in fire. It seems to us a cruel 

mode of punishment, but a more civilized form 
of rebuke is warranted when the state gives per- 
mission to a class of presumably educated persons to 
advertise as healers and helpers of the sick, if 
any of them through stubbornness refuse to accept 
scientific methods of practice that have been de- 
monstrated as helpful in preventing sickness and 
death. 

It is the duty of the physician to educate 

the fatuity he is attending, instead of misdiagnos- 
ing cases, or obstructing the department in a great 
many ways. A great many have graduated before 
the study of bacteriology and some are slow in 
diagnosis, and rather guess until it is too late. 

With our present tests there should be no 

occasion for calling cases follicular tonsillitis until 
two or more deaths in the family frighten the 
physician into calling for aid upon the Health 

Department, that finds upon examination four or 
five cases of diphtheria in the throats of those 
who have survived the original dela}\ A pl^'sician 
can do more for the proper care and isolation of 
patients, if he will, than our officials can do, if 
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lie will use his influence with the family towards 
obeying our rules and regulations until the release 
culture is taken. And if they w 7 ill not try, but 
try to hinder, there is a State Board of Registra- 
tion that ought to take the diploma from them. 

It has happened more than once that upon call- 
ing at the house to take the release culture that 

we find the case at work or shopping, with the 

advise and instruction of the physician so to do, 
and therefore cannot take the culture until an- 
other call very likely results in the same loss of 
time. 

In a greater or less degree this trouble will 

exist until the city is provided with a hospital 
where all patients will be under the immediate 
control of the Board of Health, until it is safe 
to allow them to roam at large in the community. 

Upon the introduction and through the devel- 
opment of the culture method of determining the 
presence of diphtheria bacillus it was believed 
that there was furnished a much more satisfactory 
way of deciding when a patient was free from 
infection. 

Our laboratory facilities now make the cessa- 
tion of isolation depend upon the obtaining of one 
negative culture from the patient, although in 
Boston, Holyoke, Newton, Springfield and Waltham 
they require two consecutive negatives. It is, no 
doubt, safer and better, but even one encounters 
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great opposition at times from both the family 
and attending physicians. 

When the patient is first- attacked he recog- 
nizes the presence of soreness and pain and is 
willing to submit to the prescribed treatment and 
resultant isolation. After the antitoxin treatment 
and the return to normal condition of the pulse 
and temperature, the physician is very apt to 
encourage his patients by telling the mother that 
the child has recovered and will notify the Health 
Department to take a release culture. If the 
presence of the disease is indicated by the release 
culture the family is quite apt to show more 
faith in their physician’s statement to them that 
the child has recovered than in the result of the 
examination. And if two or more examinations, 
at intervals of five or six days, do not release 
the child, sometimes the health office is made an 
almost unbearable place in which to receive the 
tongue lashing of an angry and unreasonable 
mother, and sometimes it happens that the cards 
are removed and the patient allowed to roam at 
will, until the practice is checked by threats of 
punishment in Court for the violation of the 
Health Rules and Regulations. 

In one instance a warrant was granted and served 
upon the head of the family for removing of cards 
and release of patient without authority of the de- 
partment, but after a careful studj' of the evidence 
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it was found that the blame rested upon the 
physician more than upon the family, and the 
case was not pressed, but a discharge was granted 
in Court at the department’s* request. 

It has been the custom to receive the notice 
of the physician that it exists in a family and to 
treat it as such without waiting for a culture to 
be taken. This is all right if the physician is 
conscientious and trustworthy, but in every epi- 
demic a large number of non-diphtheretic cases will 
be reported, and it very often happens that in 
two, three or four days this physician again re- 
ports the case as recovered, free from contagion 
and ready for fumigation. Now, this may or may 
not have been a case of true diphtheria, but any 
records that cure cases of diphtheria in two or 
three days so that isolation and quarantine can 
be dispensed with, are very unreliable and sus- 
picious. 

This department is not entirely satisfied that 
all that could be done to restrain the disease has 

been done by us, and we promise to redouble our 

exertions to reduce, if possible, its spread and we 
ask, and have a right to expect, the cordial co- 
operation of physicians, nurses and parents towards 

the stamping out of a disease that in its present 
proportions reflects discredit and blame npon those 
whose duty it is to prevent such a spread of a 
preventable disease. 
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Experience has taught the office that the 
report of a case of membraneous croup is very 
soon followed, if not preceded, by the visit of the 
undertaker for a permit to bury the child. It 
generally attacks very young children and the 
strident and labored breathing generally ends in 
suffocation, in spite of every effort to loosen its 
hold upon the victim. 

Diphtheria, as indicated by the yellow patch, 
soreness of throat and high temperature is sus- 
ceptible of successful treatment and only requires 
antitoxin, properly administered, with attention and 
care from physician and nurse, to result in 
most cases in complete recovery, unless accompa- 
nied by some other complication. 

The first important factor, not only in the 
treatment of the disease, but in preventing its 
spread, is an early and correct diagnosis, and 
until it is forthcoming this department is pre- 
cluded from any action to prevent transmission 
and spread. 

If possible, the summons to Court should be 
avoided, when the responsibility for the offence 
cannot be justly ascribed to the guardians of the 
sick person, who have been unduly influenced by 
the statement of the physician that the child is 
well. 

The department earnestly requests every physi- 
cian to be careful that the language he usees 
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will convey to the patient the understanding that 
they will not be considered well until the de- 
partment obtains a negative culture from the 
throat. If they will do this it will save great 
vexation to the department and tend to curb the 
angry passions of those whom it is difficult to 
convince, that we are as anxious as they to re- 
move restrictions at the earliest possible date, con- 
sistent with safety. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

We are frequently asked for the origin of 
small-pox, diphtheria and scarlet fever. We have 
not yet been able to find out from any authority 
the affirmative answer. But this we do know, 
that each disease has its specific germ, without 
whose presence the disease could not exist. Where 
these pathogenic germs are absent infectious dis- 
eases are unknown, and in this lies the work and 
duty of a health organization to destroy as many 
of these pests as possible, and then keep at a 
safe distance from the balance of them. 

Nature kindly comes to the assistance of man- 
kind and protects many of us by destroying these 
germs after they have invaded the system. But 
bacteria alone, even of the most virulent type, 
are not capable of causing disease, unless the con- 
ditions are favorable. If this were not true, the 
world would long since have been depopulated. 
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There must be an impoverished condition of the 
blood and a lowered vitality of the system before 
the bacilli can get in their fatal work. 

Now, in the relative importance of the pre- 
ventable diseases consumption takes first rank — 
deaths in Lowell during 1901, 170. This is the 
easiest disease to prevent, the main difficulty being 
in teaching the people how to prevent it. It 
spares no country, age, profession, nor class of 
population. 

In Germany from the last leaflet issued by 
the Imperial Health Office at Berlin, we are in- 
formed that 100,000 persons die of it annually. 

The patients suffering from tuberculosis are 
estimated at ten times that number. It is caused 
hy the tubercle bacillus, a tiny parasite of the 
lowest order, only visible under a powerful micro- 
scope, thriving best in blood heat and multiplying 
in the interior of the body. It reaches the outer 
world chiefly in the sputum of consumptive per- 
sons, and in the milk of sick cows. Even” person 
is exposed to the danger of taking the germ of 
tuberculosis and many people harbor it for a long 
period without being aware of the fact. 

If there is such a thing as hereditary tubercu- 
losis it is very rare. With no other disease has 
a person, even the weakest and poorest individual, 
so much power to help himself, if he will only 
combine prudence with self control. Eveiy person 
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should take care for a safe disposal of the sputum 
and measures should be taken for strengthening 
the body. Every house that has been previously 
occupied by a tuberculosis patient should be 
thoroughly disinfected, and it will be done by the 
Health Department if it is the desire expressed 
by subsequent tenants. 

Lowell has never required the report of tuber- 
culosis by attending physicians or members of fam- 
ilies, and the only way to learn the existence of 
the disease is by the death returns ; but after the 
death of the patient nothing can be done except 
to disinfect the room occupied during the last 
sickness, or perhaps the whole house. This is 
done in Detroit, New York City, and Philadelphia. 
New York City issues a u Circular of Information 
for Physicians,” requiring that all cases of pul- 
monary tuberculosis shall be reported, and in ten- 
ement and lodging houses (unless the attending 
physician request not) an inspector is sent to the 
house to instruct the family and leave circulars. 
In cases residing in other houses no inspection is 
made unless the physician requests. When a patient 
lemoves or dies the disinfection required is to wash 
walls and all woodwork with washing soda, one-half 
pound to a pail of hot water, and then repaper, 
whitewash or kalsomine. 

The building of isolation hospitals for tuber- 
culosis has been urged by many for several years, 
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but, as yet, very little has been accomplished. 
Massachusetts opened its State Hospital Oct. 1898, 
which cost $180,878.85. New York has made (1900) 
an appropriation for the same purpose. Cincinnati 
has a hospital for consumptives which cost $50,000. 

These efforts all show that the danger is 
known, but the efforts to restrain only in a lim- 
ited degree will not avail until the physicians, 
families and people are ready and willing to work 
together as a unit in the reduction of the germ 
colony everywhere. 

CONTAGIOUS DISEASE HOSPITAL. 

State Board of Health , State House, Boston. 

Aug. 10, 1901. 

Gentlemen : 

“ I send herewith an extract from the Report 
of the Lowell Board of Health for the year 1895 
and one from the report of 1898. The result of 
both was their pigeon-holing by the City Council, 
and at the present time there is but one hospi- 
tal, owned by the Mill Corporations, that will 
admit a diphtheria patient, declining to allow the 
mother or any one to attend or remain with the 
case, and therefore it is very difficult to induce 
the removal of a sick child to said hospital, 
although this department is always willing to pay 
at the rate of $10 per week for any one whom 
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we take tkere in our ambulance. Our Small-pox 
Hospital is at present without occupants, but the 
advisability of use for diphtheria patients would 
be open to criticism, and it has never been used for 
any other purpose than that for which it was erected. 

In June we had 58 cases, July 39 and from 
the first to the ninth of August 35 have been 
reported to this office. The impossibility of suc- 
cessful isolation and quarantine is obvious, and we 
must have something better before we can hold 
out any promise of hope that it can be controlled 
so as not to reach the proportions of an epidemic. 

The Board, for the above reasons, has concluded 
to ask your help under the provisions of the fol- 
lowing Statute, Chap. 17 1, Acts, of 1901 : 

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT IN 
CITIES OF HOSPITALS FOR PERSONS HAVING SMALL- 
POX or Other Desenses DANGEROUS TO THE PUB- 
LIC HEALTH. 

Be it enacted , etc. as follows : 

Section i. Every cit}^ in the Commonwealth 
shall establish within its limits and keep itself 
constantly provided with one or more isolation 
hospitals for the reception of persons having small- 
pox or any other disease dangerous to the public 
health. Such hospitals shall be subject to the

orders and regulations of the boards of health in 
which they are respectively located. 

Sec. 2. Whenever a city shall refuse or neg- 
lect to carry into effect the provisions of Sec. i 
of this Act, after having been requested so to do 
by the State Board of Health, it shall be liable 
to forfeit a sum not exceeding five hundred dol- 
lars for each refusal or neglect.

It would seem as if the diphtheria record for 
1901 was an object lesson that ought to convince 
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the most skeptical persons of the necessity for 
such a place, as essential for the isolation of the 
many cases which are sure to develop nnder con- 
ditions where their isolation at home is impossi- 
ble. The key to success is the isolation or removal 
of the first or early cases. So far as we were able ? 
we made the attempt, but the gregarious habits 
of the French population make the task almost 
hopeless of expecting that the family will take 
any precaution, if the sick child is kept at home 
during its illness. 

We sent the following list to the Lowell Hos- 
pital, selecting those where there seemed the great- 
est danger to the well children in the house from 
which they were taken :

If public opinion were as decided about the 
desirability of removing diphtheria to a hospital as 
they are of small-pox, or if there were some badge 
of the disease that left a permanent mark, fami- 
lies would not be as careless of the patient as 
they are, and it would be much less care to the 
health official to prevent its spread. 

To those in possession of good health and 
comfortable environments it is sometimes difficult 
to tolerate the thought of disease, sorrow and 
poverty. They are tempted to believe that the 
unfortunate must be descended from some other 
source and that there were many instead of one 
Adam. But they are likely to become concerned 
when some one develops the seeds of small-pox, 
or diphtheria, as without care it may infect them 
or friends by exposure. They therefore, from 
selfish reasons should be interested, that the seeds 
of disease 111a}' be aborted in the very first cases 
where they may have germinated. 

What is needed is an appreciation of the 
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community’s obligation to answer promptly the 
needs of the unfortunate ones who perhaps, through 
no fault, are compelled to undergo sickness, con- 
finement and deprivation not entirely that they 
may recover, but that the outside neighbors and 
people may be protected from possible harm. The 
interests of the whole community are involved in 
the contagious sickness of our neighbor, as a single 
case of disease may be the focus from which in- 
jury may come to many others. 

Prevention is therefore far more economical 
and safer than antidote, each case of infectious 
disease may injure a great many within its reach,, 
and therefore, every city should be provided with 
a place to which can be sent, for the safet}^ of 
the well, as important as the care of the sick, 
the first cases that are brought to the attention 
of the Health Department. 

Every Health Report for the last six years 
has made a request and set forth clearty the 
reasons why Lowell should have a hospital, ample 
to meet the needs of its citizens and located 
where there could be plenty of air, sunshine and 
a plentiful water supply. 

Cambridge, Worcester, Newton, Brookline, 
Waltham and Springfield have already erected such 
places and it is about time that Lowell should 
join the procession.

SMALL -POX. 

March 4th, Severin Bjorge, 30, at 39 Eliot 
Street, male and female companion taken to Small- 
pox Hospital. No contagion beyond the original 
case. Discharged from Hospital March i8th. 

November 29th, John McDermott. Discharged 
December 19th. Family consisting of father, one 
girl and three boys quarantined at house. All 
were vaccinated upon the removal of John to the 
Small-pox Hospital and excepting sickness of the 
girl caused by the fight for mastery between the 
vaccination and the contagion, no other case came 
from McDermott. 

December 19th, Nellie Lawrenson, Edna Law- 
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renson, Lilia Lawrenson, Charles Lawrenson, 34 
Union Street. Father, mother, and three well child- 
ren taken to Hospital December 19th and dis- 
charged January Sth, 1902. 

December 20th, Albert Smith, 34 Union Street. 
The family consisting of father, mother and two 
children were taken to Hospital and during con- 
finement there the father and child came down with 
mild cases of varioloid. All discharged January 
7th, 1902. 

December 20th, Kmery Savoie, 15 Garnet Street, 
was taken to the Hospital and the next day, Dec- 
ember 2 1 st, Eugene Genereux, his roommate was 
removed there for observation. Before the expira- 
tion of the time limit he developed a very severe 
case of small-pox and is there now under treat- 
ment. 

December 31st, Lena Cote, 15 years, 307 West 
Sixth Street was taken to the Hospital with the 
most severe case of small-pox that has been pre- 
sented to our notice. 

In the McDermott case on Lakeview Avenue 
and the Cote case on West Sixth Street the re- 
maining members of the families were kept in the 
house, and food, fuel and medical attendance were 
supplied by the Department until fourteen da}~s 
had passed. No general vaccination was ordered 
because it is always accompanied with difficulty 
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and can only be done with any degree of satis- 
faction when the public is thoroughly alarmed. 

The department lias advertised the vaccination of 
all who call at the office from 7 to 9 p. m. Tues- 
days and Wednesdays of each week, in addition 
to the regular hour each week day, but there 
has been so far a ver\ T feeble response to the 
invitation. 

The cost of outbreaks of small-pox is very 
great, and some statistics may be of interest to 
the general reader.

DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE. 

The Lowell rules formulated when the attempt 
was made to define garbage such as might be 
sent to the cremating furnace are now obsolete 
because the refuse is fed to swine and it would 
not be reasonable to expect the digestive organs 
of a hog capable of reducing a diet of shoes, 
rubbers, cans and bottles without injury to its 
internal mechanism. 

The market refuse that is taken care of at 
our broken down cremator consists mainly of 
putrescible material mixed with sawdust and paper. 
It is unfit to place on a dump or feed to swine. 
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For the last three years our swill collections have 
been taken by farmers and fed to swine. As a 
result of inspection each year we do not believe 
that any is fed to other food animals. The man- 
agers of the Poor-farm at Worcester, where all 
the City garbage is fed to swine, and is their 
exclusive food, state that they receive more for 
their pork than Western pork brings in the same 
market. There can be little question but that 
this is the cheapest method of disposition and is 
employed in all the Massachusetts cities and the 
following amounts were received :

The value of the materials contained in gar- 
bage is ‘so considerable that during the last ten 

years large sums of money, in different cities, have 
been spent in experiments towards what has been 
called the reduction process. Only in cities of 

the first magnitude, New York, Philadelphia, 

Washington, Boston, Buffalo, St. Louis and Brook- 
lyn is the process feasible, and it has not yet 
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been a marked success, either from a financial or 
sanitary point of view. 

Disposal by cremation has now arrived at that 
perfection that it can be conducted in a densely 
populated section of a city without giving any 
reason for complaint on account of odor during 
its destruction. The main objection is the expense 
for construction, labor, fuel and loss of income 
from the sale of the raw material. 

The Engle, Dixon, American Stoker Company 
and Davis Company of Lancaster, Pa., have built 
furnaces in a large number of cities, and gener- 
ally to the satisfaction of the citizens. For a city 
the size of Lowell, it is, without doubt, the proper 
method to improve the health and comfort of the 
municipality. 

A request was made to the Appropriation Com- 
mittee of 1901 for the sum of $1,400 with which 
to repair our Engle furnace so that it might be 
able to cremate the entire collections of swill for 
at least the three hot months of the summer. 
The amount was refused, but after three months 
of discussion and visitations a committee of the 
City Council reported a resolution that was passed 
by both branches, borrowing the sum of $25,000 
for the erection of a Smith Improved Garbage 
Cremator and the necessary equipment to collect 
all the garbage of the city. Before the comple- 
tion of the contract and loan, a request for an 
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injunction, signed by the requisite number of cit- 
izens, was presented to the Superior Court and 
came to trial before Judge Braley, who delivered 
an opinion that the transaction was illegal under 
the provisions of the City Charter forbidding the 
City Council or any committee thereof from mak- 
ing an} 7 contract that involved the expenditure of 
money. 

We have now in a dismantled condition an 
Engle furnace that must either be repaired or 
entirely discontinued. Its original cost was $7,500 
and it has been in service nine years. It could 
be used for the purpose of disposal of foul-smell- 
ing wastes from fish and meat markets to advan- 
tage, even if the City Council should provide funds 
for the erection of a new garbage plant. If it is 
discontinued, the department would save the rental 
of the location ($150 per year) the services of 
one man ($700 per annum) and the cost of coal 
and wood. Upon the other hand we should be 
obliged to find some place to burn or bury the 
material as its deposit on any of our dumping 
grounds would result in a just and reasonable 
complaint from citizens that at times would suffer 
from the tainted atmosphere it would create. 

This is an extremely, annoying part of the 
duties of this department, and it ought to be 
solved without the interference of outside parties 
who are only anxious to dispose of a plant for 
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their individual or corporate gain. The officials 
in any city that have given the matter time, 
thought, study and experience are much better 
equipped to decide upon the merits of garbage 
furnaces than any committee of outside citizens 
or city councils, and it is no wonder that in Bos- 
ton, Lowell, Buffalo, Troy, Bridgeport, Washing- 
ton and other cities litigation and complaints have 
been the result after contracts have been made 
involving thousands of dollars, and that over the 
whole subject there is frequently a cloud of sus- 
picion as to whether the transactions have not 
been consummated with an eye to personal and 
political advantage, rather than in behalf of the 
interests of the entire community, as in a great 
many cities the experience with garbage or ren- 
dering plants has been financially, burdensome and 
a sanitary failure. 

The collection and disposal of. garbage in a 
thorough and sanitary manner is a question of 
ample appropriations ; a good equipment of covered 
metal carts, subjected to daily cleansing and dis- 
infection ; suitable and well-kept horses and equip- 
ments, sober and efficient men, and a business like 
administration that will give to the houses as 
prompt and regular service as possible, taking 
care of the product in such a way as to cause 
the least annoyance and odor in its final disposal.

Owing to the enlargement and repair of the 
Street Department stables, we were obliged to build 
temporary sheds in which we have taken care of 
our horses most of the year. The work is now 
completed and a permanent home has been pro- 
vided that will add to the comfort of the horses, 
and reduce the cost of maintenance during the 
coming years. If our appropriation will admit we 
hope and expect to convert our temporary stables 
into coverings for our swill and ash wagons, am 
arrangement that will save them from injury when 
subjected to rain and sun in the open y^ard. 

By the strictest economy we have saved from 
our “ Sundries ” appropriation enough to purchase- 
four new horses and at present writing we are- 
boarding four horses loaned by the Street Depart- 
ment, which will probably be done until about the 
first of April 1902. So that we have now twenty- 
seven horses in use. 

We have built two double ash carts at a cost 
of $300, one swill wagon $80, and two double ash 
sleds $180, besides painting all our swill wagons, 
and after taking into consideration the high prices 
that have prevailed during the }"ear for ha}", oats 
and grain of all kinds, and bearing in mind the 
fact that the Appropriation Committee ruthlessly 
struck out every request for money to keep the 
equipment of the department in working order ? 
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the showing of $2,476.21 less money spent than 
in 1901 is a ver} r creditable and satisfactory ex- 
hibit, when in addition, $3,098.19 has been from 
work done at the yard paid into the City Treas- 
ury, to be turned over to some other department 
under the General Fund distribution.

If the applied test of the efficiency of a Health 
Department is the increase or decrease of conta- 
gious diseases and the resultant deaths, we cannot- 
claim during 1901 a very successful administration 
for the Health Department of Lowell. But we- 
must bear in mind that the year 1900 was phe- 
nominal in its low rate of reported cases and mor- 
tality, and a comparison with it must be to the 
disadvantage of succeeding years. 

The powers conferred in a Board of Health are 
full and arbitrary, and it sometimes seems- to* 
persons affected that personal rights are infringed 
in the effort to respond to the higher demand of 
public safety. The questions that are presented 
for action and solution to health officials are often, 
complex and difficult to solve, without leaving an 
impression upon those who may be put to ex- 
pense and trouble, that they have been harshly 
dealt with. It has been the effort of the Depart- 
ment to carefully examine questions that arise 
and then to issue such directions as are reason- 
able, and we feel that if we have erred it has 
been on the side of leniency rather than severity. 

With our constantly increasing population the 
cost of the department has not kept pace Avith the 
ratio of increase, and without reflecting upon any 
other department of the city, the Auditor’s books 
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xeveal the information that the Health Department 
.alone has very markedly reduced its expenses 
during the last ten years. 

It will be our effort to continue in the same 
direction without impairing the efficiency of the 
service, so as to give to the city the best pro- 
tection from nuisances and disease that can be 
obtained by inspection and care, with our present 
force of employees. 

In closing this report we desire to return 
thanks to the Mayor for unfailing courtesy and 
to the City Council for its prompt response when 
called upon to furnish additional “ sinews of war ” 
in the shape of monies to carry on the work of 
the department.

To the City Council of the City of Lowell : 

Gentlemen : — In accordance with the requirements 
governing the Fire Department, it becomes my duty, as 
Chief Engineer, to present to you the annual report of 
the Fire Department of the City of Lowell for the year 
ending December 31, 1901. 

The report will be found to contain statements in detail, 
embracing the amount of expenditures, a register of the 
department, with age, residence and occupation of each 
member, a record of all fires and alarms which have oe- 
cnred during the year, and the cause thereof, with the 
names of the owners or occupants, the loss and insurance, 
as nearly as could be ascertained, and such information 
as is thought proper for your consideration.

The apparatus is kept in the best possible condition, 
and consists at present of six Engines, five one-horse and 
three two-horse Hose Wagons., three two-horse Reels, one 
Babcock Aerial Truck and three Trucks of other patterns, 
two Chemicals Engines, one Hale Water Tower, one Patrol 
Wagon and Sleigh, fully equipped, three Hose Pungs, 
eight Fuel Wagons, two Wagons and one Sleigh for 
use on fire alarm; one Wagon and Sleigh for Chief’s use, 
one Wagon for Assistant Chief’s use and sixteen fire extin- 
guishers. In reserve there is one two-horse Hose Reel. 

FIRE-ALARM. 

This branch of the service has been maintained in most 
excellent condition by the operator, Mr. H. C. Fernald, 
and has given perfect alarms the past year. 

There have been one hundred and seventeen alarms 
given from signal boxes; and No School signal has been 
given eighteen times the past year. 

September 14th, 2.21 A. M., fifty-eight blows were 
given for the death of President McKinley. September 
19th, 3 P. M., the same number were given, for his 
funeral. 

Connected with the circuit there one ten-circuit non- 
interfering repeater, one ten-circuit cutout and testing 
switch-board, twelve galvanometers, ten bell-strikers, fifteen 
large gongs for engine houses, eight small gongs, seven- 
teen indicators, sixteen electro-magnets and connections for 
opening stall doors, twenty-three electric light current 
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protectors, one hundred and seventeen public and eight 
private signal boxes, one hundred miles of wire, the whole 
supplied with a storage battery of four hundred cups. 

There is also one large gong and indicator combined 
in the Police Station, one large gong at Pumping Station, 
Merrimack Square, Tower’s Corner, and near the Northern 
Depot. 

An additional appropriation of §3,000 was made the 
past year to extend the placing of wires underground, and 
when finished all wires belonging to the department will 
be removed from poles in the centre of the city. During 
the past year the repeater was sent off and rebuilt at an 
expense of $450. It has been in service thirteen years and 
is now as good as new. A new storage battery and a 
new slate protector and one indicator have been purchased 
the past year. 

TELEPHONE. 

There are connected with this system twenty stations, 
consisting of transmitter, telephone bell and battery: there 
are also twenty-two tap bells for the rooms of the Engine 
Houses and about forty miles of wire owned by the city 
under the care of the Fire Alarm Operator, except the 
telephones and transmitters, which are leased from the 
Telephone Company. The ringing line is supplied by a 
storage battery of 110 cups. 

HORSES AND HARNESSES. 

There are fifty-four horses in the service of the depart- 
ment. Seven new ones have been purchased the past 
year to take the place of one that died and six that had 
passed their usefulness for this department. There are 
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twelve sets of double and ten sets of three-horse hitch 
harnesses and four single swinging harnesses of the Berry 
and Hale patents. 


PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

This department is maintained by the city and con- 
sists of five permanent men. They responded to one 
hundred and ninety alarms; in service one hundred and 
seventy-eight hours; spread three hundred and sixty-four 
covers, and used sixty-three extinguishers. 

Chemical Engine C, attached to Truck 2, has used 
fifty-four tanks. Chemical B, attached to Truck 8, has 
used forty-five tanks. 


HYDRANTS. 

During the year ten new post hydrants, three of 
which are private, have been added, making a total of 
eleven hundred and fifty-seven. 

They are located as follows : Opposite No. 290 Aiken 
Avenue, Barton Avenue, Broadway near Shaffer, Chase 
Avenue, Hildreth near city line, Lakeview Avenue opposite 
School House, Suffolk near Market. The private hydrants 
are located, two in Shaw Stocking Co.’s yard, the other 
one in the yard of the Tremont and Suffolk on Tanner 
Street ; one hydrant has been changed from Simpson to 
to First, opposite Simpson Street ; several others have 
been changed from flush to post, in different part^ of 
the city. 

HOSE. 

The department will need two thousand feet of new 
hose the present 3 r ear. 
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FIRES AND LOSSES. 

The whole number of alarms of fire during the year 
ending December 31, 1901, was three hundred and ninety- 
eight (398). One hundred and seventy-one were given 
from signal boxes, one hundred and twenty-two still, 
ninety-nine telephone and six automatic alarms. The No 
School signal was given eighteen times. 

There were one hundred and eighty-six fires extin- 
guished by chemicals and one hundred and fourteen where 
water was used; the remaining number were extinguished 
by other means, or had been put out before the arrival 
of the department. 

The whole amount of loss was $248,279.62; insurance, 
$3,983,117,22; insurance paid, $172,9*>7.62 ; loss above in- 
surance, $75,292.00; the valuation was $5,932,768.31. 

There have been twelve alarms for fires out of the 
oity, to which some part of the department has responded, 
the past year, for which no insurances are kept. Tewks- 
bury 4, Chelmsford 4, Dracut 3 and Nashua 1. 

The needless alarms resulting from chimney and dump 
fires increased the past year; the chimneys having 56, and 
the dumps 22 to their credit. 

The most notable fire that occured the past year was 
the Fifield Tool Co.’s Machine Shop, May 6th. It was a 
frame two-sUwy building 290 feet long, 120 feet wide, 
with two wings without a partition. The fire caught in 
the northwest corner, with a strong wind to help it 
along ; the shop was doomed before the department arrived, 
as the fire had reached a little more than half way, and 
one block on the opposite side of the street was on fire; 
■and before the department had time to get to work three 
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more bouses were on fire and a number of freight cars 
on the Boston and Maine R. R. were on fire. It was 
one of the hardest fires this department ever fought, as 
outside of two hydrants long lines had to be laid. A 
fight was made to save the surrounding property, as all 
of the buildings in that vicinity were built of wood ; 
only one was badly burned, the others being scorched a 
little. The boiler and engine in one of the wings of 
the shop were not hurt only by water. The fire was dis- 
coved by one of the night men at the power house of 
the Electric Street R. R., who sent in an alarm from box 
171, at 11.46, p. m. this box being more than one-half mile 
away. I ordered at 11.56 an alarm sent in from box 
lb 4, which is very near the fire, and at 12.08 a general 

alarm was given. The loss on the shop and contents was 
$191,767.28 ; the loss on the surrounding property was 
$3,642.50. 

There were only twelve other fires where the loss was 
$1,000 and over. Jan. 3rd, J. W. Bennett’s carpenter shop, 
loss was $2,304.22; Feb. 6th, J. U. Gage, building oc- 
cupied by J. Smith as a shoe store, $2,456.80; March 2d, 
J. A. Knowle’s Estate, occupied by W. S. McIntyre as a 
dry goods store, $2,285 53; May 6th, C. J. Glidden’s 

building, $2,722.00; May 7th, Lowell Waste Co., $2,600.00 ; 
May 1 9th, H. 0. Fuller’s building, occupied by G. W. 
Horne as a bakery, $1,451.00; June 14th, Southwick Es- 
tate, occupied by Robertson Bros, as a furniture store, 

$7,847.29; June 30rh, Mrs. Rugg’s building, occupied by 
Mr. Harris as a restaurant, $7,730.00; Aug. 4th, J. Var- 

num Estate, occupied by E. Whitcomb, a milkman, as a 
stable, seven cows were burned, $1,100.00 ; Sept. 4th, Old 
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Card Clothing Building, on Shattuck Street, owned by the 
Locks and Canals Co., >vith several occupants, $1,119.56 ; 
Sept. 5th, Merrimack Corp., $1,454.87 ; Oct. 25th, A. Ta- 
brisky, building on Railroad Street, two small children, 
Annie and Lena Glass were burned to death. They tried to 
get out by the back instead of the front stairs ; their 
bodies were found at the top of the stairs ; the money 
loss was $1,590.00. Making a total loss of the thirteen 
fires, $226,428.03; the insurance was $2,283,025.00; insur- 
ance paid, $153,066.73; valuation, $2,960,361.31. 

There have been forty-seven fires where the depart- 
ment did not attend; the loss was $4,257.47 ; insurance, 
$8,130,950.00; insurance paid, $1,257.47; valuation, $lo,- 
156,600.00.

General Running Orders 


The companies will respond to alarms of fire given 
from boxes as indicated on the running card. 

The Chief, Assistant Chief and Protective Company 
will answer alarms from all boxes. 

Members of companies who do not respond to first 
alarms will report to their respective houses and await 
orders. Should a second or third alarm be not received 
within thirty minutes, the officer in command will have 
the roll called and dismiss his men. If the recall is 
sounded before the stipulated time, the officer will dismiss 
his men. After a second alarm has been given, the mem- 
bers of companies not responding to it will remain on 
duty at their respective houses until the recall is sounded. 
If there are no companies remaining in quarters that res- 
pond to alarms given from other boxes after the first 
alarm has been given and before the recall is struck, one 
engine, one truck, chemical, and two hose companies, re- 
maining in quarters nearest to the box giving the alarm, 
will respond immediately. This article applies to all 
alarms of fire, except in case of telephone or still alarms 
the engine will not respond. After a second alarm is given, 
all companies remaining in quarters will respond imme- 
diately before the recall is sounded. 
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In cases where two alarms are given from the dif- 
ferent boxes, the second having struck before the recall 
from the first box, the recall from the first box will be 
two blows, from the second box one blow. 

The all-out or recall signal will be given by striking 
two blows, with an interval of ten seconds between the 
blows. 

Second alarms will be given by striking two blows, 
followed by one round of the box. 

Third or general alarms will be given by striking 
three blows, followed immediately by one round of the 
box, when all the companies will respond. 

Second or third alarms will be given by special orders 
of the Chief or Assistant Chief. 

Two strokes repeated at 1*4 before 8 A. M. and 1-4 
past 1 P. M. in the summer and 1-4 before 1 P. M. in 
the winter denotes no session of the Primary and Kinder- 
garten Schools. The same alarm repeated in thirty seconds 
denotes no session of all the schools. The same alarm at 
6.05 P. M. denotes no session of the Evening Schools.

REPORT. 


Lowell, January i, 1902. 

To the Mayor and Board of Aldermen : 

Gentlemen : — Herein is submitted the Annual 
Report of the Superintendent of Street Lights, for 
the year ending December 31, 1901. 

The lighting of the Streets is all done by contract, 
with a rebate for all lights not burning the designated 
time. In addition to the Police who report all lights 
not burning, and out of order ; one permanent man 
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from the Fire Department (but paid for by this 
department) is detailed to look after all lights and 
see that they are kept in good order, and giving the 
amount of light the city pays for. 

The contract with the Electric Light Co. expires 
August 1903, the price is 33 cents a light per night, 
burning every night in the year, all night from 
one-half hour after sunset until one-half hour before 
sunrise. There are at present 501. Seven new ones 
were added the past year. One more was ordered 
by the Board of Aldermen at their last meeting in 
December, located in Merrimack Square, but not in 
yet. The locations of the seven others are as fol- 
lows: Corner Moore and Lawrence Streets, Chambers 
and Newhall, Parkview Ave., Varnum Ave., upper 
entrance to Lowell General Hospital, Aiken Ave., 
Farmland Road and Stackpole Street. There are 
also eight lights on Fort Hill Park that burn about 
four months in summer. 

The contract with the Welsbach Street Lighting 
Co. for gas lighting expires September, 1905. The 
price is $23 a light per year, to burn every night but 
four in each month, from dusk until 1 o’clock. There 
are at present 1090, thirty-four new ones were added 
the past year. There were also one hundred and 
sixty changed from gasoline to gas, two more were 
ordered at the last meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
in December but have not been put in yet. In

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addition, there are twenty-one lights owned by the 
different Corporations, the City paying for the gas 
consumed. The locations of the new ones are as 
follows : Worthen Street 3, Dutton, French, Colburn, 
Sycamore, Sixth, Varney, Montreal and Crawford 
Streets 2 each, Rear Seventh, Lee, Bartlett, Winter, 
Kidder, Tilden, Jenness, New Fletcher, Hale Court, 
Campos Avenue, West Bowers, South Pentucket 
Avenue and Andover Street 1 each, the two ordered 
but not in, are located in Newhall and Ellsworth 
Streets, corner Gorham Street. 

The contract with the same Company for gasoline 
lighting expires June 1906, the price is 9 % cents a 
light per night, twenty-five nights in each month. 
At present there are 400 and they burn the same time 
as the gas lights. Eight have been added the past 
year, two more were ordered in December but have not 
been put in yet. The locations of those added are as 
follows : Alley off Lee Street, East Fulton Avenue, 
Franklin Court, Mt. Pleasant and Christian Streets 
1 each, Wood Street 2. The two ordered but not inj 
are located in O’Brien’s Court and Alley rear of 
Worthen Street. There has been seven gas and five 
gasoline lights discontinued on account of electric 
lights. A map for reference has been made by 
Engineer Bowers locating every light in the City.

To his Honor the Mayor, and members of the Board of 
Aldermen of the City of Lowell: 

Gentlemen : 

I respectfully submit my third annual report and 
the third annual report issued by the Wire Department 
since its organization, showing the work accomplished from 
February 1st, 1901 to February 1st, 1902. 

We have notified 140 abuttors on streets where pole 
locations have been asked for. Public hearings have been 
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granted to remonstrants to pole locations on Butterfield 
street, Coral street, Fair mount street, Fourth street, Sixth 
street, Troy street corner of Stevens street, Willie street, 
Windsor street. The petitioners for pole loeations on But- 
terfield street, Troy street corner of Stevens street and 
Windsor street were given leave to withdraw. 

The following table shows the number of pole loca- 
tions granted the Lowell Electric Light Corporation dur- 
ing the year.

INSIDE WIRING. 


There has been 200 cases of inside wiring reported 
dining the year. It is impossible for one man to inspect 
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properly this class of work and perform the other duties 
that require attention. To do this work properly would 
require all the time that one man could devote to it. 
The character of inside work is such that a dishonest or 
incompetent man could conceal a lot of bad work that 
the Inspector would not discover unless he watches him* 
closely. 

Poor workmanship is not only a loss to the man 

who is having work done, but it is a source of great dan- 

ger when you consider the possibility of fire and the 
danger therefrom, to say nothing about the loss which 
may be occasioned from such fire. 

I do not wish to insinuate that the Electrical Con- 
tractors are dishonest or incompetent, but we must recog- 
nize the fact that men in the employ of these Contrac- 
tors have been known to cover up imperfect work lather 
than let their employers know that such work had been 

done. 

Last year I called attention to the folly of prop- 

erty owners having electrical work done by janitors and 
others not familiar with the electrical business or the rules 
governing the same. This is a dangerous proceeding and 
a law should be enacted compelling all work of this nat- 
ure to be done by competent workmen. It would be as 
sensible and as economical as to have your watch repaired 
at a blacksmith’s shop. 

To overcome this danger I would recommend that 
an order be passed by the City Council compelling all 
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persons engaged in the electrical business to secure a 

license before engaging in or working at the electrical 
business. An order the same as the one governing the 
licensing of plumbers would be sufficient in this case. 

In the electrical business there are several different 
lines, viz: station men, line men, motor men, inside wiring 
men, etc., each man with few exceptions is limited to a 

particular branch of the electrical business. This being so 
it would seem necessary to secure a license in some par- 
ticular branch, or if a man is competent, give him a 

license that would permit him to work at any or all 
branches of the business.

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FIRES CAUSED BY ELECTRIC WIRES. 

The city has been remarkably free during the past 
year from fires caused by wires. I am unable to point 
to but one fire caused by electricity. The fire referred 
to was caused by defective motor sparks from armature 
igniting oily waste. The fire resulted in considerable loss 
before it was controlled. 


UNDERGROUND WIRES. 


Last year a bill was introduced in the Legislature 
praying for relief from overhead wires. A hearing was 
given by the committee on mercantile affairs. Alderman 
William E. Badger, for the petitioners, made a strong 
argument in favor of placing wires underground, setting 
forth the dangers to life and property and the danger 
and impediment to firemen in the discharge of their 
duty. 

There was every indication of a favorable report by 
the committee, in fact the only objection to the accep- 
tance of the bill, (with the exception of the Street Rail- 
way Company), was in the distance to be covered within 
the specified time. Imagine our surprise when we dis- 
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covered that the bill was defeated in the committee. 
The only reason that we could assign for the committee’s 
action was that a bill, known as the Cambridge Bill, the 
object of which is that cities own, construct and lease 
conduits, was before the same committee and was also 
defeated. This latter bill is before the Legislature again 
this year. 

There has been an appreciable increase in the work 
required by this department during the year. With few 
exceptions, all new buildings have been wired for the use 
of electricity and a beginning has been made in burying 
high tension wires. It is impossible for the limited force 
of the department to give the necessary attention to all 
the duties required by the ordinance. 

During the past year we have paid particular atten- 
tion to underground work, recognizing the importance and 
necessity of locating conduits so they would not inter- 
fere with or endanger the property of the city. 

It is impossible to carry on this work without con- 
stant supervision, as it requires the undivided attention 
of as many inspectors as there are streets opened. There 
is always the danger of coming into contact with gas, 
water and sewer pipes, and if care is not exercised in 
keeping conduits the required distance from said pipes, 
serious consequences may be expected. For this reason, 
the locating of underground conduits will become a very 
difficult problem if the present method of granting locations 
continues. The streets are so congested with pipes and 
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conduits that it will be impossible to grant separate loca- 
tions to all the electric companies operating in this city. 

I believe that the best solution to this problem is 
to compel all companies to place their wires underground 
at the same time, thus doing away with the nuisance of 
opening the streets so often and concentrating the space 
required. 

The placing of the Lowell Electric Light Compa- 
ny’s wires underground on the streets where locations 
have been granted does not do away with the poles of 
the other companies, and consequently the public will 
have the inconvenience and unsightliness of poles and 
wires on the principal streets until all wires are placed 
underground. 

The following permits have been granted during the 
past year to The New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company of Massachusetts to lay and 'maintain under- 
ground conduits :

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Hurd street, from Central street to alley rear of 
Arlington Hotel.

Conduits have been laid on all the above named 
streets, with the exception <>f a small space on Middle 
street. 


ASPHALT COVERS. 


A great improvement can be made in streets where 
underground wires are laid by the use of asphalt 
covers for manholes. The covers that are in use at pres- 
ent are dangerous to horses and are not made to conform 
to the grade of the streets. Asphalt covers could also be 
used to advantage for sewers and other manholes.

Report of the Wire Inspector 


ACCIDENTS FROM ELECTRIC WIRES. 


November 13th, 1901, David S. Main, a lineman in 
the employ of The New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company was electrocuted in Fourth avenue. lie 
was at work on a pole trying to locate a pole on the 
line when he was noticed by some bystanders to sudden- 
ly fall forward on the wires and smoke was seen issuing 
from his gloved hands. • The police officer oil the beat 
ran to the engine house and telephoned to The Lowell 
Electric Light Company and they immediately shut off the 
current in that section of the city. About thirty minutes 
later, employees of the Telephone Company arrived upon 
the scene and removed the unfortunate man’s body from 
the pole. 

Upon investigating we found that the Telephone 
Company’s wires crossed with the 2000 volt circuit of the 
Electric Light Company on Mammoth road, a distance of 
850 feet from where the accident occurred. This is the 
second fatal accident caused by electric wires since the 
establishment of this department.

The reports of this department have heretofore 
covered a period from March 1st to February 28th, in- 
clusive. but as the reports of all other departments cov- 
ered but one calendar year it has been thought best to 
include in this report only the business of the department 
from the date of my last report to January 1st of the 
current year, leaving the period from January 1st to March 
1st to be included in the report for the year 1902.

The above cases are all appeals to the Superior Court 
from the refusal of the Lowell assessors to abate corpora- 
tion taxes as requested by the several petitioners. No. 
4048 is the only one that has been . tried , there being a 
tacit understanding that the decision of the court in this 
case would obviate the necessity of trying most, if not 
all of the other cases. It will be remembered that after 
the evidence was presented to the commissioner appointed 
by the Superior Court, a ruling was made by the com- 
missioner, that because the corporation had paid its state 
tax on the basis of the valuation of its real estate and 
machinery made by the assessors, it could not maintain 
its petition. This ruling was confirmed by the Superior 
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Court, and at the time of my last report the petitioner’s 
exceptions to the ruling were pending in the Supreme 
Judicial Court. . These questions were argued before the 
full court and the corporation’s exceptions to the ruling 
were sustained. The case was again referred to the same 
commissioner for a report upon the evedence. His report 
has since been filed in the Superior Court and sustain^ 
the contention of the city that the real estate and ma- 
chinery of the corporation were not over assessed. The 
case is now awaiting the action of the Superior Court on 
this report. If the report is confirmed, as it in all prob- 
ability will be, other questions of law may be taken to 
the full court before a final decision is reached. 

5623 Thomas H. Muldoon vs. City of Lowell. 


This was an action brought by the plaintiff in the 
Police Court of Lowell, to recover money alleged to be 
due him for services as an inspector in the Supply De- 
partment. Plaintiff obtained judgment in the Police Court. 
An appeal was taken to the Superior Court were judg- 
ment was rendered in favor of the defendant and the case 
went to the Supreme Judicial Court on plaintiff’s excep- 
tions. The exceptions were pending in the last named 
court when my last annual report was made. Since that 
time a rescript has been received sustaining the exceptions 
and the plaintiff recovered judgment for $838.90, which 
am o u n t was p aid . 
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Thomas H. Muldoon vs. City of Lowell. 


This was an action brought to the Police Court of 
Lowell, to recover that portion of the plaintiff’s salary 
which was not included in the action above referred to 
and numbered 5623, as the questions of law on which the 
plaintiff’s right to recover rested were the same as those 
involved in the last named action, and as the decision of 
the Supreme Judicial Court determined those questions in 
favor of plaintiff’s contention, this case was not contested 
and was settled for $660.00 The contest in these cases 
was made for the purpose of determining definitely a some- 
what important question of law arising under our amended 
charter, namely, the question whether the heads of the 
various departments were authorized not only to emplo}^ 
such subordinate officers and employees as they might 
deem necessary but also to fix the salary or compensation 
of the persons so employed. The decision of the court 
in this case is briefly summed up as follows . “ Each 

chief (or head of a department) may employ the men 
that the business of the department may seem to him to 
require and he may discharge them, provised always he 
does not exceed the appropriation. To him is given the 
power, and upon him rests the responsibility for its exer- 
cise. The checks upon the heads of the departments are 
to be found in the second section of the statute. He is 
given the power, but he exercises it at his peril, for he 
may at any time be called to account by the mayor or 
the city council.” In this case there had been no spe- 
cific appropriation for payment of the services in question, 
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but the general appropriation for the Supply Department 
was sufficient to cover plaintiff’s compensation. The im- 
plication, therefore, from this decision is that under our 
amended charter, the head of any department may employ 
as many subordinate officers and employees as he may see 
fit and pay them such compensation as he deems proper, 
provided he does not exceed the aggregate of the appro- 
priation made for his department. Whether if the city 
council had seen fit to subdivide, the appropriation as they 
have recently done, appropriating specifically so much for 
salary and so much for other purposes of the department, 
the head of the department would have been authorized 
to pay to his employees money in excess of the sum so 
appropriated for salaries provided he did not exceed the 
aggregate of the appropriation for his department, may 
still be an open question which will have to be deter- 
mined by litigation. It is apparent that the possibilities 
of litigation growing out of the construction of our 
amended charter are almost infinite and that unless we 
are relieved therefrom by legislative enactment we shall 
not see the end of it for many years to come.

Concerning these cases I quote from the City Soli- 
citor’s Report of last year as follows : u These several ac- 
tions are brought by the collector of taxes to recover for 
the city taxes assessed against the defendants respectively 
for the year 1889. The defendants were directors of the 
Erie Telegraph and Telephone Company, which had pur- 
chased the properties of several other telephone companies, 
and it was believed that the stock in the companies 

whose properties were so purchased by the Erie Company 
had been transferred to, and was held by the directors 
of the Erie Company in trust for said Erie Company, 

each holding an equal number of such shares. As the 

Erie Company was a foreign corporation organized under 
the laws of the state of New York, the assessors believed 
that such of the directors as resided in Lowell were liable 
under the law, to be taxed for the value of such stock 
so held by them in trust. 

The cases against Pickering, Glidden, Jewett, Bennett, 
Sprague and Russell were tried in the Superior Court in 

December 1898, and a verdict obtained for the plaintiff 
in each case. Exceptions to the rulings of the court 
were taken by the defendants’ counsel to the Supreme 
Judicial Court, and since my last report have been argued 
and are now awaiting the decision of that court, which 
will probably determine all of such cases.” 
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Since the above was written the opinion of the Su- 
preme Judicial Court has been obtained overuling defen- 
dants’ exceptions. This would have resulted in a judgment 
in favor of the city in each case, but defendants’ counsel 
has carried the case against the defendant Glidden to the 
United States Supreme Court on a writ of error under 
an agreement that if the decision of that case is in favor 
of the city, judgment shall be rendered for the city in 
all the cases. It is probable that these questions will be 
argued before the United States Supreme Court some time 
during the present year. 


6857 William Ang-luin vs. City of Lowell.

These were actions in which the plaintiffs severally 
sought to recover damages sustained by them caused by 
an explosion of dualin, while in the employ of the city 
in the construction of the sewer known as the Willard 
and Humphrey Street sewer. In September, 1900, a trial 
of the Angluin case was had before a jury and resulted 
in a verdict for the defendant. The verdict was after- 
wards set aside and at the March term of the Court in 
1901, the two cases were tried together before a jury and 
verdicts were obtained for the plaintiffs, in the Angluin 
case for $8000, and in the Fleming case for $2250. Ex- 
ceptions were taken, but before the cases were argued in

Fleming case the sum of $1900.

Bernard Delaney et al. vs. City of Lowell. 


This is a petition by ten taxable inhabitants of the 

City of Lowell, under Statutes 1898, Chapter 490, for an 

injunction to prevent the payment by the City Treasurer, 
of money appropriated for the proper observance of Me- 

morial Day by the Grand Army of the Republic and the 
Spanish War Veterans. Under the order making the ap- 
propriation, the money was to be paid directly to certain 

officers of these organizations to be expended by them. 
Before the petition was presented or filed in court the 
money had been actually paid over, and, therefore, no in- 
junction was granted. The case, however, although it has 
two or three times been brought before the court, has 
hot been finally determined and it is uncertain what dis- 
position will ultimately be made of it. The object which 
the plaintiffs now seek is to compel the n City Treasurer to 
pay back the money so expended into the treasury of the 
city. For many years past it has been the practice of 
the City of Lowell, and I think also of some other cities 
or towns in the Commonwealth, to appropriate money to 
be paid over directly to certain officers of the Grand 
Army Posts for decorating the graves of deceased soldiers 
and sailors, and other proper and. appropriate observance 
of Memorial Day. The amount of money so expended 
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each year has been small, and the expenditure, I believe, 
has been generally approved by all our citizens. 

The solemn, touching and beautiful ceremony inaugu- 
rated many years ago by the Grand Army of the Re- 
public of having the graves of their departed comrades 
decorated with dowers each year by the survivors of those 
who fought with them in that terrible condict for the 
preservation of the Union, in the lessons of patriotism 
and reverence for our republic and the honored dead who 
fought for its preservation are worth to us and our 
children many times its cost, but unfortunately a careful 
examination of the statutes leads me to the conclusion 
that there is no authority of law which enables cities or 
towns to make the appropriation in the manner in which 
it has heretofore been made in this city. The law does 
not authorize specidcally the making of an appropriation 
by the city council for decorating the graves of any sol- 
diers or sailors except of those who died in the service. 
It does authorize the expenditure of a sum of money not 
exceeding one dftieth of one per cent, of the last pre- 
ceding valuation for the proper observance of a holiday, 
and as Memorial Day is a holiday, it may be that money 
expended for decorating the graves of soldiers and sailors 
of the army and navy of the United States, whether they 
died in the service or not, may be construed as an appro- 
priate part of such observance, but that statute does not 
authorize such money to be paid to or expended by any 
one but an officer or agent of the city. I have too much 
confidence in the members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and their respect for law to believe that any of 
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them would desire the City Council to appropriate money 
in any way not authorized by law, or the City Treasurer 
to pay out money which he may possibly be compelled to 

reimburse the city out of his own pocket. I have no doubt 

that the imperfection in the law to Avhich I have referred 

will be remedied whenever the matter is called to the 

attention of the legislature. In the meantime it seems to 
me that some modification will have to be made in the 
order or resolution appropriating money for the observance 
of Memorial Day. 

843 Charles R. Groddard et al. vs. City of Lowell. 


This was a petition in equity by ten taxable inhab- 
itants of the City of Lowell, under Statutes of 1898, 
Chapter 490, for an injunction to prevent the payment, 
by the City Treasurer, of money on a contract for print- 
ing entered into by the Board of Health on the part of 
the city with the Courier-Citizen Co. It was brought for 
the purpose of contesting the validity of an ordinance of 
the City Council providing that all city printing should 
bear the union label. The case was entered in the Su- 
perior Court in February, 1901, and after a hearing in 
that court was reported to the Supreme Judicial Court 
for the determination of the questions of law involved. 
Without deciding the question whether such an ordinance 
would be valid if passed by the City Council under the 
authority of an act of the legislature, the court held that 
as under our city charter the City Council had no right 
to interfere in any manner with the making of contracts 
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and as the ordinance limited the persons with whom the 
Board of Health might make a contract, it was invalid 
in this city and the contract was void. A permanent in- 
junction against the payment of the money was, therefore, 
ordered. 

887 Seldon Coburn et al. vs. City of Lowell. 


This is a bill in equity for an injunction to prevent 
the use of the Rifle Range, in Dracut, growing out of 
the fatal injury of a man traveling on the highway in 
Dracut, from a stray bullet from the Rifle Range. The 
case was entered in the Superior Court July 2, 1901. 
After the bill was filed in court steps were taken to 
render the Rifle Range safe, and that object having been 
accomplished to the satisfaction of the petitioner, the bill 
was dismissed by agreement Nov. 12, 1901. 

922 James Smith et al. vs. City of Lowell. 


This is a petition in equity by ten taxable inhabitants 
of the City of Lowell, under Statutes of 1898, chapter 
490, to prevent the payment by the City Treasurer, of 
money appropriated for the smooth paving of Suffolk 
Street and Broadway, on the ground that the money was 
not legally appropriated. The case was heard in Novem- 
ber last, and on December ISth a decree was rendered 
dismissing the bill and the case was reported for the 
Supreme Judicial Court.

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John S. Stratton vs. City of Lowell. 


This was a petition in equity by ten taxable inha- 
bitants of the City of Lowell under Statutes of 1898, 
Chapter 490, for an injunction to prohibit the Board of 
Health from making a contract for the Smith Improved 
Garbage Cremator, under an order of the City Council 
appropriating money therefor on the ground that such 
appropriation was not legally made. The bill was filed 
November 11, 1901. On December 18th, a decree was 
rendered in favor of the plaintiffs and the case was re- 
ported for the determination of the Supreme Judicial 
Court.

26, 1900. The cause of action was an alleged defect 
in the condition of the ways, works and machinery con- 
nected with and used in the repair and alteration of a 
building at the City Farm. The writ is dated November 
21st, and returnable to the Superior Court the first Monday 
of January, 3902. The case was not entered in court. 


Edmund Gadbois vs. City of Lowell. 


This is an action of tort for personal injuries alleged 
to have been received by the plaintiff October 9, 1901. 
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The cause of action was an alleged defect in Broadway. 
The writ is dated November 1, 1901, and returnable to 
the Superior Court the first Monday of January, 1902.

This is an action of contract brought by the plain- 
tiffs in the Police Court of Lowell to recover the sum 
of $840.49 alleged to be due them for the use of Wa- 
tering (’art, for four carloads of brick furnished by the 
plaintiffs to the city and for the use of a derrick hired 
from the plaintiffs. The writ was dated November 1, 
1901, and was entered in court the first Saturday in 
December, 1901.

Establishing the Salaries of Officers of the City 
of Lowell for the year 1902. 

ORDERED : If the Board of Aldermen concur , That 

The salaries of the several city officers for the year 
beginning on the first day of January and ending on the 
thirty-first day of December, nineteen hundred and two, 
shall be at the rate herein mentioned, to be paid 
monthly ; unless herein otherwise ordered. 

Section 1 . The salary of the Mayor shall be at the Mayor, 
rate of three thousand dollars per annum. 

Sect. 2. The salary of the City Clerk shall be at city cierk 
the rate of eighteen hundred dollars per annum, and 
the salary of the Assistant City Clerk shall be at Assistant 
the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum, payable 
weekly.

Sect. 3 . The salary of the City Treasurer shall 
be at the rate of twenty-seven hundred dollars per 
annum for performing the duties of City Treasurer 
and Collector of Taxes. He shall annually give a bond 
in the sum of fifty thousand dollars, with good and 
sufficient sureties, satisfactory to the Mayor and Aider- 
men, for the faithful performance of his duties, and to 
account for all sums of money received in the sales of 
Water Bonds, and the collection of Water Rates, and 
in the capacity of City Treasurer and Collector of 
Taxes.
